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Although the gthring events recorded in the following pages will 
have induced almost all who have been interested in them to study the 
maps of Affghanistan and Scinde, and look a little into the history of 
those countries, it may not be amiss to briefly recapitulate in this place 
mdt drcninstances as may aid the general reader in rightly understand- 
ing the causes, the course, and the locale of the occurrences described. 

Affghanistan, in Central Asia, is boimded on the north by the Hindoo 
Koosh; on the south by sandy plains which separate it firom Beloochistan } 
qitj^.eaat by the Indus river ; and on the wert by the deserts slrirt- 
inj^the kingdom of Persia. It contains five great towns : Cabul, Canda- 
har, Ghuzni, Istaliff, and Jellalabad, whose united population was com- 
puted before the war at about 220,000 men, wiwten ud «hfldien. of 
whom a^ut 90,000 were residents of Cabnl, .^fud ^ eaiae number of 
Candahar. But there is a large population, independently of the in- 
habitants of towns ; namely, the Nomade tribes, or Ooloos, who, under 
tlw various denominations of Ghihnes, Dooranees, Khybemes, and Bu- 
zoofoyes, live in tents or small houses of unbumt bricks in the deserts to 
the west, and in the Paropamisan and S(diman ranges of mountain, sifl»- 
.Sftjng by their flocks and herds, or by rendming military service, and 
plundering caravans. In person, the male Affghans are tall and r^iust, 
though rather bony and mascular than otherwise. Their faces are long 
but handeifoie ; thrir bair and beards black or brown. In manners they 
are ra^e and mmetentatious, frank, open and manly ; hardy, brave. 
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df Bui^t Sing, but upon terms to which, after the conquest, he (Mah- 
mood) Mt no indination to adhere.

FalNeh Khtim,.tfae ririer, rewarded hhaaetfilfe' hia

(dBioeft of state among his brothers. This still forAor* irritated the 
Crown Prince Karaian, who took an opportunity of putting out Putteh 
Khan’s eyes, and of afterwards arra^ning him in open Durbar betweoU 
Cabul and Candahar, where he was set upon and assassinated. Mahi 
mood, who passed his life in debandiay, feeling himself incapa^' of 
gBHiiining without the aid of Futtrit Khan, betook himself to 
whQe Ids army was in the field against some rebels. ; This fligfati*<itt» 
vdived a virtiialresignatifHi of his power, for thon^ he retidned -Hbrit 
and tile title of JQag« he became literally a more vassal of Per^” lie 
died in a few years, and his son Kamran succeeded him at Hmat. 

On the death <d Fnttdi Khmi, the vizier, Azeem Khan, his bnrtber, 
then Governor of Cashmere, took arms against Mahmood and advaneed 
upon Cabul. The flight of tim King had 1^ tiie throne vaemd, vriddr 
^ Barukzye chkftain seized, and was thm^ supported by his bndbeis. 
He first resolved on recalling Shah Soojidi, and placii^ him cm tim 
timme, and that unfcatunate refugee, had actually proceeded a ecmsidmr- 
able distance cm his way firom Loodiamdi, whm some disjday <d weak 
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yanily on his part, some idle attempt to enforce a severe etiquette, 
offended Azeem Khan, who thereupon put Eyoob, a brother of Soojah- 
ool-Moolk’s upon the throne, leaving the ex-Shah to retrace his st^. 
Shah Soojah now went to Sdnde, and accepted for a time the hofqntali- 
ty of the Amems. He aftmwaids returned to Loodianah. Meanwhile, 
the Seiks recovered Cashmere, and some other provinces, from the 
Affghans, and by a successful action on the Indus, rendered Peshawur 
trd>utary. This last battle, in which the Affghans were led by Azeem 
Khan, so affected the latter cfai^tain, that he soon sickened ami died. 
His ^tth was the w^ml of fends among his brothers. Dost Mahonwd, 
Share Ihl, Poordil, Rahim Dil and others, who had been placed in offices 
c£ state by Futteh Khan ; they all, however, united to rob Azeem 
Khan’s son of his wealth, and to deprive the puppet Eyoob of his throne, 
after which Shere Dil went with half a million sterling, and erected an in* 
dependent chiefshipsat Candahar, while Dost Mahomed Khan took 
possession of Cabul. This happened in 1826. 

> Dost Mahomed ruled Cabul with mildness and sagamty, and but that 
he eemned mote anxioins to preserve peace at home ffioB to extmid his 
power abroad, would no doubt have acquired, wRhoot much d iffic ul t y 
tias mitire sovereignty of Aff^uaustan. He was held in much respect, 
and some degree of fear by surrounding tribes, and as he never shewed 
any dispomtkm to restrain Aeir lawless proceedings beyond the vkanage 
of Us own KTumntip , SO ffid they rarely trouble themselves to invade his 
posse^cms, or sM in any intrigues to dislodge him. But dteKwus 
^ beyond the Indus, witii whom he had a feud <rf the most dei^ 
imtttre ; a cdiief who not only held a feith offensive to true Mussttesms, 
but had stained the Affghans’ flag by routing them in war, and wreirtmg 
from them provinces to the west of the Indus. Ruqeet Sing ww the 
implacable foe ^ Dost Mahonwd. He held Peshawur and Attock^^m 
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defiance of the repeated efforts of the Affghans to regain them ; and 
Ranjeet Sing was the ally of the British, imd his quarrel, of course, 
became theirs. But natives and govemmmtts seldom want pretexts 
for. withholding assistance from each other, as Doi^ Mahomed had in his 
time experienced, when he sought the aid of the King of Bf^tara and 
the WuBee (ff Kooloom. It is posmide, therefore, that the %itidi autho- 
rities would have pleaded thw fimtdte doctrine of non-interfoence, 
but fat an accident which induced them not cmly to espouse Ms mmse, 
hut at the same time to revive the claims to the Dooranee thnme, of &e 
exiled Shah Soojah. Russia had sent emissaries to Cabul, with the 
view of cultivating a good understanding with Dost Mahomed KMm. 

The Gbvemor General of India, Lord AntUand, mdundfy solkstoim'fo

IPtoclaination. 

1. The Right Hon’ble the Govr. Genl. of India having, with the 
concurrence of the Supreme Council, directed the assemblage of a 
^tish force for service across the Indus, His Lordship deems it propm 
to pvddisb the following exposition of the reasons which have led to this 
important measure. 

2. It is a matter of notoriety that the treaties entered into by the 
British Govt, in the year 1832, with the Ameers of Sinde, the Nawd> 
of Bahawulpore, and Maharajah Rimjeet Singh, had for their object, 
by openii^ the navigation d the Indus, to facilitate the extensioa ot 
Qommerce, and to gain fw the British Nation, in Central Asia., that 
liq^mate influence which an interchange of benefits would naturally 
produce. . 

3. WUh a view to invite the aid of the de facto rulers of A^haaistan 
to the measures necessary for giving full effect to those Treaties, Capt. 
Buiztea was deputed, towards the close of the year 1836, cm a missicm 
to Dost, Msdiomed Khan, the Chief of Cabal. The origmal objects 
of that c^oer’s mission were purely d a commercial nature. 

Whilst Capt. Bumes, however, was on his journey to Cabul.

The neces- 
sity under whudi Great Britain is placed, of regarding the {uesent 
advance of the Persian Arms into Afghanistan as an act oi host^ty 
towards herself, has also been officially communicated to the Shah, 
under the express order of Her Majesty’s Govt. 

9. The Chiefis of Candahar (brothers of Dost Mabcnned Khan of 
' Akdml) have avowed thtir adhorence to the Persian Policy, with the 

same full knowledge of its oppositimi to the rights and interests of 
tite BdtUi Nitekm in India, and have been openly assisting in the 
operations against Herat.

Throughout the approaching operations, British influence will be sedu- 
lousfy employed to further every measure of general benefit ; to recon- 
difibrences ; to secure oblivion of injuries ; and to put an end to 
thtf ifistractions by which, for so many years, the welfare and happiness 
of the Affghans have been impaired.

{proceedings have gjven just cause of offence to the British Govt., it 
will seek to secure liberal and honorable treatment, on their tendoing 
early submission ; and ceasing from opposition to that course of measures, 
which may be judged the most suitable for the general advantage o£ 
their country.

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India in Council, that His Majesty, the Shah of Persia yesterday rais- 
ed the siege of this city, and with the whcde of the Royal camp 
marched to Sangbust, about twelve miles, on his return to his own do- 
minions. His Majesty proceeds without delay by Toorbut, Shekhi 
Jaum, and Meshid, to Teheran. 

“ This is in fulfilment of His Majesty’s compliance with the de- 
mands of the British Government, which I had the honor of deliver- 
ing (m the 12th instant, and of the whole of which Hk Majesty an- 
nounced his acceptance on the 14th August. 

“ His Majesty Shah Kamran, and his Vuzeer Yar Mahomed Khan, 
and the whole city, feel sensible of the sincerity of the friendship of the 
British Cbvemment, and Mr. Pottinger and myself fully participate 
h^thair gratitnde to Providence, for the happy event I have now the 
lan^oat to report.” 

In giving publicity to this important intelligence, the Governor 
General deems it proper, at the same time, to notify that, while he 
regards the relinquishment by the Shah of Persia of his hostile de- 
signs upon Herat, as a just cause of congratulation to the Govern- 
ment of British India, and its allies, he will continue to prosecute 
with vigour, the measures which have been announced with a view to 
the substituticm of a fiiendly, for a hostile power, in the Eastern Pto- 
nnces of Affghanistan, and to the establishment of a permanent barrier 
against schemes of a^;ression upon our North-West Frontier. 

The Right Hon’ble the Grovemor General is pleased to appoint 
laeutenant Eldred Pottinger, of the Bombay Artillery, to be Political 
Agent of Herat, subject to the orders of the Envoy and Minister at 
the Comrt of Shah Sooja Ool Moolk. This appointment is to have 
effect ficom the 9th of Septemba- last, the date on which the siege of 
Hen^ was raised by the Shah of Persia. 

In coitfening the above appointment' upon Lieutenant Pottii^cr, 
toe Governor General is glad of the opportunity afforded him of 
bmtowing the hig^ applause which is due to the signal merits <ff tiiat 
who was present in Herat during the whole period of its juo- 
trarted ai^, and who, under circumstances (ff peculiar dugar and 
has by bis fortitude, ability, and judgment, honorably sus- 
tained toe r^utation and interests, of hk country.

Adown 
the avenue, hnmed by the serried ranks of hundreds d steady 
hmsonen, whose steel casques and gay appointments glittoed in tte 
saa, moved two matsts of ele{ddtotB, bearing on their l(rfty backs the 
m^htiest potentates d the Oikatk seated in their gorgeous bowdahs, 
rad idtmded by the ehi^ officers of their respective courts, sump- 
tuously attired. Beyond were seen columns upon columns of scar- 
let-dad and helmetted troops, ‘all furnished, all in arms,’ arrayed 
with a {»<ecisi(m, and preserving a steadiness, worthy of the best Euro- 
pean ffisd^ine, while behind and about thdr ranks, stretdiing to 
tbo east and to the west^ was an extensive encampment, in the centee 
of ivindk iveite anmereos tents of crimson and gdd, indicating the 
chosra abode of a powmfid military chieftain. Crowded together, 
lA vitwmff distance from the legions, thousands of spectators of the 
hamUest dasses stood in ranks, preserving a silence, a decornm, and 
ra imoMlUy, which proved the existence of a severe military diac^line 
even in the walks of civil life. No shouts rent the air, — save the 
Ikenaed damars of some rude Coqnear : no vodferons cheers manifested 
the exdberant joyousneas of a happy population. The admiration of 
^aipecqile — if admiration it were — was onfy depicted in their aleot 
aive rad brea^fess astcmishment ; or kept in dreck by the apprehrasion 
of high disjdeaaure. Not many minutes dapeed befexe the transieitf 
view, hoe attmnpted to be descnbed, was mtamqded by the iraccmtre 
of tins two statdy processums. It was not diffi c ult to distinguish 
the Mdraajah fi»m his prcmd and gdlaid Shtes : seated on a pon- 
dsnms ^j^mnt in tire eratre of ffie }ine, and habited, as on the day 
''^hafev^ ia his cbric crimsrm ahaad cdodi tunic, trowsers, and turban, 
wathood any tnsd or trinkets — in short, without any other relief to the 
H^mahy In eBtcrior than tiiat presented by a flowing white beard 
M|iw aagadous eU nra eanw out in strong contrast wkh his riiffi^- 
didattradants and chieftama. On dodng with the Covermw Oewnd. 

sahded Ifia Lmdah^, and received Urn into in 
lildwhilit ipra which the cannmi again ' spoke to the tnu^pef , and ^ 
wffimma of d^iants, now united, proceeded to die Dmbwte^. The 
anivai at their destinatira, was the signal for raottor salnte from 
die hat t HBCs of RaBjeefs hcnse artiUery, wiale bands of sraac, uncom- 
well traiaed, jdayed our Nadonal rmthrai. and load daiions 
prodltiBifd the gfety of the Maharajah.

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- Slie eomcnues having terminated, the i(xce dratined for (^eratimis 
btfmd the Indus, commenced its march, while foe Governor General 
{mweeded to pay a complimmttary visit to foe ruler of the Ponjaub. 
The altered posture of affiurs at Herat, as we have already shevm, 
eansed a material redimfom in foe portion of foe army coatribtded 1^

Each column 
caaM a eertfor quantity of snpfdies with it. The fodc and prindpal 
hoqatal stores were smit down by water. It was intended, bad it bera 
practicable, to have sent the mfoiance stores, etc. by water, but basts 
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conU iK>t lie procuied ia suffident nambem. Indeed boats -were te- 
qniied to be srait down to Bnkknr on the Indus, to form the bridge oi 
boats, for whidi pnipoae timbers were floated down. It would hare 
been deardile to transpwt all heavy stores by water, and thus htm 
saved the cattle. The mardi of Oie Army from Ferozepme to Redoes 
on the Indus, never being idmve twenty, and often within a few miles of 
the tirsr. (wUeh aswumea the names at the Sutluj, Gharra, and Punjim^f 
R frdls into the Indus), enaUed toe troops to have commumeatome 
with toe fleet of boats.”

These have been 
not only tiie exaltation of their fame and character as soldiers, but these 
circumstances have greatly conduced to their personal advantage ; 
becamse the os^dence of the inhabitants which such good cmiduct has 
prodaced« faaaled to their freely resorting to our camp with tl^ produce 
ait thfir villages, 1^- which means we have been free from all wants and 
pritaiamis. .His Excellency desires, that the Officers of all ranks and de> 
^partments will accept the expression of his approbation of their zeal, and 
of the good example they have set.” 

To facilitate the crossing of the Indus by the large Army now assmn- 
Ided on its banks, a bridge of boats, most ingeniously constructed by 
Ciq>tBin Theunson of the Engineers, was thrown frrom Robree, on the 
left bank, to the island on which Fort Bukknr stands, and from Snkknr 
on the right bank to the other side of the island, leaving a space of 
ground 300 yards in length between the two bridges. The paas^e 
eaom these bridges, was the first interesting event in a campai^ ^s> 
tined to be more fraught with varied interest than any in which Biitiffi 
laroq^ la Inffia had been engaged.

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While Urn treopa were in Sinde, they had been joined by C^tain 
(afterwndB Sir Alorender) Bumes, instant to the iEh^Toy, who was 
tiieaoe' ^apatcfaed to Khelat to persuade Mehrah Khan, the duef 
to asBst our troops with supplies of grain, to stay the 
mmnding practices of the Beloochees, and to tender submisaon to 
^ah Soojah, the fiitare ruler of Affghanistan. Sir John Keane had 
acareely assumed the cimunand of the Army at Quetta, when Captain 
-Bnmea returned frmn Khelat, announcing, that he had &iled in the 
obiects ot his mission. The reader will note this occurrence, because it 
fitHined the grounds for a movement upon Khelat. which will be fonnd 
dennflied in a later jwrt of this work. 

Aamgaamtt woe now made few the march of the assembled forces 
tniGanAthar; and to keep opoi the communication with India, and to 
ttAtt'tiie transport of stores, and the movements of regiments, depots 
WWe estidtliahed at Shikarpore, Dadur. and Qnetta. At the latter 
place. Major General Nott was left, with the Head Quarters of the 
second Infantry &igade ;* and a general superintendence and miMtuy 
cantranl within the province of Shawl was vested in him. 

On the morning oi the 7th April, 1839, the troops broke grremd. 
Some idea of the state to which they had been reduced may be foraaed 
fiNMB the fact of sixty horses having been shot as too weak to proceed, 
Nrtfie numbras of camp^Uowers wore subsisting upon the fined dems 
of dieep, the congealed blood of animals, and such roots as timy conld 
jndc up in the neighbourhood of the oacmnpmeiit I The route dMMen 
by Sir John Keane, lay in a NmIh’Wertedy diredaoi^ and pnnnised, 
fimn die fertile drazacter of the country 1hroii|^ wbidi it lay, to 
provide the meaiu of reernito^r the strength of the force. Ihe 
od^ groat difficulty which the umy had to contend with, was dm 
feliihi Kcguck Hass ; but even diis was surmounted by persevmraime, 
good management, and dist^iHne- Though, in some places, the road 
was so nairovr, diat only one camel conld pass at a time ; thonf^ 
rieieswere here and timre so steep, that it was dangerous to ride or 
dMm, the onfy practicaUe tiiorough&res ; thon^ all ^ guns, tesiMIs 
and wt^gtms cd the fierce were necessarily ffiroionnted and tonfed 
aeioai^ stffl, tibe patience and reaohition <4 the troqin omcanre evety 
obstacle.

cmnpedkH^ ttrottdMcYdied^. I^speetade which presented itdd 
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to us on roa^ was the most interesting one it ever fell to my lot to 
witeesB. . His Excellency Lientenant General Sir J. Keane with the army 
of the Indus, was one march in our rear, onr advance having bemi made 
on an erroneous calculation of the distance, which, owing to the heat of 
the weather, was too great to be performed by the European troops. The 
Shah’s disciplined troops w«e behind ns, and His M^esty advanced, attend- 
ed imly by tiie ofBcers of the rausion and his own immediate retainets. At 
evmy 100 yards of onr progress, we were met by bands of well-mounted 
and well-armed mmi, aU tendering their allegiance to His Miyesty, whyat 
the peaeeaUft inhaintants of the country assembled in crowds, and mani- 
fested Hieir joy at the Shah’s restoration in the most unqualified tenns. 

“TranqniU^ is restored, the people flock to our camp with the greatest 
confidencjB. There is no longer any apprehension of scarcity, and even 
the confidential servants of the Sirdars, several of whom have visited me, 
^dpte thdr satisfhetion at the change of Government, and state, that they 
vtSNiHi sooner have joined the Shah, but for the dread that some evil would 
have been inflicted on their families whom they must have left in the cUy. 

His Majesty proposed to send out a party in the hope of overtakiiig the 
fugitive Sirdars, and they certainly appear desmving of little eo n sid eratio B, 
after the wickedness and folly whi^ they have displayed, in spite ed 
repeated and s<flemn warnings. It wonld doubtless be useless and dangw- 
(^ te allow them to remain at large, and excite disturbances in the coun- 
ttjj,.,bnt I was iqiprehensive that in the present exdted state of men’s 
■rinds, they might be seised by the Shah’s party, and be sulgerted to 
uimeoessary cruelty! 1 therefore prevriled upon His Miqesty to pemut 
me to make the Sirdars one more offer, which, if accepted, will enaUe 
Ann to retire to our territories in safety. Any provision which his 
Lordri]^ tiie Governor General may pleaae to asi^ to tiiem, will of

been- rebels, yet he was willing to forget and forgive all. 

-Ptinee Mahomed Hyder, the Governor of ^nenee, is a prisoner of 
war in my camp, and under the surveillance of Sir Alexander Bumes, 
an artangenumt very agreeable to the former. 

Fneaa'Msjor Genwal Sir Willoughby Cotton, commanding the Ist 
hfiwtly>BinaHm (of the Bengal Army,) 1 have invariably received the 
S ttPdga i t ai^ott, and. on this occasion his exertions were manifest in sup- 
port eftbe honor of the profession and of our country. 

I have likewiae at all times received able assistance from Miyor 
Osaend Willshire, commanding the 2d Infimtry IHvision (of the Bombay 
Army,) whidi it was found expedient on that day to break op, some 
for . the storming party and some for other duties ; the Mqor General, aa 
directed, was in attendance upon myself.

I am happy to 
say, that, although the wounds of some of the Officers are severe, they are 
all doing well. 

It is my intention, after selecting a Garrison for this place, and establish- 
ing a General Hospital, to continue my march to Cabool forthwith.

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The foregoing description of the storming of Ghuzni would not be per- 
fect unaccompanied by the Reports of the Engineer officers employed on 
the primary operations. They are therefore subjoined, and will be found, 
by the professional reader, serviceable and instructive. 

Mekosanda of the Engineers’ operations bifore Ghusaiee, in July 1839, hg Cap- 
tains Thomson and Peat. 

“ The accounts of the Fortress of Ghuznee, received from those who had 
seen it, were sudi as to induce His Excellency the Commander-in-Chief to 
leave in Kandahar the very small battering train then with the Army, 
there being a scarcity of transport cattle. The place was described as very 
weak, and eon^iletely commanded from a range of hills to the north. 

“ When we canm before it on the morning of the 21st July, we were very 
mnrii surprised to find a high rampart in good repair, built on a scarped 
motmd about 35 feet high, flanked by numerous towers, and surrounded by 
a frutase-braye and wet ditch. The irregular figure of the “ enceinte" 
gave a good flanking fire, whilst the height of the citadel covered the in- 
terior from the commanding fire of the hills to the north, rendering it 
nugatory. In addition to this, the towers, at the angles, had been enlarg- 
ed, screen walls had been built before the gates, the ditch cleared out and 
filled with water, stated to be nnfordable, and an outwork built on the 
right bank of the river, so as to command the bed of it. 

“The Garrison was variously stated from 3 to 4000 strong, including 
500 Cavalry, and from subsequent information, we found that it had not 
been overrated. , 

“ On the approach of the Army, a fire of Artillery was opened from the 
body of the place, and of musketry from the nrighbouring gardens. A 
detachment of Infantry cleared the latter, and the former was silenced for 
a short time by shrapneUs fi»m the Horse Artillery, but the fire from the 
new outwork on the bank of the river was in no way checked. A nearer 
view of tiie works was, howev«, obtained firom the gardens which bad been 
cleared. This was not at all satisfiictory. The works were evidently much 
stronger than we had been led to expect, and such as our Army could not 
venture to attack in a regular manner. We had no battering train, and to 
beriege Ghuznee in form, a much larger one would be required thw” the 
Amy ever possessed. The great command of the parapets, from sixty to 
seventy feet, with the wet ditch, were unsnrmonntalde obstacles to mi at- 
tack, either by mining or escalading. 

“ It tiierefore became necessary to examine dosdy the whole *< contour" 
of the ^aee, to dkcover if any other mode of attack could be adopted. 
The Engiae«8 with an emsort went round Hte works, approaching as nw 
as they coidd find cover. The Garrison were on the alert, and kept up a 
hot and well r^pdated fire upon the officers, whenever they were obliged 
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to shew themselTes. However, by keeping the Infimtry beyond mu^ei ■ 
range, and the Cavalry at a still greater distance, only one man 
killed, and another woonded ; the former being hit by men sent out of 
place to drive off the reconnoitring party. 

" The fortifications were found equally strong all round, the only tangihMl; 
point observed being the Cabool gateway, which offered the following a0|^ 
vantages for a ‘ coup-de-main.’ The road to the gate was dear, the bri%^ 
over the ditch unbroken, there were good positions for the Artillery wittt# 
in 300 yards of the walls on both lUes of the road, and we had infonwi 
tion fhi^ the gateway was not built up, a idnforcement from Cabocd IN^ 
ing expected. 

“The result of this yeconnoissance, was a report to His Ezimlleni^! 
the Commander-in-Chief, that if he decided upon the immediate atta^ 
of Ghttznee, the only feasible mode of proceeding, and the only mitf' 
whldh hdd ont a prospect of success, was a dash at the Cabool gatew^^ 
Uowkig the gate open by bags of powder. -ff, 

.“His Excellency dedded upon the attempt; the camp was moved thi|f 
evening to the Cabool road, and the next morning, the 22d, Sir ddl|ill 
Keane, in person reconnoitred the proposed point of attack, appRS^#^ 
of the plan, and gave orders for its execution. Preparations were nmdt ^^ 
accordingly, positions for the Artillery were carefully examined, whidi 01^,1 
dted the jealousy of the Garrison, who opened a smart fire upon the pai^iff^ 

“ It was arranged that an explosion party, consisting of three offi^n 
Eng^eers, Captain Feat, Lieutenants Durad and McLeod, 3 SeijetoMl^' 
and 18 men of the Sappers in working dresses, carrying 300 lbs. of ] 
in 12 sand bags, with a hose 72 feet long, should be ready to move < 
to the gateway at day-break. 

« At midnight the first Battery left Camp, followed by the other fiWI!., 
at intmrtals of half an hour. Those to the right of the road were 
dneted to their poutions by Lieutenant Sturt, those to the left by Lie<d#|| 
nant Anderson. The ground for the guns was prepared by the Sa^^sn^^ 
and Fkmeas, taking advantage of the irr^ul^ties of ^e groniril .. 
the right, and of some old garden walls to The left. ' 

“ The Artillery was all in position, and ready by 3 a. m. of the 23d, *>>d| 
shortly after, at the first dawn, the Party under Captain Peat moved down- l 
to the gateway, accompanied by rix mmi of H. M. 13th light Infixntiyr^l 
wititont their belts, and support^ by a detadunent of the same 
which extended to the right and Idt of the road, when they arrived ai^ 
the ditdi, taking advantage of what cover they conkt find, and erdeavtori*^ 
uig to keep down the fire from the ramparts, whkh beeame bmvy 'OAv 
the ^toach of the party, though it had bemi rraUnkably sladt durii^ 
the previous operations. Blue lights were shewn, which rea^red S8i‘»^^ 
rounfing ejects distinctly visible, but luddly they were burned on theS 
top of tire parapet ins t e a d of l^ng thrown into the paraage below. y 
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llie explosion party marched steadily on, headed by Lieutenant 
Durmid; the powder was placed, the hose laid, the train fired, and the 
carrying party had retired to tolerable cover in leas tlum two minutes. 
The Artillery opened when the blue lights appeared, and the musketry 
tram the covering party at the same time. So quickly was the operation 
performed, and so little was the enemy aware of the nature of it, that not 
a maa of the party was hurt 

« As soon as the explosion took place. Captain Peat, although hurt by 
the concussion, his anxiety preventing him from keeping sufficiently under 
cover, ran up to the gate accompanied by a small party of H. M. 13th L. I,, 
and ascertitined that it was completely destroyed. There was some delay in 
getting a bugler to sound the advance, the signal amed on for the assault- 
ing column to push on, and this was the only mirakke in the operation. 

“llieaHiHdting column, consisting of 4 European Raiments (H. M. 2nd 
Bqgjgiei^ Bei^pd European Regiment, H. M. 13th L. I. and H. M. 17th 
Rqghnent,) commanded by Brigadier Sale, the advance under Lieut. Col. 
Dennie, accompanied by Lieut Sturt, Engineers, moved steadily through 
the gateway, through a passiq^e inside the gateway, in a domed bnildmg, 
which opening on one side, rendered every thing very obscure, and ren- 
dered it difficult to find the outlet into the town. They met with little 
opposition ; but a party of the enemy seeing a break in the column, owing 
to the ffifficulty in scrambling over the rubbish in the gateway, made a 
nub, sword in hand, and cut down a good many men, wounding the Bri- 
gacfier and several other officers. These swordsmen were repulsed, and 
there was no more regular opposition; the surprise and alarm of tiie Go- 
vernor and Sirdars being so great when they saw the eolnnm occupying 
the open space inside the gate and firing upon them, that they fied, accom- 
panied by their men, even the Garrison of the citadel following their ex- 
ample. Parties of tite Afghans totdc r^ge in the houses, firing on the 
cblnmn as it made its way through the streets, and a good deal of desul- 
tory fi ghting took place in consequence, by which some loss was sustained. 
'Aa dtadel was occupied as soon as day-light shewed that it had been 
abandoned by the enmny, and tiie whole of the works were in our posses- 
sum before 5 a. h. 

*' We lost 17 mm, 6 Emopeans and 1 1 Natives, killed ; — 18 Oflicma and 
117 Europeans and 30 Natives wounded, total 182. Of the Afl^hans more 
thittfili were killed in the town, that number of bodies having bem buri- 
ed, and about 100 outside by the Cavalry; 1600 prisoners woe takm, imt 
1 have no means of estimating the number of wounded. 

“ Them were nine guns of differmt calibres found in the plac^ a large 
qnantii^ at good powder, considerable stores of shot, lead, &e. &e. and a 
large su^y of atta and other provisions.” Gao. Tbowsom, Ct^t. Engn.

The only question was, whether it 
to be done by day or night It was argued in favor of the former, ft 
the Artillery would be able to make so much more correct {wacftf 
ftiM the defences would be in a considerable degree destroyed, 
fire so completely kept under, as to enable the explosion pwly to advwf 
wiffi bat littie loss, and with the advantage of being able to see ergii 
ly what they were about Captain Thomson, however, adhered to 
tM, Mid we were afterwards convinced it was the most judicions ^aa j 
s itlmng l. t^ fire of the Artillery was necessarily more general tha^' 
would have been in daylighh stiU it was so well directed as to take ugt 
good deal of tte attention of the besieged, and draw upon th®r better ' 
a portion of the fire which in daylight would have been thrown nptm 
explosion party and assaulting columns. It would also even in.^ 
light have been difficult with our light ArtiUery to have k^it dow^i 
fire so completely, but that a few matchlock men mi^t have kept ^ ^ 
position near the gateway, and in that narrow space a smart fire 
a few pieces m^ht have obliged the party to retire.

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" The^pitty of H. M. ISth consisted of 18 ; 28 Seijeants ; 7 Bug- 

lers; and 27 b Rank and File. 

“ It was made of this strength not only to keep up a heavy fire npon the 
parapet, and thereby divert attention from the party at the gateway, bat 
also because we were not aware whether the fausse-braye was occnpied or 
not, and as it extends so mnch in advance as to take the gate completely 
in reverse, it would have been necessary, had a fire opened from it, to have 
oirried it by assanlti. before the party with the bags could have advanced. 
The party with Lientena«t Durand was accompanied by 6 men of the 13th 
without their belts, the better to secure them from observation and to protect 
them finm any sortie that might be made from the postern of the fimsse- 
braye on the right, or even firom the gate itself, while another party under 
an o£B^, Lieutenant Jennings, accompanied me as far as the tower so as 
to diedc way attempts that might have been made from the fonsse-braye on 
tie left; and at the same time keeping up a fire on such of the enemy as 
8lti#ad their hmds above the parapet ; of this party one man was killed 
audit few wounded. 

** Nothing could have been more gallant than the conduct of Lieiaaiants 
Durand and McLeod, and the men under their command, or more ^Cient 
than the manner in which they executed their duty. ' 

■ “ The powder being in sand bags, of a very coarse open texture, a long 
hose and port fire was thought to be the safest method of firing it. The 
ehd 'Of the hose fortunately just reached the small postern. The casnal- 
. ties during this operation were mnch fewer than was expected being in all 
1 private killed, 2 Seijeants, and 23 Rank and File wounded. 

"The heaviest 'fire was certainly outside the bridge, for the enmny near 
the gateway being marked whenever they attempted to shew their heads 
above the parapet, were obliged to confine themselves to the loop-holes, 
thn range firom which is very uncertain and limited against men moving 
ahont. A high loop-holed wall, althongh imposing in appearance, is a 
profile but ill adapted to resist attacks of this nature. 

•‘Thfr'euemy were perfectly aware that we were in the gateway, but 
i^piptered to have no idea of the nature of our operations. Had they been 
SO; tiiey might easily have rendered it impossible to place the powder bags

The prisoners had declared that Hyder Khan had 
escajkd, and that his capture was now impossible. &igadier Roberts, 
however, soon after assuming t^e command of the fort, had seen a very 
fine looking horse, richly caparisoned, with a handsome brace of pistols 
in the holsters, which he was requested to allow to be sent out of the 
fint, the request b^g accompanied by the assurance that all should be 
brought before the Prize Committee. The request was refused, although 
preferred by an ofiicer who wished to purchase the lot, and the Briga- 
ffior suspecti^ that the horse was the property of the Governor of the 
fort, directed Captain A. Tayler of the European Regt., his Majm: of 
Brigade, to take a company of Infantry to the house where the horse 
had beetx found, and to search it. Captain Tayler, accompanied by Cap- 
tfun.George Maeg^gor, assistant to the Envoy, did so, and the result was 
th^ Hyder Khan surrendered, after the officers had sworn in the name of 
Bie Saviour that the lives of the prisoners would be spared. R.^ould 
be added, that the oath was exacted by Hyder Khan, who wmw oBter* 
wise, with his party, have died sword in hand. The Commander-in- 
chief was deHghted with the success of Brigadier Roberts’s schmne ; 
but, as shewn above, he had not the grace to make any especial ac- 
knowledgment of his services in the matter. 

Leaving the 16th Regt. N. I., a small proportion of Artillery, and 
some Irregular Cavalry to garrison Ghuzni, the Army moved on to- 
wards Cabal; the Nuwab Jubbul Khan, brother of Dost Mahomed, 
havi^ previously visited the fortress with overtures from Dost Mahomed, 
which however ended in nothing. 

The Army had not proceeded more than three marches from Ghuzni, 
when authentic accounts reached the Camp, that Dost Mahomed, finding 
it hnpceaible to rely upon his troops, had hastily abandoned his guns, 
Vrhieh were in position at Arghundee, and fled towards Bameean. His 
mqiture being a matter of great importance, it was resolved to irhnw- 
diid^ despatch a small body in piusuit of him. To Captain Ontram, 
was mitmsted the execution of this difficult task, and the better to 
ensure success, Hadjee Khan Kakur, the chieftain who had jmned Shah 
Sock’s camp near Candahar, was appointed to accompany him with 
2000 the Shah’s Affghans. The history of the pursuit is related 
with, great Bjnrit and fidelity in Captain Outram’s narrative, which will be 
fifimd in the Appendix to this volume, (No. I.) Its frilure evidently 
arose finm the treasonous part played by the Hadjee, who either femed

Every inch of his route was disputed by the 
ffiaemy, Imt the gallantly and steadiness of the troops enabled him to 
BM&e good his way to Alee Musjeed, of which, on the 27th July, he 
was enaUed to take possession, the enemy having evacuated it and ' 
fled; Beyimd this point, no opposition was encountered. Colond 
Wade made a halt, to give time for the troops under Sir John Keane to 
podi epward from Ohuzni, and for himself to arrange with the Khyber 
chiefo Ah: &e permanent opening of the Pass to travellers, convoys, 
and the dawk (letter post) to and from India. He then 
[ his march, and on the 3d September 1839, reached Cabul with 
Shahzada. ^ 

. On the 6th of August the Army reached Cabul. and on the.^tb, the 
Shah made his triumphal entry into the capital. The event is descrfoed 
in the annexed extract of a letter from Sir John Keane to Lord Atmfc>

M^ract of a Letter from Hi* Excellency Lievierumt General Sir John 
.^Eeane, K, C. B. and G. C. H., dated Head Quarter*, Catnp Cabool, 
1839 . 

“ It gives me infinite pleasulb to be able to address my despatch to your 
Lordship from the capital, the vicinity of which. His Majesty Shah Shooja- 
opl-Moolk and the Army under my command, reached the day before 
yesterday. The King entered his capital yesterday afternoon, accom- 
pi^i^ ^ die British Envoy and Minister and the gentlemen of the 
by myself the Generals and Staff Officers of this Army, 
and esemfod by a s^nadron of Her Majesty’s 4th Light Dragoons, and wte 
(ff JUer Mujesty’s 16th Lancers, with Captain Martin’s Ifroop of Hone 
Alfld^ry. His Majesty had expressed a wish that British troops donld be 
papntb.^. the occasion, and a very small party only of bis own Bindos- 
taneei arid A%han troops. After the animating scene of travermng the 
streets and reaching the palace in the Balls Hissar, a royal salute was 
firod>;aad additional salvo in the Afghan style, firom small guts resem- 
bi^ weli piecei^ named jingalls, apd carried on camels. We heartily 
C 0 B|ratiifadM His Majesty on being in possession of the throne and king* 
dom' of -1^' uiceidors, and upon the overthrow of his enemies, and aftmr 
taking leave of Bis Migesty, we returned to our camp. 
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" 1 trust we have thus accomplished all the objects which yoar- 
sh^ had in contemplation, when you planned and formed the Army 
Indm, and the expedition into Affghanistan. ...rzi 

« The conduct of the Army, both European and Native, whkh.jH 
Lordship did me the honor to place under my orders, has been adn^ 
throughout, and notwithstanding the severe marching and privations .^, 
have gone through, their appearance and discipline have suffered no^ 
and the opportunity afforded tlem at Ghnznee, of meeting and cdnosis^ 
their enemy, has added greatly to their good spirits. 

« The joint despatch addressed by Mr. Macnaghten and mys^ 
your Lordship on the 3d instant from Shitarbad, will -have informed J ’ 
tiiat at the moment we had made every preparation to attack 
foEowing day) Dost Mahommed Khan, in his position at Urghn^ 
Wher^ after his son Mahommed Akhbar bad joined him from JelWs^ 
he h«k «n army amounting to 13,000 men, well armed and appointi^ 
so ’jpseees of artillery, we suddenly learnt that he abandoned 
and fled with a party of horsemen on the road to Bameean, ’ ' 
gnns in position as he had placed them to receive our attack. 

“ It appears, that a great part of his army, which was hourly beem. 
disoiganised, refosed to stand by him in the position, to receive 
tack, and that it soon became in a state of dissolution. The grekt^l 
imnmdiately came over to Shah Shooja, tendering their allegiance, 
believe His Majesty will take most of them into his pay. 

“ It seems that the news of the quick and determined manim^ 
which we took their stronghold, Ghnznee, had such an effect upon^ 
pbpnlation of Cabool, and perhaps also upon the enemy’s army, . 
Dost Mahommed, from that moment began to lose hope of re t a inin g ^ 
rule for even a short time longer, and sent off his family and VJdnM

ThnKi^ todi up ids reridence in the Balia Hissar, rir 
capital ; tile troops were dhqposed in the i^g^bmdbood. mut 
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ti(»is were inuoediately made for consolidating the authority which had 
thus be«i re-acquired. One «f the first measures was to despatch 
Captain Outram, after his retum-firom the unsuccessful pursuit of Dost 
Mahomed Khan* to the Ohilzie country, lying between Ghuzni and 
Candahar, in order to tranquillize the disaffected, and induce their sub- 
mission to the King. Ibis duty Captain Outram performed success- 
fully and satisfectorily. He captured many of the refiractory.f destroyed 
their fortresses, displaced chieftains, substituting persons in the in- 
terest of Shah Soojah, and recovered a quantity of the property in 
camels, etc,, abstracted from the British troops during their march from 
Candahar. The next measure of the King’s was, to hold a Durbar, 
and to^maafer the Dooranee order of Knighthood on all those ofiicers 
whn-lA'dietiiiguished themselves on the march firom India. The third 
''fib' depute Major General (now Sir Thomas) '\^nilshiTe, with the 
returning Bombay Column, to punish the chief of Khelat, who while 
professing friendship for the British Gbvemment, and negociating a 
treaty 'with its representatives, had instigated the tribes in the neigh- 
bourhood of the Bolan Pass, to plunder the Army of the Indus during 
its march. The manner in which this service was performed, is set forth 
m the following dispatch firom General Willshire, 'written on the 14th 
December 1839: —

: “ Mt Lord, — In obedience to the joint instructions furnished me by His 
l&ccellency the Commander-in-Chief of the Army of the Indus, and the 
Bnyoy and Minister to His Miqesty Shah Shooja, under date Cabool, the 
l?th Seplhmber 1839, deputing to me the duty of deposing Mehrab Khan 
of Khelat, in consequence of the avowed hostility of that Chief to the Bri-

%WttheL Political Agent in Shawl, and arranged with him the best nmans 
of giviag ei^ to the orders I bad received.

“ Captain Feat, Chief Engineer, immediately reconnoitred, and havn|^ 
ported that nothing could be done until those heights were in onr posM^ 
sion, I decided at once on storming them simultaneously, and if practiei^ 
entering the fort with the fugitives, as the gate in the Northern fteejii 
occasionally opened to keep up the communication between the fort 
heghts. y 

“To effect this object, 1 detached a Company from each of the 
Regiments from the advanced guard, with Major Pennycnick, H. B4. ^ 
R e gim e n t, for the purpose of occupying the gardens and endosnres to^ 
Nortii-East of the town, and two more Companies in the plain, 
betwMB ^em and the column; at the same time I ordered three 
of attad^ to be formed, composed of four Companies from each Coip%^ 
der fhmr lespecfave Co mm a ndi ng Officers, Major Carmthers of the QaBeh 
Ident.

offered for the troops to get in with the ingitives, and if possible, gain 
p^psession of the gate of the fortress, I despatched orders to the Queen’s 
Royals and M. M. 17th Regiment to make a rush from the heights for that 
purpose, rollowing myself to the summit of the nearest to observe the 
result; at this moment, the four Companies on my left, which had been 
detached to the gardens and plains, seeing the chance that offered of en- 
tering the fort, moved rapidly forward from their respective points to- 
wards the gateway, under a heavy and well-directed fire from the walls of 
the fort and citadel, which were thronged by the enemy. 

“ The gate having been closed before the troops moving towards it could 
effect the desired otgect, and the Garrison strengthened by the enemy 
dtiven.Aom the heights, they were compelled to cover themselves as far as 
practicable behind some walls and rained buildings to the right and left of 
it, while Brigadier Stevenson, having ascended the heights with the Artil- 
lery, opened two guns under the command of Lieut. Foster, Bombay Horse 
Artillery, upon the defences above its gates and vicinity, while the fire of 
two others commanded by Lieutenant Cooper, Shah’s Artillery, was direct- 
ed against the gate itself, the remaining two with Lieutenant Creed being 
sent round to the road on the left, leading direct up to the gate, and when 
wMiiB two hundred yards, commenced a fire, for fhe 'purpose of blowing 
it op< 9 ], and after a few rounds they succeeded in knocking in one-half 
of it ; on observing this 1 rode down the hill towards the gate, pointing to 
it, ^reby announcing to the troops it was open ; they instantly rose from 
their cover, and rushed in ; those under the command of Major Pennycuick 
being the nearest were the first to gain the gate, headed by that Officer ; 
the whole of the storming column from the three Regiments rapidly fol- 
lowing and gaining an entrance as quickly as it was possible to do so, 
nnder a heavy fire from the works and from the interior, the enemy mak- 
ing a most ^lant and determined resistance, disputing every inch of 
ground up to the walls of the inner citadel. 

“ At this time, I directed the reserve columns to be brought near the gate, 
aa^ detached one company of the 17th Regiment under Captain Ihuby, to 
the Western side of the fort, followed by a portion of the 31st Bengd Na- 
tive fii&iitry, commanded by Major Weston, conducted by Captain Out- 
ram, Mting as my extra Aide-de-Camp, for the purpose of securing the 
hrig^ta under which the Southern angle is situated, and interesting any 
of the Garrison escaping from that side. Having driven off the enemy 
from the h^hts above, the united detachments then descended to the gate 
ofthe fert below, mid forced it open before the Garmon (who closed it as 
they sa^the froops approach) h^ time to secure it. 

** When the party was detached by the Western face, I also sent two com- 
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puiies from the reserve of the 17tb under Migor Deshon, and two gom^ 
the Shah’s Artillery, under the command of Lieutenant Creed, BonM 
Artillery, by the Eastern to the Southern face, for the purpose of blowli 
open the gate above alluded to, had it been necessary, as well as the'|^' 
of the inner citadel, the Infantry joining the other detachments nud^‘ 
their way through the town in the direction of the citadel.

“ I lament to say, that the loss of killed and wounded on our sidi^.^ 
been eevere, as will be seen by the accompanying retam ; that on 
of the enemy must have been great, but the exact number I have nOtM 
aUe to ascertaiu.

“ From my Aides-de-Camp, Captain Robinson and Lieutenant Balkett, as 
well as to Captain Outram, who volunteered his services on my personal 
Stafi^ I received the utmost assistance, and to the latter officer 1 feel greatly 
indebted for the zeal and ability with which he has performed various duties 
that I have required of him, upon other occasions as well as the present. 

“ It is with much satisfaction I am able to state, that the utmost cordiality 
has existed between the Political Authorities and myself, and to acknow- 
ledge the great assistance 1 have derived from Captain Bean in obtainii^ 
supplies. 

“After allowing time to make the necessary arrangements for emataBuiag 
my march, I shaU descend into Cutch Gundava by the Moona Pm% having 
reemvod a fovourable report of the practicability of taking guns that way. 

“ I have deputed (htptain Outram to take a dofdieate of the daqwtch 
to the.

Major General Nott (now Sir William) was placed in command of 
the troops'at Candahar, while Sir Willoughby Cotton commanded the 
virhole force in AfFghanistan. 

On the 15th October, the retiring troops commenced their march. 
Sir John (afterwards Lord) Keane accompanying the first column.* 
Mahomed Hyder Khan, late Governor of Ghuzni, and Hadjee Khan 
Kakur, the arch-traitor, proceeded in the custody of Major McSherry, 
of the 30th Native Infantry, with the second colnmn.f 

After Cokmel Wade had forced the Khyber Pass, on his way to 
Cabul with the Shahzadah 'Timor Shah, he stationed small detach- 
ments at different points,t with the view of keeping open the communi- 
cafion with the Punjaub, and watching the operations of the Khyberies. 
nibse detachments, consisting of Sikh troops under British officers, 
were attacked by the Khyberies, generally with success, but on the 
approach of the returning columns, they partially suspended their hosti- 
lity. After these columns, however, had reached Peshawur, and it was 
deemed advisable to send detachments to reinforce the garrison of Alee 
Mnsjid, and supply it with provisions, stores, and ammuniticm, the 
Khyberies assailed the returning parties, killing and wonndu^ several 
men and officers. The columns therefore halted until Colon^\V heeler 
should reach Alee Muqid, firom Jellallabad, with the 37th and 48th 
R^;iments of Native Infantry, a force sufficient, it was believed, to relieve 
Alee Mugid effectually, and to support the negodationB set on foot 
with the Khyberies by Lieutenant Mackeson,$ the Political Agent at 
f^ahawur. Colonel Wheeler succeeded after a sharp action with large 
bodies of the mountameers in restoring tranquillity, and the columns 
contiaaed their ronte. Sir John Keane, with the Head Quarters, 
reached India without any other accident befelling the force which 
accompanied him, beyond a disaster on the Jheelun river in die Rffl-

, “ I had the honor to acquaint your Lordship in my despatch of the 10th 
instant, that in consequence of a requisition from the Envoy and Minister, 
I had detached Lieut. Col. Orchard, c. a., of the 
European Regiment, with the force named in the 
margin, to reduce the fortress of Pushoot, distant 
about 50 miles irom hence N. N. East, and endea- 
vour to capture or dislodge a refractory chief, 
who had, with a body of armed followers, es- 
tablished himself therein. 

“ I beg leave to forward for your Lordship’s perusal a despatch I yester- 
day received from Lieut. Col. Orchard, by which I am sorry to observe, 
that notwithstanding a long and steady attack upon the gateway, which 
was represented to the Lieut. Col. as the only assailable point, yet owing 
to the inclemency of the weather, (though the outer gate was demolished 
by the fire of the nine pounders, and the bags of powder were twice 
laid against the innqr one,) yet from the heavy rain they totally failed in 
the olgect required, and the troops were obliged to be recalled by the 
Lieut Col., who, I regret to state, suffered a severe loss, having, as the 
accompanying return exhibits, had 65 kiUed and wounded; and amongst 
the latter Lieut CoUinson of the 37th, and Hicks, European Regt The 
arrangements, as reported to me, that were made by the Lieut Col. appear 
to have been judicious, and in my opinion would have been entirely 
su'ccessful, had it not been for thwheavy rain which prevented the powder 
from having had its proper effect against the second gateway. 

“ The Lieut. Col. speaks, I am happy to say, in the highest terms of the 
conduct of the officers and men on this trying occasion, and their gallantry 
and steadiness appear to me to deserve the highest commendation. 

“ Although the attack was unfortunately not successful against the gate, 
yet ^e effect shewed itself, by the enemy evacuating the Fort of Pushoot, 
aad4faso that of Kelake on the other side of the river, a shcwt time 
after the troops had retired.”

After the affair at Puahoot, the winter began to set in, and Shah 
Soojah with the Envoy, and a proportion of the troops, took up 
wintmr quarters at JeUalahad. C^ientiouB against Dost Mahomed, who 
was now ascertained to be under the protection of the Usbegs, were 
therefore in a measure suspended, and the political officers stationed 
throughout the country from Khelat to Cabul, employed themselves in 
tertiag the feeling of the country towards the restored dynasty, in as- 
swing the adherence of those who vohmftariiy yidded submission, and in 
devking measures of hostility against those who still refused to re- 
cognise the new power. It was only at Bameean, on the ISndoo Koosh, 
that activity was rendered necessary, by the importance of seeming ^7 
post, and of counteracting the intngues of the Ex-Ameer, Dost Mtdia* 
med, with the tribes in the neighbomhood. The series of operations aris- ' 
h^ out of this policy extended over so long a period of time, and wefe 
in themselves of so intmesting and important a nature, that the histmy 
ofShitish proceedings in Affghanistan would be imperfect, if they were 
not do ecribed with the utmost minuteness, compatible with the dimen- 
ilWhof tins volume. No apology therefore is necessary for the foBow- 
reprint firom an admirable paper, which appeared in sue- 
cewye mwahwfs of t]|ie Bengal Hurkaru, descriptive of the proceeffii^ 
of oar pjjitinal officeis, and the small body of troops placed at their , 
posal. Hie detsdis have never been contradicted, and may therefrsre be ■

Between Topshee and the eastern extremity it is about 
4 or 500 yards in width, and but little cultivated, there being a consider- 
able quantity of bush jungul on the banks of the stream, particularly in 
the neighbourhood of Zohauk. Above Topshee the valley is exceedingly 
tortuous, and is scarcely wider than the stream, which, in fact, at some pe- 
riods of the year, when swollen by the melting snow, does entirely fill the 
narrow opening between the hills ; but at about four miles from Bameean 
the hills recede considerably, and the valley assumes a more pleasing ap- 
poaraaee, being highly cultivated, and occasionally enlivened by a few treesj 
rioefly willows and poplars. Zohauk, however, is a pretty spot, as well 
as Topshee and Ahinghur, a small fort about a mile higher up than the 
farmer place.

About half a mile beyond LaUa Khali, the valley 
agahi eonteaets, and the narrow pathiray* usually followed, skirts the side 
o| the codky hills on the right, the base of which ii^ whshed by the river, 
which here, impeded in its course by rocks and stones, flows turbulently 
on. But alter pursuing this straggling path for a distance of scarce a 
hundred yards, you again enter a more open space, in which, at about a 
aid a half from the jutting rock, and close under the northern hills, 
ow cmnp was pitched. The valley was here about half a mile in breadth : 
doeehi onr front was a group of four forts, three of which were on the 
ihrther or Southern bank of the stream : around them were a few trees 
a goodly sice, and beyond them, and dose where the Fouladi valley 
Ibrins a junction with that, of Bameean, rose a dense clump of trees 
(shmewfariMsembling the poplar in their uniform straightness) situated in 
a ^padous Zyarat or burial ground. On our right, and on a slope, in 
fixmtrrf the 1% image, were the ruins of a village snrrotmded by a battle- 
nimited, bat now dilaindated, wall. Beyond was to be seen the fort, also 
la rnias, where Yazdanbuksh, the Hazareh chief, had been some few years 
h^oe treacherously slain by Hadji Khan Kaknr. There are several other 
'WM in the neighbourhood, some of whkh ue on a table land,' wrhieh 
rises abwat 200 feet above the valley, to the South of it, and East of that 
of Fouladi ; and whidi extends to the base of the lower hills of the Koh-i- 

* The okl xoftd thtongii the vall^ is a mere pathirayi and anifonnty keeps Uie Northern side of 
^ valley, except at Zkdiaak, where it netsssarilj crosses the stream to reach Aat place.* The gtms 
to firilew a dlSereat line, fke^uently crossing the river and passing throned the fields. 
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baba range. These old forts appear to hare been of a superior structure 
to those which are now met with in the valley : one of them, in particu- 
lar, is admirably situated for defence, being placed immediately overhang- 
ing the junction of the two valleys, and separated from the table land 
to the East of it by a small dhurrah, while to the South the only commu- 
nication with it, is by a narrow natural causeway. At the base of the 
eminence on which the mins stand, flows the Fouladi stream, access to 
which is effectually secured by a small tower at the base of the rock. 

“ There are several streams, whidh, flowing from the neighhonring rat- 
ges, pour their waters into the river of Bameean. Of these the principal one 
is that of Fouladi, which, taking its rise among the rocky hills, whirii 
bound the southern view, flows firom the south west, for about six milei^- 
riirohgh a rich valley, nearly equal in breadth and productiveness to thstt 
in which we jrere located ; the stream, after washing, as before mentionet^ 
the foot of the eminence surmounted by the ruined fort, forms a junc^m 
T^tOO yards tower down, with the Bameean river. Still half a mile Iowa- ’ 
there is another stream, which waters a narrow, but well cultivated valkyf 
lying at the foot of the eastern slope of the table land, and confined on tirii 
other side by more lofty hills. Near Ahinghnr or Tifondiee, there 
two other streams, also issuing the southern hills, and at Topdrieiii 
there is a oonsidera^ife rivulet, along the banks of which is the primnpd : 
road leading to the ihant of Shutnr Gurdnn* at Kaloo. Besides th^ 
there are several stony defiles leading into the mountains on either sid^ , 
but these are for the most part dry, except at certain seasons after suddOti - : 
melting of the snow. . : 

“ The view in the valley is at all times much circumscribed. From' Ba^ 
mtoan itself, barely two miles of the valley can be seen, and that priori^ 
paUy to the eastward, for immediately at the foot of the big image the 
ftoniid, OB the northern bank, rises, and as the river bends to the southern 
tiSi of the vriley, the view in that direction is closed by the slope, above 
whiifli, horiever, are to be seen the red billq enclosing the defile of, SoO^ 
rakdtoutilh.' To the south, looking from Bameean, rise a diain of roci^ 
hills, rearing on high their dark, naked peaks; in recesses and oteftl 
among these mountains where the rays of the sun era seldom penetittei 
larps patches of snow remain during the entire year. Ihe hillsi howev^ 
which enclose the valley on the north, are insignificant hi height, rad v«Ji 
dHTerent in appearance from those opposite to them ; hchig invariidi^ Of 
a redd&h hue, and of indurated day, interspersed ocenriraally with hngt ; 
rocks eff red granite. Eastward the vaU^ extend as fkr as the jut&^ ' 
roA before mentioned, while beyond, the spectator observes the rodts 
wteh bound the narrow vaUey below Idla KhaO, and towering aboto 
them ^ rounded anmmits of the hiOs, branching off ftote Kaloo 
liah.'f* • • * ,

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« As the detachment entered the valley of Bsmeean, everything de- 
noted the rapid advent of winter. Snow fell upon our tents, on the 6th 
of October, when encamped at Zohauk, and again on the morning of the 
ypi) we observed it snowing fast in the northern hills, while a few flakes 
the valley. The tall trees of the Zyarut had been stiipt of their 
by the cold wintry blast, and the corn, already cut, lay in heaps on 
tfe.. ground, where it was trod out by the “ unmuzzled oxen.” The 
approach of this rigorous season, is, amongst the Koosh mountains, at all 
times sudden, and occasionally it has been known to come on so rapidly as 
to cause the dratrnction of standing crops by premature falls of snow. It 
was^ intmisely cold when we first arrived, and in a few days after, the 
tbcrmoiaeter fell in the morning to 14 or 16 above zero. The husbandmen 
Imsteaed the gathering in of their com, and we, on our part, began to 
cmui^ the best means by which we might shelter men and cattle from 
^r%ors of a mountain winter. 

■ ,“J)r. Lord arrived a few days after the detachment, and in a short time, 
alNkl^fain was struck with the owners, for the use of three of the neigh- 
hmiriiig forts. These edifices are usually constructed of sun-baked mud ; 
are enclosed by a high wall about 30 yards square, and from 20 to 30 
height, flanked by round towez^placed at each angle, the summits 
of fhem being sometimes on a level 9th the top of the wall, but more 
gOnorally about ten feet higher. In the interior are the rude huts which 
oomhtute the dwelling places of the inhabitants. The predatory habits of 
tlm natives of Central Asia have led to the construetion of such forts 
throiq^hont the whole country. Against bands of marauders they form ex- 
c^ept places of defence : the walU being of sufficient height to prevent 
thoir bmng easily surmounted, and being, as well as the towers, pierced 
matchlock fire to bear on all the ground surrounding. Yet have they 
bsea^often taptnred.by both Afghans and Usbegs; often treachery, at 
othafc tiiBes the extraordinary negligence of the garrison is the cause, 
te.ffie latter case, the <mpture is effected at night, and generally by one of 
thfne.tp^ plans. The first method is by introducing a single man into the 
'F«Nrt, who climbs over the wall, and, opening the gateway from the inside, 
affinits comrades. Another plan is, by quietly boring through the wall, 
to ffitee an mttrance into one of the huts inside, and thus carry the place 
hy tip^se. I have been credibly informed, that by such simple meuia 
*• tiMi% the Afghans have often captured forts, which m^ht have resis- 
a^t^ot display of force for a considerable time; but great, indeed, 
must bq.the j^athy and careleuness of the defenders to allow their forts 
to ^ throng such stratagems as these. 

, "lhe forts which were selected for the troops, were of that group 
, l^l^I have mentioned as being situated immediately in front of our 
and were all on the further or Southern bank of the river. Together 
formed ms irregular triangle, the forts themselves marking the angles. 
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Two of them were allotted to the Infantry, and were of the construction 
above described ; but the third, that of the Artillery, was of a large and 
superior build. It consisted of two compartments, each about 32 yards 
square— the fort lay North and South— the Northern compartment hd 
lofty walls and towers surmounted with battlements, and provided wfth 
machicoulis. The other part of the fort was not so well constructed ,- in ft, 
eventually, stables were erected for the horses. This was not, howev^, 
accomplished without much difSculty, on account of the great scarcity of 
wood adapted for building purposes. 

“ The Bameeanchis, or inhabitants of the valley of Bemeean, are Tajieks, 
while the dwellers among the hills around are principally Hazarehs. These 
twp races, though perfectly distinct in origin and religion, bear to eaA 
other a striking resemblance. In either tribe is to be remarked the 
Iwoad, flat face, with high cheek bones, and small eyes, which would best 
proclaim a Tartar descent : the Tajieks are, however, supposed to be tte 
afmd^es of the country, while the Hazarehs have a better claim to 
Tartar orl^, as they, I believe, first made their appearance among ^ 
mountains of Afghanistan, with the army of Jenghis-Kban. Both the 
Bameeanchis and Hazarehs are extremely fair, with frequently light hidir 
and eyes ; their forms are robnst^d athletic ; but their air is ungain^, 
and their countenances present rBRe signs of stupidity than intelligence. 
They are simple, good-natured men, perfectly free from the blustering 
insolence and murder-loving propensities of the other tribes of the country, 

I do not mean, however, that the Hazarehs have not their blood feuds 
(which can only be ended by the murder of the hostile party) like the 
Afl^hans, but their behaviour towards ns was peaceable and frienfiy. 
Officers could ride in the neighbourhood, unarmed and unattended, to a 
d i stan c e of upwards of thirty miles, while in other parts of Afghanistan; 
nman’s life was scarcely safe beyond tbe precincts of the camp. The na- 
tives of Bameean and its neighbourhood have long been a scoring race, 
bong snlgeet to the oppressive inroads of both Affghan and Usb^, the 
former exacting heavy contributions, while the latter were wont to midca 
sudden dashes into the valley and carry off a few unfortunate prisoums, ' 
who were thenceforth condemned to a life of slavery in Toorkistan. fiht 
there are some tribes of the Hazarehs, who, trusting in the great strengtit 
of their mountain fastnesses have long defied, both the Affghan and tto 
Toork; among these are the Deh Zangee, Yehalnng, and Sheik Ali Rai 
Th® two former tribes are located westward ot RauMawm , while the 
latter, I have before mentioned) as dwelling near the passes eastward iff 
Irak. These tribes are predatory, and are a source of terror to merchant 
with eafilas, on which they levy duties as they pass tiirong^ or near their 
The Deh Zangees held, for years before our arrival, a post fk

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: j witieh iuinuaUy pass by that roate. These tribes, occasionally make 
' x on less warlike districts, and the Sheik Ali Hazarehs hare even 

I ^nut^ and levied black midl in the valley of Bameean. The Hazarehs, 
in their own mountain land, are brave and resolute, and it is related, 
(diongh I cannot vouch for the truth of the story,) that thirteen men stop- 
ped the whole army of Morad Beg. That monarch, some years ago, invad- 
ed die countries south of his dominions, and after capturing Syghan and 
i^atroying some villages, he reached Bameean. But on attempting to 
penetrate by the Kaloo defile, it is said, that thirteen Hazarehs, posted in 
tiie acncks around, opposed his progress, and after slaying several of his 
so intimidated the Usbeg Army, that the Meer of Koondooz was 
.Imwd to retrace his steps. 

Enough of these mountaineers — to return to my narrative. OntheI5th,

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•te power to enforce such payment. But when the power of Koondoex 
feU, and Kooloom became independent, Dost Mahomed Khan asserted his 
snpmnacy north of the Koosh. At the time that Mr. Masson visited 
these mountains, Daji Khan Kakur, the Governor of Bameean, exercised 
absolute power as far as the Dundan Shikun Pass ; and only a year before 
onr invasion, Meer Akmm Khan, (one of the Ameer’s sons,) marched evoi , : 
as fiur as Kooloom, capturing Syghan, Kamurd, and other places on Us 
route. It would appear from this that these transmontane chiefs new 
acknowledged the supremacy of their more powerful neighbours, until 
compelled by the presence of a force. At the period to which my narrative 
has arrived, the valley of Syghan was tom by internal dissensions. There 
wore two chiefs in the valley, either of whom claimed superiority and do 
possession of the principal fort. Of the two, Mahomed Ali Beg was the 
actual holder of the fort of Sar-i-Sung, but his adversary, (a young Usbi|^ i 
^ name Khilich Beg,) asserted that his father and uncle had been 
dUpoasessed and murdered by his rival. The consequence was, that do r 
▼alley of Syghan became nearly a desert ; the fields lay waste, for the em 
wonld not sow, lest it might eventually be the lot ctf the^other to reap ti» ^ 
com.

aid agunst his enemies. He did not ask in vain. 

“ Had there been no other reason for our interference, this surely was 
sufficient ; that a chieftain, who had long paid tribute to Cabul, (for Ma- 
homed Ali Beg is a very old man,) and who had given his allegiance to the 
monanh of our choice, claimed our help against the ruler, who had re- 
omved, with open arms, the known enemy of Shah Soojah. But there 
wme other and far more urgent incentives to action. Our own safety 
was. involved in that of Sar-i-Sung. It was essential to our well-being 
tbltdiat fort should remain in the hands of a friend. It would have been 
madness to have sat tamely, while our enemy was securing to himself the 
poBsemion of a stronghold beneath our very eyes. The petty Usbeg chief 
cenld not have successfully resisted, for any length of time ; the fort must 
have fallen into the hands of Dost Mahomed and his Usbeg friends ; it would 
faeeome a sort of rallying point to our enemies, from whence they could 
have harassed and annoyed our small detachment during the winter. It 
the utmost importance, moreover, to impress our neighbours with a 
due idea of our power, vigour, and daring. Had we, on the other hand, 
^ ampnuaed quiet spectators of the doings at Syghan, so manifestly hostile 
hstteor interests, such forbearance' would have been attributed to fear and 
•"Ithowlsdge of our own weakness. Fortunately, Dr. Lord was a man of 
a .vi^arons mind, quick and accurate in judgment, and decisive in action. 
Ohr small detachment was entirely thrown upon its own resources, and it be- 
eame absolutely necessary to conceal our real weakness and insufficiency 
« to cope with the dangers with which we were surrounded : at this period, 
•'dhow of irresolution or timidity would have greatly embarrassed our si- 
tnatiOB ; but one bold stroke insured to us tranquillity and safety during 
tte ensuing winter. 

' " Lord’s plans were soon formed : he communicated with the military 
supmor, and a detachment was immediately prepared for secret service, 
Iridtotiie Political Agent despatched a messenger to Gholaum Beg, desir- 
h^htm to quit Syghan immediately, and warning him, that should he re- 
ssdn thme after sunset on the 30th, he might expect a visit from the Fe- 
ringees. Lord’s design was to make a foray or cbupao on the camp of the 
; and the country between Syghan and Bameean being of a very 
ffiffiadt nature, and the great object of the expedition being celerity of 
*ho»«awn1i so as to effect a surprise on the enemy, — ^no ordnance ac- 
'eemparied the detachment, which was ordered to be composed as follows : 
sixty-ffi^ non-commissioned officers and troopers from the Native Horse 
ArtiW^. Uiffier Lieut. Mackenzie; one hundred and twenty bayonets 
from< Awffiiah’s Goorkah corps, under Lieut. Broadfoot, and a detachment

manded by Captain Hay. In addition to theae troops, about thirty «Hr 
forty AfigW horse, belonging to the Agency, accompanied the detachment, 
under the command of Lient. Rattray ; and the Hakim* of Bameean 8up« 
plied his quota of one hundred A%han horse. 

The destination of the detachment was not known until the 30th, and 
at snnset of that day, before which time it was calculated that Gholaam 
Beg must have received Dr. Lord’s message, the party set out l^om 
meean. ’ 


“ It was a long and weary march, and the nights were then intensely 
cold. At first they wound by a straggling path through dark and narrow 
glens, rendered still more dreary and dismal by the dim and uncertsdtt 
light of the stars ; then mounting the almost perpendicular faee of thd 
mountain, by a steep winding road, they traversed, for many miles, tim 
nndcdaUng summits of the hills, until they reached the small fiwt -Of 
Akrobat, sitnated about midway between Bameean and Syghan. Hefti 
. Ae detadrment was obliged to halt awhile, as many were still behind, the 
cav^ry portion having far outstripped the infiuitry, who were, how«wa| 
mounted on tattoos ; but there were many of them of but inferior dei^ 
cription, while others had to carry double weighs so they did not progreil 
very rapidly. As soon as the stragglers had been collected, the party tig&St 
set forward, and, after crossing the Kotnl of Akrobat, plunged into a seried 
of the moat tomnendons and gloomy defiles. Here, through the darkudni 
and the roughness of the pathway which they followed, they were neanei 
sarily obliged to travel with cantion, so that the sun had already gilddd 
the summits of the hills, when they reached the small valley and srditar^ 
fort at Iliatoo. Here the little party was formed, in order to be in lei^ 
ness for the coming attack ; and they marched on, expecting every m#^ 
meat, aa they rounded some projecting rock, to come in sight of the Thrfol* 
eeaqi*; but it was not until they had journeyed some six miles beyond’ 
nfoiom And^the ftnrt of Ssr-i-Sung, perched on the summit of a lofty rod,' 
boiA'sqiMtt thcnr view. As the lading files entered the valley, the delfordl 
«8 Mltd the iqpprotd ot the Feringees with loud and exulting ehemi.* 
. 'These erfes seem to have given the enemy the first notice of the approdd 
of onr troops, for when die cavalry debouched from some orchard wb^h 
surround the rock on which the fort stands, the Utb^ were seen rapi^ 
flocking to the centre of thw camp, and mounting their horses, wMd 
were tiiere picketed in rows. . i - 'V 

“At first it was supposed that the Usbegs were Bae to reeelv# 

om ^ad; and, the word being given, the native fooi^kan and A%btril 
h«n^ led Iqr their respective oflScers, dashed forward to tire charge' w^l 
theintetry followed in support But the idea of resirtmce never entmed 
tte minds of those composing the valorous host opposed to be f mudi mdS 
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mounted his horse, and they fled separately, each seeking his own in- 
^vidnal safety ; some pursuing their rapid course down the valley, while 
others mounted the steep hills, inclosing it on the north. The troopers 
and Rattray’s horse galloped past the enemy’s camp, which remained stand- 
ing, mid continued the pursuit some distance down the valley ; but I am 
amrry to say, that the greater number of the men composing the Hakim’s 
^ota, considered the Usbeg tents as the proper termination to the chase ; 
fat they pulled up, and immediately commenced serious work in what is 
m 4beir eyes the main object of every expedition — plunder. This appears 
tu be the invariable custom of the Afighan soldier; he never dreams of 
pursoing, but as soon as the enemy is driven o£^ he turns to reap what 
harvest may have been left on the field. It is thus that they have frequent- 
^ met with complete overthrows, after having first gained the day; the 
eaemy returning and pouncing on them when in confusion, and unpre- 
pwrsd for a fresh attack. 

“ The fields around Syghan are, many of them, marshy, and the valley is 
amch intersected by ditches, so that our men, not being accustomed to 
steeple chases, met with many awkward, but, fortunately, harmless, ac- 
eidmits. Fear lent wings to the Usbegs, and but few of them were over- 
^(Iten. The chase was, however, continued some miles down the veUey, 
hetoe the troops were recalled from the fruitless pursuit. As for Gholaum 
Peg, though the greatest efforts were made to capture him, he got clear 
odi^ and did not draw bridle till he reached Kamurd. Khilich Beg, being 
bard pressed, shut himself up, with a few followers, in a small fort belong- 
ing to Murad Beg, about a mile and a half below Syghan. The pursuit 
was eoutiiined beyond this, and when returning, our people were fired on 
by -tteraen inside; but, luckily, no further damage was done than wound- 
i^ .frvo homes. The detachment had not left Bameean totally unprepar- 
ed for such an emeigency, but two bags of powder had bcitn provided for 
tbe purpose of blowing open a gate, should such a step be necessary. 
i^Wn^ on being summoned by Doctor Lord, Khilich Beg agreed to 
and submit, a promise which he fulfilled a few days after- 
wards. 

' H M e a ntime , the Infantry had climbed the hills in pursuit of those who 
had^ fled in that direction ; but they met with as little success as ^ <ht- 
Goorkahs are famed for their activity, and the facility with 
whiA they climb the mountain side ; but the Usb^ had (he start, and 
h^iti. They are not in general well mounted, but it b snrprinng to see 
Iheiaase and Mifety with which their small horses gallop along tiie nar- 
row, dksy pathvrays among hUls, which appear neady inaccessible. So 
tar men oidy got a few long shots at them, which did not, 1 imagine, 
eause much shnighter. However, it was not our object to destroy them, 
hut BMHK to bistil a little fear; in order to insnre our own safety. 
Iheir I(si must have been slight, not above 7 or 8 killed or wounded : 1

fchonld consider that the utmost. Of our party, one Aftghan was mortally 
wounded. f'> 

“ This little affair, although so bloodless, no doubt created a favoraUle 
impression among both friends and enemies. About one hundred horsemen 
and the same number of infantry, put to flight a far superior body of Ua- 
begi. Native accounts, if 1 remember aright, numbered the latter at six 
or seven hundred ; but I fancy their strength would be more correctly stated 
at three hundred and fifty, or four hundred fighting men, with grooms and 
other followers. Of our own party, I have before mentioned, that the 
Hakim’s men, mostly, stopt to plunder; the detachment of Irregular horse 
did not come up until the affair had been concluded. 

“ The Usbegs were completely surprised, and left their camp and bagr 
gage on the ground. It is said that when Gholaum Beg received Lord’s 
nnssage, he laughed, and said, “ the Teringbees are elephants, and cannot 
move qni<^ ; it will be time to go, when we bear of their starting." He at- 
ter wa wb complained that we were down upon him too soon ; for that he 
had intffiided to start at ten o’clock.that morning. Poor man ! he not only 
lost all his camp equipage, but his breakfast to boot; his pillan was found 
smoking on the fire. 

“ The detachment returned to Bameean immedistely after having rais»‘ 
ed the siege of Sar-i-Sang ; and the beneficial effects of the measure soon 
shewed themselves. Dost Mahomed’s star, which had for a time shime 
forth, was again dimmed by a cloud; his fortunes waned, and the natural 
consequence was, that of those who had followed the unfortunate monarch 
into exile, many now deserted him in his utmost need; his fonds failed 
last, and the ex*Ameer was forced to grant a discharge to thoee of his 
followers, who demanded it. During the month of November, many of 
A es e, with their wives and families, passed through Bameeui on theit 
V^r to Cabnhdllt truly seemed an act of baseness to forsake Ae fidlett 
man^ whose fsvouts they' had eiyoyed during the hour of prosperity ; yet 
some anense may be ofiEered. They were reduced to the most lamentalde 
p^ld, tf Hte aeoonnta wbidi we received may be relied cm. The Ameer 
had no mon^, and ecnild not support so many dependents; they were 
ther^re, obliged to resort to the sale of horses and other property, to pro- 
cuire the means of subsistence for themselves and fomilies. They resume* 
ed with him for some time, hoping that fortune would wear a more fovor* 
aide aspeeft ; but Gholaum Beg’s unsuccessful expedition to Syghan, 
paled any bright visions whicdi might have bemi conjured np, and Dost 
Mahonmd himself, now lachar and dispirited, gave to many a mittM die- 
^laige, under his own seal, and bade than seek their livefihood elso- 
whena. * 

“ Itaring November and the eariy part of the following month, but lUlie 
oeeuned to interrupt the monotony of our existence. ITie wintw gradiT' 
ally iMoaaed in severity, but we were now aide to bid d^anee to Hie 
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firosts and snows of this dreary region. The troops were all established 
in winter quarters as comfortably as we could expect. 

“The expulsion of the Wallee’s troops from the valley of Syghan, had 
the effect of opening our communications with Toorkistan ; and various 
diplomatic efforts were now made, which had for their object the capture 
or surrender of the Ameer ; but unfortunately, these negociations were 
unattended by success. It is certain, that the natives of Central Asia, 
have on some points very strict notions of honour ; for though Dost Ma- 
Immed has been at different periods in the power of the Affghan, the 
Usbeg, and the Hazareh, and though large sums have been always offered 
for possession of his person, yet no one has been found base enough to 
l^ettay the fugitive monarch, though he has trusted himself among those 
who w&ee at one time his open enemies. 

*‘.Our immediate neighbours, the inhabitants of Bameean and its vicinity, 
appeared to be a quiet and orderly race of people. The lower orders 
especially were friendly and inoffensive towards us, professedly preferring 
the presence of our orderly troops, to that of the rude A%hau soldiers, 
who had formerly been quartered in the valley, and who were wont 
to oppress and lord it over the les^ warlike cultivators of the soiL They 
shewed a decided partiality towards British arbitration, for they almost in- 
yanably appealed to the justice of the Agent, instead of to that of the Aff- 
^um Governor. Such I believe also, to be the case in various other parts 
of the country, for these native superintendents are not much famed 
fee even-handed justice; the longest purse carries more weighty argiunents 
than die clearest evidence; and the principal object with these gentry 
appears to be the aerfwiag as much money as possible, out of the unfortu- 
mte.iyoti. The Hakim, whom we found established at Bameean, on our 
mbat, was recalled, on the representation of Dr. Lord, before the close of 
the year. But there was one class of people to whom our coming was 
l^no means agreeable ; they considered us as interlopers, and industrious- 
ly endeavoured to create a party against us ; these were the chiefs, in- 
Aaentiud men of the valley, who, albeit they had no particular fault to find 
u% felt their power was weakened, and independence threatened 
by our presence: no doubt, too, they yet retained some attachment 
fowaids the old regime, under which they bad often enjoyed an immunity 
hsOBtrtases through the inability of the Governors to coerce them. These 
ashort time after our arrival, united and formed a conspiracy i^;iuBst 
.us: fortunately, their plans were timely discovered, and frustrated 

by the foliticai Agent, Dr. Lord. 

"But little snow fell in the valley in the month of December, but the 
ioAy bills encircling us were clothed in one sheet of white, save where rose 
aenu.dsrk Aarp ridges, which presented no resting place for the flakes. 
#sfbre the 15th, die Passes over the Hindoo Koosh were closed against 
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bU bat footmeu, and consequently our communication with Cabul becaa^ 
less frequent, and more difficult. But the roads leading to the northward %• 
were still open, and it was about this time, or rather earlier in i]^ | 
month, that we received reports from Toorkistan, which again interruptal ','1 
the quiet tenor of our lives. In the course of the preceding month, wa 
heard that the Dost had been meditating a flight towards Persia, notwitl^, 
standing several urgent solicitations or commands from the King <4 
Bokhara to repair to his Court. On the 9 th December, intelligence reaiM 
ed ns, that the Ameer had quitted Kooloom, en route to Persia; but th^ 
he bad been compelled to relinquish his projected journey, and to b^;^ % 
himself to Bokhara; and soon afterwards we heard that the Wallee WH|' r 
bent upon attacking Eamurd ; and that the Ameer-ool-Moomnneen, 

Miyesty of Bokhara,) had offered his daughter in marriage to the es-cMal 
of Cabal, with the Province of Balk as a dowry; and that, at the san^.^ 
time, he promised to aid the fugitive monarch towards the recovery of Iw 'J 
dominioDS, by despatching forthwith an army of 12,000 men to overwbdHE|. 
the gfurrison of Bameean. Now, although much credence was not 
to such a report, yet it was not altogether unworthy of consideratio^'^ 
Prudence is by no means a bad qualify, when it is not allied to fear; 
of our little society at Bameean agreed that, though the march of an ati^^ 
from Bokhara to our valley was by no means a probable event, it WOq^^ 
be advisable to take such precautions as lay in our power, and 
strengthen our position as much as possible. 

“ The time had now come, when our little detachment of scarce 7(r 
bayonets, was entirely thrown upon its own resources; we knew 
no aid could come to us ; grim winter with his frosts and snows bad barr 
all access to our valley from the Cabul side, we were alone, and expo 
to the attacks of all the hordes of Tartary. It was on a considereti^J^;^ 
of these peculiar circumstances of our situation, that it was determined 
omsstmet intrenchments, capable of resisting any attacks of an 
unprovided witii artillery. Our positipn was not a particularly good pn^ 
in a milttary point of view, being overlooked and command^ by 
on eitiier side, at distances respectively of about 600 and 350 yards; y^J^ll 
more favorable spot could be found in the vaDey, the distance between 
hills being there at its utmost extent, and our three forts being so plac^ y 
as to afibrd mutual defence, (forming as it were, the three angles 
triangle,) and to command access to either river. The table land abce^ 


would have afforded a much stronger position ; but the idea of forming 
trencbments there could not, for a moment, be entertiuned at that pei^ii 
of tile year, as there was no shelter for our troops. Dr. Lord, although W 
fidly concurred in the advisability of erecting the proposed breaatwo^;^ 
was dissatisfied with the position, on account of the defects noted abow#' 
and it was partly with a view to reconnoitre the neii^bouring 
of Syghui, in hopes of finding there a more favorable spot, and 
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oa aeeoTint of the moral infloeace whiclr he e:spected a forward movement 
wonld create, that he determined on proceeding in person to Sar-i-Sung, 
afeompanied by a detachment, eventually destined to garrison that fort- 

“ Ihe party (consisting of two Companies of Infantry and 25 troopers 
as Cavalry, with two mortars and a 3-ponnder gun) left Bameean on 
the I7th of December; and about the same time the intrenchmen^ 
were commenced under the direction of Lieutenants Broadfoot and MXjP 
koisie. 

"Immediately on debouching from the defile, the traveller, turning his 
eyes to the right, beholds the grey battlements of Sar-i-Sung, while, im- 
mediately in front, and but a few paces distant is the Mehman-Khaneb, 
hjr which name is Sgnifled a row of dome-roofed huts, enclosed by a square 
tridi ; the accommodation which these afford, would not exactly accord with 
ditr notions of hospitality ; yet, nevertheless, their dirty walls have, I 
^hht not, often yielded most welcome shelter from the wintry winds to 
die way-worn and benumbed traveller. 

, " Ihe fort isf perched on the summit of an isolated rock, about 120 feet 
h%h, and but a short distance from the hills bounding the valley on tl^ 
(^titbera side; its shape is oblong, the greatest length being east and 
fiid the wadis are of brick, and, though far from substantial except 
^ one side, are stronger than those of the generality of forts to be met 
widL The rock on two sides (the western and southern) is completely per- 
pendtcnlar, and on the other sides, only suffldently sloping to admit of the 
winding pathways, which lead to the gateway in the eastern &ce ; 
this latter side is the strongest portion of the fort, and is flanked by two 
bnilt towers. The interior space is much contracted, and subdivided by 
a second gateway, over which, as well as above the outer gate, is one of the 
halakhanelm or principal rooms of the fort. At the foot of the rock on the 
mi&em mde are the mins of a village, which was destroyed, I believe, by 
A»ad and beyond these, and also on the eastern and western sides, 
ifre some orchards of apricot trees. The valley here is abont &e 
same breadth as that of Bameean, and it is watered by a small stream, 
wB^i, imme£ately after washing the base of the southern hills, flows, 
(dose under the water of the Mehman-kbaneh, and then, ben£i^ ont- 
wai^, skirts the orchards, and continues its course towaihi flie east. 
£vehtaally it forms a junction with the rivulets of Bameean and Ka- 
mnid, and passing Goree and Koondooz, empties itself into the 
(kns.

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“ Prom causes already mentioned, this Talley^ of Syghan is ht fci*-; 
productive than that of Bameean. Immediatdy in front of the fort, an! ^ 
between it and the northern hills, there are several cultivated fieWaf S 
but towards the west, stony, undulating ground succeeds, and east tf ? 
the fort, stretch for a considerable distance, some waste lands, giecai ;| 
and marshy, entirely neglected by the inhabitants. The hills around aHl s 
insignificant when compared with those visible from Bameean, as 
Jn not form a portion of the great snowy range ; their hue is gene 
reddish brown, their outline rugged, and though low, they are ( 
ceedingly difficult to surmount. The most striking feature of the 
is, as may be supposed, the rock and fortress of Sar-i-Sung. 
iicwmer, viewed firom the north or west, rises majestically from the elSI!tf|' 
tiB of the orchards, whicB belt its base; and the (dd grey walls, difaMj, 
nfied with tower and keep, frowning over the valley stretched bdoi^,;, 
remind the traveller of those relics of the feudal ages, whitdi are 
frequently to be seen in our own land. But this lordly fortress, in ipf 
towering grandeur, presents to the eye an idea of strength, far great# ^ 
than that which it actually possesses, for immediately to the south, 
within easy musket range, is a hill which entirely commands it, 
which loolm into the interior space, taking the northern battlemm^' 
in reverse. .ffv 

" The inhabitants of Syghan, Kamurd, and the neighbouring pa^, 
of several different tribes ; even in the same fort, Tajicks, Hazare^, 

Usbegs may be found. Mahomed Ali Beg calls himself a Toork, wM#:! 
KhiUch whose fort is about five miles down the valley, is an Usb^jr'tC 
Kudum Shah Beg, again, who lives higho’ up and nearer the Dnndmnjfr | 
Shisnn, is an Hazareh. Izit-oollah Khan, of Kamurd, is a Tajid^i 
ISrdar Syud Mahomed, of the Dusht-i-Sufaid, near the Nal-i>Feij^| 
pass, boasts himself a Tartar ; Pursund Shah, of Dooab, is of the 
Itffi race, and Baba Beg, of Banuck, near Kamurd, is chief of a 
cdOed Ajuiee. Among people of such various races, it is not ttf 
WODdeied at, that there should be as many interests as dans. DimemdMV- , 
MUBf of" course, frequent, and it is only when all are equaDy 
&reateaed by some external foe equally the object of fear or hatzod'fw,’'^ 
iffi, ffiat B»e Usbeg and Hazareh, the Tartar and the Ajuree, will 
Most erf these were for a time our professed firiends. KUlich Beg, ho# i 
ever, was at all times an object of suspicion, and Baba Beg Aj®# *■ 
never joined us ; but he was one of the few. ’ 

• " Chie of Lord’s olgects in visiting Syghan was, as I before mmti 
ed, to see whether a better military position might not be there fo 
Bum that which we occupied at Bameean. But it did not require gi^.;£ 
exammation to shew us, that the fort itself was unfitted for tttat purp 08 t£i;|., 
both fitom its size, (it not being capable of bolding rnmn than two cc#t; '4 
panies,) and Irom its situation, being commanded at musket shot it 
tuace. The ground, however, occnpiol by the orchards and betw^ ;*1 
the rode and the river, could have been fmrmed into an exceedin^y 
fensiUe post by the addUioa of some field works, as it had the adv®#^ 
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vf beiiig screened from fire from the hill by the fort, which might have 
been hdd as a citadel, by a few men. The advanced state of the sea- 
son, and the want of cover for the troops, however, prevented our enter- 
taining any idea of a present change of quarters. There vras no event 
of any consequence occurred during our stay in the valley. Lord’s 
time was principaDy occupied in receiving the native chiefs, of whom 
several paid him visits of ceremony, Khilich Beg being among the 
number. It was curious to observe with what eare this last named 
chief avoided collision with his rival ; no doubt, too, he felt eonsiderable 
sa^action at seeing his old enemy obliged to yield possession of his 
stronghold into other hands, and to betake himself to one of his other 
fints, of a far less ostentatious description ; for Mahomed Ali Beg held 
several either in his own name, or in that of his son or brother. Most 
of lie neighbouring chiefs, either in person visited the Political Agent, or 
sent messengers to him ; but the man of Banuck seemed to be of a stub- 
born disposition, and did neither, appearing to be not so fully impressed, 
as were the others, with our powers and greatness ; on the contrary, 
while we were at Sar-i-Sung, a report came to us. that he actually 
meditated a chupao on our detachment. 

IThe party return to Bameean, and the author describes the march. 

He then proceeds.'^ 

Meanwhile Dost Mahomed Khan was an inmate of a prison at Bo- 
khara. 

“ I have said, that the hopes of a brighter fortune, which this unhap- 
py IMnce at one time nourished, were rudely frustrated by the intel- 
%ence of Ohokum Beg’s disaster ; and the beneficial workii^ of Lmrd’s 
vigorons J^cy was fully developed. It is true, that the evQ was merely 
averted; rot sh he could not possibly have foreseen the events, which 
afrnwerds rendered all the advantage, previously gained, nugatory, the 
imise dne to him for having succe^ed in driving the Ameer from the 
Southern banks of the Oxus, should not be withheld. Despair was 
hugely infused among the followers of the fugitive monarch, and he 
hirasetf, too, (hi whom care had laid its heavy htmd, no doubt shared in 
tlua feding, and suffered some anxiety to st^ upon him, when he heard 
oi the sadden blow struck by the Feringees, and knew not what mine 
might follow. He no longer felt himself secure, and almost immediate- 
ly prepared for flight towards Persia, where he felt sure of a &vouralde 
reception, his mother being a native of that country ; but day by day Itp 
^ayed his departure, perhaps with a lingering hope, that something 
ndnmtageoiiB might yet occur to prevent the necessity of so Icmg a 
journey, — perhaps, through financial difficulties ; but at length he set 
out, wwmnpanied by his sons and his brother, the Nnwanb Jnbbur 
Khan : his joum^, poor man, did not end in the way which he had 
enti^iUed. I aev» heard, the exact route which he was proceeding, 
but he must have passed within a short distance of Balkh ; for the 6o- 
y&mt of that {dace, whieh is subject to the rule of Bokhara, sent him 
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a message, requesting him to give him a meeting, as he had 
posals to make to him on the part of the Ameer-ool-Moomame^^? 
Dost Mahomed sent his brother the Nuwaub to him, to hear what 
proposals might be; but the Governor of Balkh laid hold upon 
envoy, and declared that he would not free him until the Amew m 
son came. Accordingly the ex-chief went to procure the liber^ioM 
his brother, and when arriTed at that once famous, but now iti“ignifjt!^ " 
cdty, he found himself little less than a prisoner. Jubbur Khan was|| 
leased, but the dethroned monarch was informed, that the — 
Bokhara desired his presence. Perfectly helpless, he c^d not but acc«. 
and, perhaps, at the time he ent^rtmned hi^pes of a fiiendly ree^ii^ 
Ae Nuwaub returned to Kooloom with his own and the Post’s- 
yr^e the other, accompanied by the young Khans, Akbar and 
repwed to Bol^ara. There, instead of meeting with the

“ The full force of winter set in at Bameean, about the middle>|., 
Jwuary. Before that time the party had returned firom ^glwitf' 
with the exception of the Infiintry, who had been left there undertf 
command of Ueut. Golding. I must pass briefly over tho-rtEXf*^" 
months, for there was nothing worthy of mention occurred dutfl 
them. We had frequent falls of snow early in the new year, and till 
frost increased much in intensity, the thermometer, during JaOW^fe 
frequently falling to 10 ® and 12 ® below Zero ; the rivers, both trf Btf ,, 
]|sfo and Bameean were frozen over to a considerable tbm^era, 
ravings issuing from the hill side froze, as they trickleddHm, 
they could reach the stream. Our houses admitted the cold air i ^ 
unpleasant manner, and it was seldom that we could keq>, 
r^ma sufficiently warm, to raise the quick^ver above the frseetfi 

Fuel, too, was unfortunately both scarce and expm^e, ^ 
necessity for fires passed away, we were coaqjeOeBlI 
trashy imd shrubs, even ass^cetida plant, and dti»i cow datf 
xnH sev^ weather was found rather frivorahle to aax Koatopeaaa 
tutions, but our men sufiered severely from the cold. We reduced 
number of night sentries as much as possible, on ^h«t account^ tui^ 
tonatdy, tiiey had all been wdl provided with warm dotiung, Gowta^ 
ment having issued poshteens (sheep-skin coats and doahs) and iwtfi 
do^ and stoclmgs; still, the Shah’s regiment lod several 
afmction of the chest and lungs. .

ful labour. But the work did not progress v?ry rapidly ; the days were 
very ^ort. and the mornings and erenings too cold fin such employ-, 
ment ; the frozen ground too was almost impervious to our pidmxes, 
and in some places it was so hard, and so thicldy interspersed wifri stone 
or fragments of rock, that we were obliged to have recourse to blasting. 
But our supply of powder was too small to allow of our expending it thus, 
except when absolutely obliged, otherwise we should have completed 
the lines much quicker. - AH idea of their necessity had soon passed 
away, yet we stiH thought our time weU employed in their formation. 
Aft& events fully proved their utility, for although not actually reduced 
to defend them against an enemy ; stiU there is but little doubt that the 
knowledge their existence alone prevented the more rapid advance of 
the Ameer and the allied forces ; and thus, time was given us to augment 
01 U strength and resume the offensive. 

“f^m time to time we received accounts of the progress of the Rus- 
sian army .towards Khiva, but this gave us no cause of anxiety, as the 
fsHure d tim expedition was genersHy expected ; our attention was 
more particularly directed towards the prisoner of Bokhara and the 
Nuwaub of Kooloom. The former had been deprived by his arbitrary 
master cd nearly aU his dependents, only five or six men besides his 
sons ^bong aUowed to remain with him ; the remainder were sent 
back to Tush Kooighan. Jubber Khan, now left alone, seemed mudi 
xmiBsed'l» accept the offer of the British, but he wavered yet for a 
kmg, time. The Wallee had, very graierously, 3 fielded to him for 
hm maintenance, the transit duties cm merchandize passing through 
fris donunion : so he was now better able to support his still somew^t 
numerous party. The principal cause of the Nawaub’s indecision 
aoems ,to have been a threat, which, it is reported, the king (ff Bokhara 
frdd out, that the news of Jubbar Khan’s surrender to us, would be 
the signal for the decapitation of bis brother. Whether this was 
tiie. cam cs not, I cannot, say : but there is no doubt that the frunily 
long time feared that such a result woohi attend their departure 
^cem Kooloom. On the 20th of February, the eldest son of the Nu- 
m*ub, a lad cff about eighteen years of age, named Abdool Ghunnie 
Kh u n, attended by a small sowarrie, arrived in our lines, having 
hOHi aent by hia &ther, with friendly messages to Lord. Hie Khan, 
a^i^lirp, intel%ent youth, was of course received and treated with 
the. utmost kii^ness, and he in a short time, declared himwif so 
pkaafMl with his changed mrcumstances, that he would not wHlitii^ re< 
tim to Kooloom, except for the express purpose of bringing the Nuwaub 
hhit to Bameean. He looked upon the Dost’s atuation in a very 
l^>ih»ophical manner, comddering him already a dead man, and tlmrefore 
^^,£tewduch might await him, in case the Nawaubcame in, amatter cff 
mmdl ccmsequence. Some mimthB after, tiie Ameer made use of 
^sflnt^ipteasiosm ■, fw, when he was mtgaged with the Wailtee, in his 
« hWI<^gtt .ii^|Wiirt tim Kafito, beiiig remmd^ that his wi& and fiamily 
WM m mr puma, he mercer answered, " 1 teve no fiunily, 1 have 
htKied my wife and chadiea.” * 
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" In the month of March, though the winter had not actually I>ntlfl| 
away, a considerable change in the weather took place. The snewMi^^ 
entirely disappeared from the valley, and the ice had been broto npf^. 
washed away by the swelling waters of the rivers ; tiie days heoM 
warmer, though it still froze hard at night, (but no longer wifli snd^ 
tmtsity,) and snow occasionally fell. It was in this month thi^ tii , 
occurred in tiie nei^bourhood of Bameean, one of those events, ' 
so often be^ipen in a country conquered, but not subdued ; and wh 
however mu^ they are to te ^plored, yet cannot be avoided w^_ 
injury to tire interests of the state, or disgrace to its arms. 'jM 

“ The circumstance to which I aUnde was an affair which tocAc ||i| 
on the 14th of the month, between us and some Hazarehs of the ^ 
bmuhood. It vras a very unfortunate event, and at the tinle 
much cmisure being heaped on Lord’s head, through a total ^ 

tiio mrcniBStanoes of the case on the part of those who bhuaed -Ia 
The ecntiimacy of a few obstinate men obliged ns to proceed to vi^iM 
measmes, whr^, however, I am glad to say, were unattended' wil 
grace tyraimy and wanton barbarity. 

•• The valley of Fouladi from its embouchure leads towards the Sotp 
west, penetrating the .Kohi Baba range. For a distance of som^^ 
miles, it is of considerable breadth, but at that point, it branches m. 
lieveral luirrow dharrahs, each watered by a small stream, all 
unite at nearly the same point, forming the larger rivirlet wUctTl^.

tants of smne of these forts, the subjects of the last named pote^, 
that our qnarrd rwramenced. ‘W 

“ I have before casually adverted to the difficulty we experience^ 
providing forage for the horses belotrging to our detaohmwt. 
tte winter set in, we were in the habit of sending men to a ccmmdi^^., 
distance, to a spot amid the hiUs near Akrobat, whae there 
quantity of the long dry chummtm grass. This was of a bed , . 
very fer from nutritioos, but as apis alier we eidlected as nraidi aa|^ 
until the snows and frosts drove aai pei^le to seek sheKer 
v^ley, and thenceforward, we were obliged to defend <Ht ttie ' 
cf dilsd Itmenm and straw, widcdi the nmg^iboto&g'^irta arid 
t^rad. The natives sold willinf^, thoi^ itt heavy pnees, as 
their stoefc tasted; but day by day, as time wore mi, we were o^^ 
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extend our forage circle, although on the representation of the commis- 
gary, the officer in charge of the artiltery had considerably reduced the 
duly feeds of the gun-horses. The commissariat agent tnerelled some- 
times to a considerable distance in search of forage, even to Shibr utd 
Kaloo. In March he succeeded in purchasing a large supply of boosah 
(at exorbitant charge*) at one of Shah Nusser’s forts on the table-land. 
From this he was in the habit of taking away and bringing into the 
lines, a certain quantity daily, not having carriage sufficient to remove 
aU at one time. But on the 13th, while he was thus engaged, a quarrel 
arose at the fort ; it apparently originated between the Hazarel^ and 
scHne Affghan sowars, who had gone thither to purchase grain for the 
use of Abdodl Ghunnie Khan. The cause of the disturbance was 
never satis&ctorily ascertained, but it ended in, not only the Affghans, 
but our own people also, being driven off and pelted. On this, one of 
om people, naturally provoked by such unmerited (for such it appeared 
to be, as far as we could learn,) treatment, uttered some threats which 
tile Hazarehs received contemptuously. 

“ This incident we learned about midday on the 13th, and messengers 
were immediately despatched by the Political Agent, to learn from Shah 
Nnsser the cause of the outbreak ; but no answer was returned, further 
than, that he declined our interference in toto. Mir Moheb denied any 
participation in the other man’s doings, and, as he was a superior diief 
to ShiU Nusser, he wras deputed by Lord to use his endeavours towards 
on amicable adjustment. He, however, met with no more success than 
vox own messenger ; all the answer was, that the chief was * yagi,’ ox 
msurgent. Several other men of considerable influence in the valley, 
among them Moollah Meer Mahomed and Alladah Khan (od Syndabad) 
were sent as envoys to the implacable Hazarehs ; but the negociatkms 
were all fruitless. The wishes which Lord cimveyed to him, were cer- 
tainly not such as he could have found any difficulty or hardship in com- 
I^ring with. The Political Agent asked him to explain the cause of the 
parrel, in mder that the offenders, on which ever side they should prove 
to be, might be punished. He farther said, " If you wish to be our 
frioid, you will submit to this arbitration ; if I find our people to blame, 
you may rest assured that I will punish them ; if you will not agree to 
m a ke some exjflanation, I cannot but consider you as an enemy.” Such, 
w to stich effect, were Lord’s messages ; but Shah Nusser pmisted in a 
dogged silence with regard to the quarrel ; merely declini^ our mtmr- 
feremee, reusing to acknowledge Lord’s authority ; fortbermae, he 
ebiised ns as Ki&rs, and swore we might bring our guns as socm as we 
chose. Every means were used m vain to conc^te him. Urn nrbabs.f 
Whom.vre employed as our ambassadors, were the most reqiectable moa 
oi the ndighbourhood, and if any cme could hove posnaded him, they 
couU.

i bWilbbiHg ms dam half an hour. Of the memy’s number, no accurate 
ibitataation could be obtained, but there could not have been more than 
flOO^taed on the hills. Some accounts tinted, that they had lost 46 
hiGittdiag 10 killed in the fort ; another'version gave the total 
litattot at 53 : but, knowing how much these mattms are gcnendly 
eilH^dtaSed, i am inclined to doubt that tiiey sufiered so s ev er ely . 
SttPbfeheb’s brother, a moollah, was killed by the cavalry on the b^ 
abme' others, also fell, or were wounded by the salm. Sererd^ 
ftt^^trefe afterwards knovm to be lying in the forts, suffering firodi 
or round-shot wounds.

any pomt attacked. On the succeeding mom the enemy appeared, aa4 
halting awhile on the low hills near Kelat, filed round by the dry h^ 
of a water-course, and entered the gardens east of the city. Immediate^ 
or as soon as they had alighted from their cattle, they rushed to 
Babi suburb south of the town, and attacked Kamal Khan’s posUii|^ 
The attack in time spread to the Derwaza Dil Dar, comprising the tar 
termediate post of Mir fioher.

The enemy, 1 should have noto^ 
were not above 1000 to 1200 men of all descriptions, and many of 
were unarmed, and many more armed only with sword and stoeld : Bp - 
diance is, that in the number of firelocks we were equal to them, sq^r 
posing we had within the walls 500 to 600 men. Throughout the ni^dtP ■ 
firing was maintained from Kamal Khan’s post, and also during thejqed 
day and night, hut no regular attack was made, the rebels having detp|r 
suned to attempt an escalade, and being occnjaed in the preparatioo ^ ’ 
ladders. The third night came, and we were aware ^ toe des^pc .< 
altoo^i not so of the pmnt of mtended attadc. Shah Nawaz Km^ 
had taken the native precautibn of distributing torches along toe ra)p>, /;^' 
parts, which, as long as they were unconsumed and replenished with^ 
illumined the space for some distance around them. He was also,.i> 
customary with him, active in patrolling the place, retiring occasions^ , I 
to his couch in the Derwaza Dil Dar. About two or three o’clock In ^ - 
morning, the torches extinct or burning very dimly, an increased Stiff 
announced the attack, and the point seriously menaced we found 
not far from us, being the quarter between the Mustang gate 
Miri occupied by toe Skalkohis, Nicharis, Sandaranis, Jettaks, 
Nqsrulah, a Kelat servant of Lieutenant Loveday, brought. • 

news that ladders were fixed, and implored that a party \ 

should be sent. lieutenant Loveday permitted his havildiur,.Alhdr^M 
to sdect eight mmi. These were acctunponied by two or tlpeejE^^I ^2 
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as amateurs and by Nasrulah. They opportunely reached as a number 
the enemy had entered the town, and their companions were being 
assisted over the walls by those who ought to have defended them. The 
attack, of course, had been made on understanding with part of the gar- 
listm, who it seemed fired wadding only, while they lowered &eir 
kmg^ to help the enemy up the ladders. The sipahis performed their 
duty admirably, and compelled the assailants to flight, cutting oflT from 
retreat those who had entered the town, about thirty in number, under 
J^al Khan : these men fell in with Shah Newaz Khan on his rounds. 
Hey fired at him, and killed two or three of ^ men, while the rest, 
a few exceptions, fled? Shah Nawaz Khan cut a man down, but 
being nearly alone, was compelled to fly. Jelal Khan imd his party 
timing themselves unsupported, made the best of their way to Kamal 
^an, {md besought his protection. The men were disarm^, and with 
ftdff leader, who wa% allowed to retain his arms, were kept prisoners. 
Whfle the party of sipahis was engaged on the walls, a kal^si sent with 
ammunition was intercepted by the men of the garrison, who took his 
supply of cartridges as well as his sword. Nusrulah coming on the 
same errand, conveyed a second supply. The same man also brought 
the wdcome news of the repulse of the escalade. The victorious 
idpahis now wished that a guard should remain over the slain (m the 
indb, till morning should enable them to see and to despoil them. The 
Institution of their arms was the first demand made by the rebels after 
entered the town. In the grey of the morning, Lieut. Loveday 
from his house to the spot of the night’s achievement. We had 
scarcely reached it, and cast our eyes on the corpses strewed around, 
and tim broken ladders under the walls, when a brisk fire re-opened oa 
^ side of Kamal Khan. We returned to our house, and learned that 
tire enemy had renewed the attack, as it proved, under the idea that 
Jdal Khan and his party, (who they were not aivare had surrendered,)'" 
wotdd open the gates to them. This attack was sharp and continued 
for about two hours, when the enemy again witiidrew. 

" We might now have congratulate ourselves upon the events of 
past night, but were not allowed long to do so, for symptoms of a 
panic soon manifested themselves. They commvmicated even to 
own people. It was true that the party of sipahis who had so gal- 
bnfry behave, had, in the heat of batUe, slam and wounde abo 
wne of the traitors of the garrison, and there was reason to aj^rehend, 
measures of precaution were adopted, that in anotiier attack 
would side openly with the enemy. Throughout the day our ogpahis 
were constantly exclaiming that there was treachery, inferring so frtnn 
0^ guns at the Miri, occasionally fired, being loa^ with blank car- 
» tiiey supposed. In the evening we were visited by Shah Na- 
Wlte Khan, Wbo was low spirited. I proposed to eject the traitors with 
« wMjont Adr arms. This step the KTan did not tiiink advisable. I 
prepoeed to give every man of the garrison a small sum of 
ami tH p wBWM g as mnidi pune, every time they repulsed the foe. 
ink ficd ipfooved of. From this day the casting of ballets

was suspended, and all idea of continuing the defence seemed to fai^ 
abandoned. J 

“ Kamal Khan, upon whom Shah Nawaz Khan almost entirely 4ii> 
pended, declared the place untenable, that arrangements were indispee^ £ 
sable, and all had affirmed he would ^ht no more. It seems the eiK9(n|^.%. 
enraged at Kamal Khan’s opposition, had threatened to send to 
wana for his wives and children, with the view of placing them in 
front as they marched to the walls, and thereby to compel him to ope^'p' 
the gates to them. Whether afr^ded by this menace, or that hehal 
previously inclined to |flay a double part, he now wavered, and 
Nawaz Khan found he could no longer reckbn on him. About saiai|F V 
a Saiyad, as vakeel, came to t^e town on the part of the enemy, eillwc^; ' 
pursuance of a concerted plan, or that finding force was ineffeetB|9l;,,ir 
it was deemed necessary to have recourse to fraud. The Khan. 
sent an Elchi, I forget who, to the camp of the^ enemy, dbsend^- Al..' 
behoved him to do so, as an Elchi had been sent to him. It was 
divine what would be the end of the negociation. On the next day Kami il 
Khan met the Sirdars of Saharawan in a garden without the touMt ''^ 
What passed is not known, but the result of the conference 
Ekrar Nameh, or engagement between the Sirdars of Jehalawan and 
harawan, giving the takht or musnud of Khelat to the son of the 
Mehrab kWi, and Baghana Zodi and Khozdar to Shah Nawaz Khil^‘'" 
the latter vacating Khelat on the third day. Lieut. Loveday 
his sipahis, people, and property was to be escorted to the Shiite^^ 
A copy of the document sealed by Kamal Khan on behalf of the 
dars of Jehalawan, and by the Saharawan Sirdars, was given to Lkafcijf 
Loveday. 

“ As soon as the Ekrar Nama had been concluded, intercourse, 
free between the town and rebel camp, and Nasrulah, Lieut. Loved^*^ 
Khelat servant, began the work of deception by producing a letter, wWlk^^ 
he said the Daro^ffi, his ancient master, had sent to him when Im fUKt 
ttie young Khan started from Kharan, desiring him to tell LieutrawilN^ 
Loveday how much the Darogah esteemed him. Nasrulah was nowwMt!| 
cmi^ueace, sent to the LHaiogah; and returned bringing baii-^'^ 
kindest assurances, either never made by that crafty old man, t* 
only to decme. 

“ Lieut. Lovedw had on the first mention of negociation been takSI J 
by Shah Nawaz Khan to the Miri, and had seen the Khan’s moftiR i 
who with her son thought at the time there was no altemaife .f 
but treaty. Now, however, better ^uainted with the state of the ; t 
camp, Shah Nawaz Khan and Mir Bober of Zdai wished to Iw# 
oflT &e treaty. Mir Boher had been suspected, and perhaps i 
justice ; but events had changed him, and he was now willing to cmli' . \ 
nue the defence ; indeed, since the investment he had foi^t wkb vuHtf 
rity. He came twice or thrice to Lieut. Loveday, with and witiH#|f 
Shah Nawaz Khan, but the fetal influence of Haji Osman, Naaniiifc*;’ 
Bird the rest paralyzed every thing. These men made ^ 
misrefuesentatians as to the numl^ of the rebels, ‘ " 
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provisions and of other necessaries, which were believed ; whereas they 
were without food and ammunition, and if kept at bay for two or three 
days more, must have dispersed. Mir Boher proposed to have provid- 
ed against treachery within by removing the parties who had manifest- 
ed it, to other points, and pla^g'in their stead Khan Mahomed Khan, 
an approved good man, and his party. He was also averse to ejection 
frmn the town. Mir Boher spoke with real anguish to Shah Nawaz 
Khan of the disgrace about to fall on them, saying it was binbureda, or 
cutting off their horses, and that Kamal Khan had spoiled all. 

“ To counteract the efforts of Shah Nawaz Khan to get up resistance, 
er to persuade Lieut. Loveday to accompany him, Haji Osman and 
Naatd^ set on foot a variety of missions to the rebel camp. Had not 
ffie ccmsequence been so fa^, the zeal for neg^ociation at this period 
would have been amusing. It is obvious how important it was to the 
enmy that Lieut. Loveday should remain at Khelat in their power, whe- 
ther tiiey intended to gratify their revenge and cupidity at his expence, 
or whether they hoped by the possession of his person to secure terms. 
Nasmlah was sent to the camp a second time with Morad Khan, a 
Naik, and Imam Buksh, a drummer. The two latter made their salam 
to the young Khan, who spoke very courteously to them, and sent them 
to the Shah Ghassi to report in secret the object of their mission. 
Nasmlah was privately closeted with the Darogah. Haji Osman intro- 
duced on the scene his uncle Atta Mahomed Khan, brother of the 
notorious Akhxmd Mahomed Sitlik, and this man with Bars Pir Maho- 
med <rf Khelat were sent privately by night. On the next day, Atta 
htohomed Khan went publicly with a retinue of forty or fifty pmsons he 
had coBected. Yet this was not all ; the Hindus came to ask laeut. Ixjve- 
dsy if they might go to make their salam : they were told, yes ; and 
Bmved &om the town in a body to the rebel camp. While snd things 
ware in progress, Ideut. Loveday, on Shah Nawaz Khan coming to call 
on him, with his accustomed familiarity of fitiendship would place his arm 
around him, affecting to coincide with his views and plans, while at 
toe time his agents were negociating (if such a term may be used) 
with toe Khan’s enemies, and ftaistrating his intentions, Shah Nawaz 
-Khm, however, reproach^ Lieut. Loveday with the fact of his man Nasru- 
Wi being in secret conference with the Darogah, and at another tone 
.rtoitoed Haji Osman, and used high language. Kamul Khan moreover 
cuB^dained to Lieut. Loveday, that Shah Nawaz Khan had even premuned 
to oec^e him of playing fidsely. Yet Lieut. Loveday’s envoys always 
i*toight back the same unqualified assurances of kind treatment and 
psT^ection— the young Khan, the Darogah, and Bibi Gmgam were all 
tn^ired by the best and kindest feelings, and the SudanPof Saharawan 
'•t®* determined to adhere with fidelity to their eng^ements ; Lieut. 
Loveday might do entirely as he pleased, retnm to Shall or remain 
^ Krfet; tf he went to SmII, the ffibi Gunjani was to accompany him ; 

Jhe SMmcKd, his every wish was to be gratified ; another and hand- 
tome howe was to be built to him in place of the one pulled down by 
^ toe Itodtoto, and wii^ timbers had been converted into escalading 
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ladders. Nasrulah particularly certified to the good intentions <rf In# > 
old master, the Darogah, and Atta Mahomed Khan, who professed te ^ 
have great influence with Bibi Gunjani, assured Lieut. Loveday of that ? 
lady’s good will, and that she looked upon him aq her son. A let* s 
ter was brought by Atta Mahomed Khan, said to be from the Bibi ; Mi 
in the place of her seal, her name was scrawled within a circle. lieoK ' 
Loveday seemed satisfied with all that was done, and to place belief hi 
all he heard. I think he was very angry with me for cautioning him, W 
presuming to suggest that he was deceived. Yet I knew it was so, and i 
with bitter disgust I heard Rais Pir Mahomed, on return from his noctot^’ j 
nal mission, and after he had reported to lieut. Loveday what had J- 
passed, repeat, sitting with Nasrulah, a Persian conplet endmg wiA , i 
wmrds “ sag dowan,” and intimating that his victim had fallen into tidf ^ 
aiare laid far him. Besides the people here named, Gholam and 
brothers, and Babi, merchants, Wal-Mahomed, a tailor, Buta Sn^-# ■; 

Sipahi, and others whom I cannot remember, were sent on missMSi ' 
of cmc kind or other. Elchis were raked up from all quarters, and ■ j 
aid of no one was refused. *“ 

“ Shah Nawaz Khan finding his wishes to continue the defence 
fled, urged Lieut. Loveday to accompany him, taking all his effects -

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longer in his power, to accompany Shah Nawaz Khan, saying there was

• “ When Shah Nawaz Khan left Ldeut. Loveday, his brother Mir 
Fatti Khan came. He requested a paper, which Lieut. Loveday gave 
h&t, noting that he had b^n solicited to depart, but had determined 
to imnain and negotiate for the safety of himself and his party. Fatti 
Khan went and returned, when Lieut. Loveday took the paper from 
him, and wrote another in which the reason for remaining was stated to 
be his determination to die at his post. Shah Nawaz Khan had behav- 
ed throughout the, siege most creditably. Whatever other motives may 
have dictated the step of his abdication, he made it still a means of con- 
fribidii^, as &r as in his power, to the good treatment, by the opposite 
party, of Lieut. Lioveday, and of facilitating arrangements with it, which 
Aat officer had commenced. Nothing was more evident than tte 
uniety nmnifested by Shah Nawaz Khan, to shew his sense of oblig# 
tkat to the Government that had placed him in authority, by protecting 
officer appointed to act with him, and certainly it was not his fault 
that the officer refused to be protected by him. Shah Nawaz Khan on 
tunsfing the son of Mehrab Khan with a khelat, explained to him and 
the assembled chiefs, that the khelat had not been given to him by' lient. 
Loveday, but by the Sirkar Company ; that he 1^ a fnend at Kelat, 
whose kind treatment he should expect in return for the resignaticm of 
hk station. That friend was Lieut. Loveday. He said in the figurative 
style erf the Brahoes, that Lieut. Loveday was his beard : when the son 
of Mehrab Khan replied, that the gentleman had now become his beard. 
Old that he should be treated as a brother, etc. The two LLbans next 
moved in procession to the town, and as the cavalcade advanced, we 
had the mortification to witness to what a contemptible rabble we had 
sonendered the town. 

" After having attended the son of Mehrab Ifhan to the Mhi, Shah 
Nawaz Khan, in the act of leaving the tovm, called on Lieut. Loveday.

“ A littie time afterwards, Haji Osman had the audacity to tell Lieut. 
Loveday, whmi repeating what he had heard had passed when the ILhan 
anayed Mehrab IChan’s son with a khelat, that the Khan offered to be 
the first to lay hands on Lieut. Loveday, and that Kamal Khan and Mir 
BcA^r had spoken to tiie same purpose. To so infamous a sc<mndiel 
did Lieut. Laoveday trust for information, and by such informatuma w«e 
hia opmions formed, and his conduct determined. 

" The son of Mehrab Khan seated in the place (rf his fistiier, received 
dnring the day the congratulations and offerings of the pe<^le. Lieut. 
Liweday sent also his Mabaraki, or salutation of wdcome, with offerings 
«rf fifty rupees each to.be presented respectively to the young ILhan and 
Gunjani, and they sent in return four men to attend at Lieut.

On examining the position which the enemy (800 or 1000 in number)- 
had not ventured to defend, it became immediately apparent tihat tiieir 
want of courage had spared ts the loss of probably one-half of our men, 
to say nothii^ of the possibility of an unqualified defeat : the difficulties 
presented by the ground to an enemy assailing the village, cannot be 
adequately described; vineyards and gardens forming a succession of 
teifaces, one above the other, on the steep hill side, garden walls 
without number, and trees of all sorts, closely planted, were obstacles to 
be snxmounted ere the village itself could be attained ; and the village 
Was of considerable extent, containing about 800 flat roofed houses, the 
rtreets so narrow that only one horseman could pass through the best of 
theta, and only two or three lanes ^ving entrance from beyond the walls 
of tile place, which was built on a steep ascent, house rising above house 
lilm a series of irreg^ular steps. Had the enemy defended this ground 
wiJh rescdution, it was the opinion of some officers that it would have 
been scarcely possible for us to have carried the village. The road proved 
to be impracticable for guns, and that one could have given but little 
awn a tan ce to the assailants from any position which it could have attain- 
ed in the course of the morning. 

The village having been partially destroyed, and the vineyards relieved 
of an immense quantity of beautiful grapes, the force marched on the 
^d October, and encamped on an open plain between Ak Serai and 



Frma this date, for an entire week, little of any importance occurred, 
but mi the 29th of October, the campaign was brought to a crisis by 
SB actirni which, though it must be remembered as displaying the gal- 
certain British officers in the most brilliant colours, and as*ccm- 
stlbiteg the last blow which Dost Mahomed struck in his feeble enifea- 
vmw tn v^iain his throne, will likewise disfigure the annals ctf British 
as recording the cowardice of a raiment of cavalry at a 
Bcmmit tite most anxious and criticaL Although the despatches de- 
filing this afiair are, in conformity with tiie plan of this volume, given 
i'bW, ^hiMmy an actimi so rematimble as tiiat which took place 
ti'i^rwBB Donrah, wiU search be complete without tiie details fomi^- 
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ed in the following newspaper account sent from Chardiar, mid^' 
lished at the time. % 

“On the morning of the 29th ultimo, an express arriFi^.', . 
lieutenant Maule, commanding the corps of “ Kohistanees,” leqasii . 
a party of regular In&ntry, as aU his Kohistanees were pr^^ill'' 
stmt for Dost Mahomed’s camp. Lieut. Lang was instantly de^t^ 
with a company of the 27th Regt. to garrison the small fiat;

them. After considerable diffiieulty'we mfoes^'tfae gWfl^ 
agiffii.^rak*M the (^Ipaate hank, wUdi was exeeeffii^f . 
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our Cavalrf reaching the top of the opposite bank. Dost Mahomed 
Khan, and. an Army of some 4000 Horse and Foot, were seen breaking 
cover from the town and forts, and making the best oi their way to 
BOBe heights on the right, which lay at the base of a hightmoimtain. 
Uie scene now became most exciting. Dr. Lord proposed nurving 
on the Cavalry, and taking up a position on the enemy’s flank ; his 
request was acceded to, and Captain Anderson’s Horse were ordered 
round to the left, to prevent the enemy turning our flank. 'Ihe guns 
were w>w got up, and had joined the front part of the advance. We thmi 
moved on, and orders were sent to recall the Cavalry ; before however 
Ihe (Mrdmr reached, the enemy had began descending on them. Captain 
Fhwer, who commanded the Regiment, gave front, and ordered the 
mm to draw swords and advance to the charge. The Ist troop waver- 
ed, and the men began to fall back by eights and tens. The enemy 
wme now close on t^m, and the Oflicers so completely occupied with 
the miemy, who were moving on them at a slow and determined pace, 
never anticipating being left to fight the Host’s army themselves, 
men^y called out ' Come on ! Charge ! Come on !’ Will it be believed, 
tiwt die men, led as they were in this gallant, this noble manner, 
by such officers as the 2iid are blessed with, went threet about, and 
<ait like a flock of sheep, from a force for inferior to them in nnm- 
httai The 2nd troop did stand better, but they never advanced, and 
the squadron, though not the first to run, never attempted, nor made 
&e slightest eflbrt to support their gallant commanders, who they 
mw surrounded and engaged hand to band with the enemy. The 
Aflighan Cavalry were now f^ly in our ranks cutting and ala.shing in all 
directians. Dost Mahomed led his men down the hill — was seen 
to take off his Loongee from his head, and stand calling out to his hrave 
foBowers— “ In the name of Grod and the Prophet, fight ; drive those 
Ferh^ee Kafifirs out of the country, or I am a gone man.” The Cavalry 
were now seen coming towards the column in full retreat, as hard 
w tile hwses could lay legs to the ground, loose horses flying in all 
directiims, and the Host’s Cavalry pursuing them. Captain Fraser 
mimd- ou his horse, covered with blood ; he had received a deep cut 
dramhoB back, and his right hand hanging to a bit of skin, detailed the 
^^naato m&firm and collected manner, and was then taken to the rear. 
Captain Ponsonby was brought in, he had received a ball throu^ 
hisMt arm, the top of his left thumb cut off, and a very severe sa^ 
(Ml aeross the face — cutting his right cheek bone, dividing his noae and 
^^i^tnding across the left cheek. His sword, (a superb Prosser, made to 
m'w for (hqitain Frasm,) neatly cut in two, and backed considerably. 
Ihe enmy had cut Ins reins, which rendered bis hme quite un- 
pMoageahle:- and one blow which was aimed at his loins, cut his 
and tile cantle of his saddle. His charger was shot through 
&e Kdk. both mas taken off. Nearly all ^ killed and wound- 
the tinee Officers, were kft on the field. Till within 
A few nfeanfea <ff Captain Fraser’s arrival, we were daagratulating 
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ourselves on the pluck of the enemy coming down; and sedii|f’j| 
the charging and flashing of sabres, concluded that our Cavalry ' 
all their own way.

“ The conduct of Captain Ferris and tiie men of his Corps was cMk 
spicuous throughout the day ; they attacked the enemy with great griU 
lantry, and pursued them wiA determined bravery over almost inaccesri^ 
ble heights, driving the enemy before them under a galling flie, as did 
also the parties under Captains Scott and Swayne. 1 much regret that 
Captain Ferris’s Corps have suffered some loss. Several Companies* at B. 
M.’s 44th Regt. and 27th Regt. N. I. were out during the day on 
skirmishing parties, and on every occasion displayed a conspicuous bra- 
very that ensured success. 

“ A few men held out in two forts, and obliged me to blow open Ae 
gates, which was effectually accomplished by Ueut. Kgou of the 
neere, supported by the light Company of H. M.’s 44th R^. un& 
Capt. Robinson. It is to me a source of deep regret to have to rqp|^ 
that the second occasion proved fatal to Lieut. P^u, who was blown Up 
and killed on the spot, and the body thrown a distance of ^h^ 
by the sudden explosion of the powder bags — ^the cool intr^^ty 
which be performed this trying duty does credit to his menuwy ; in 
the service has lost a talented and promising young Officer. ^ 

“ The Nazian Valley, which is about eight miles in length, is stwi^ 
srith fmts frum one extremity to the othor, some of thm are 
aUe poritions. The advance of the Troops was cme continued counrinf 
soecess, and by one o’clock nearly the whote of this fomndaUe 
mad aD the fmrts, too nnmraous to eiminente, were in onr poaseiaiM<4;'

“ I am greatly indebted to my Major of Brigade, Captain Grant, and 
to Ctqitain Bellew, Deputy As^tant Quarter Master General, for the 
zeal mad attention they displayed, and the able assistance they ren- 
dered me throughout the day. 

“I have to acknowledge the important services of Captain Baton, 
Deputy Assistant Quarter Master General, who accompanied me as 
Fidd Engineer, and who conducted the right column of attack under 
Captain Scott, with a skill and judgment highly creditable to that Officer. 

“ 1 am indebted to Captain Douglas, Assistant Adjutant General, who 
volunteered to accompany the column, for his able assistance. 

"Captain Balderson, of the 16th Begiment N. I., who also volun- 
teered his services, made himself generally useful. 

“ I diould not do justice to Captain Hopkins, of the Shah’s Service, 
did I not notice the zeal evinced by this Officer in volunteering to 
accompany his own Corps, the 27th Regiment N. I., and who did good 
service with the right column of attack. Lieut. Towgood, Officiating 
Sub-Assistant Commissary General, is entitled to my best thanks for 
the excellent arrangements adopted for the necessary supplies. 

“The useful information and able assistance afforded by Captain 
Mackeson, Political Agent, greatly facilitated our success. 

" I have not yet received the returns of casualties, but which to the 
best of my information, amount to about eight killed and twenty-five 
wounded ; the loss on the part of the enemy has not been ascertained, 
but it is ^culated they must have had from forty to fifty killed and 
wounded, w 

" I jnopose advancing again to-morrow, with a view to get possession 
of the soutiiem extremity of the valley.”

To General Elphinstone, C. B., Commanding in Affghanistan, on 
Sit march towards Cabool via Peshawar, Camp Nazian Valley, i&th 
F^raary, 1841. 

8n, — “ I have the honor to report that I left my Camp this mwiiing 
at 6 o’clock and proceeded wi^ a part of the force up the Valley 
whkh contracts into a narrow defile lined with frnts, in many parts 
confined to the bed of the Nullah, with precipitous nxdcy sidM : the 
eaemy appeared in small numbers on the tops of Bie hills to the right 
and left, but retired as we advanced. Afto proceeding about tluee 
mii^ from the {dace where I had left the 3d Shah’s In&ntry Raiment 
yesterday, we came to an open cultivated space studded with forts, 
apparmitly linming tiie Southom extremity at tiie Narian Valley, 
ftis pmt another valky winds round to tibe South-west, lined 
fints: ami to tiw Mt a narrow d^le with perpendicular sUbi, 
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the width of the bed of the Nullah leads into an uninhabited valky 
Tunning South-east, in which only one dilapidated tower is visible. 

“ The absence of all information with regard to the nature of the val- 
ley, its extent or difficulties, tended to render an advance through such 
formidable defiles somewhat appalling. The skill displayed by 'tte 
flanking parties in surmounting and crowning almost inaccessible h^lili 
removed every obstacle by thus taking the forts in reverse, and dea- 
ling the enemy from retaining possession from the certainty of hasig 
snrrotmded witiiont hope of escape by having their retreat cut off. 

“ The number of forts now in onr possession amount to eighty-Am. 
It is my painful duty to report the death of Captain Doug^, As^ 
tant Adjutant General; a party of the enemy fired upon us wh3e 
advancing, and unfortunately shot him dead by my side. 

Douglas was a talented officer, of much experience, and is a real kna 
to the service. I the more deplore the death of this excellent office, as 
it was the only casualty that occurred this day. 

“ My present advanced position is about twelve miles from the dt- 
trance of the valley. : ' 

" Herewith I beg to enclose a Return of Killed, Wounded, and Miss- 
ing on the 24th instant.”

Name of Officer Killed. — Lieut. Ru ^ifui iiiii ' 

' J. Sbutoii, Bngiir, Comdg. the ^>ret Ik 
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About six weeks subsequent to this, it was found necessaiy to send 
a party ikgainst a fort in the neighbourhood of Khelat>i-6hilzie. There 
is no official communication extant descriptire of the attack, but in the 
new^Kipers of the day it is stated, that “ a force, consisting of Captuns 
Macan’s and Ghiffin’s corps, some of Captain Christie’s cavalry, and a 
few guns, had moved towards Kelat-i-Ghilzie, and Macan on arrival, 
moved at once to capture one of the forts in their neighbourhood, 
lieutenant Hoppe led on a storming party supported by Captain Macan 
with another company, and on the arrival of the party at the gate of the 
fort, about 11 o’clock f. m.. Captain Sanders of the Engineers placed the 
bag of powder, and succeeded in blowing down the gate. Hoppe then 
rushed forward with his company, but was felled to the earth by a stone 
lurried at him by the defenders. Macan and Sanders were more fortu- 
lurte, and getting into the fort, aided by Hoppe, who presently recover- 
ed, went to work in first rate style. The chief and fifteen men were 
killed, five were wounded, and a few prisoners were captured, the other 
part of the garrison having escaped over the walls. Captain Macan and 
lieutenant Hoppe were both wounded, slightly, but Captain Sanders, 
we regret to say severely, having carried away three wounds. Macan 
is said to have brought down three, Sanders two men.” 

’The continued risings of the Ghilzies requiring the permanent pre- 
sence of troops, it was deemed expedient by the Government to cause a 
strcmg fortress at Khelat-i-Ghilzie to be placed in such a state of de- 
fence as would admit of its being occupied by a garrison, which could 
keep the surrounding country in check, and effectually resist a siege or 
otirer attack. This measure wras of course extremely distasteful to the 
GMiilzies, who attempted to interrupt the works by surrounding the 
small body of troops. Upon intelligence of this demonstration on the 
put iff the Ghilzies reaching Candahar, Colonel Wymer, with 400 
the 38th, and the remainder of Christie’s horse, commanded by Captain 
Leesmt, and four Horse Artillery guns, moved with stores towards the 
fort, but whmi within two or three marches (ff their desdnation, the 
Ohilzfes hastened fiom Khelat-i-Ghilzie, and made fin- the approaching 
troops. C^itain Macan, * eager for the fray,’ immediately gave chase 
with a portkm of his force, but not coming up widi them, nor being 
^de to gam any intell%ence of their movements, the Captain suspect- 
ii% s' feint, and that, peihaps, the Ghilzies had returned by anothu 
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nnite to suiprize the garrison, halted for the night. The GHulziea 
moved on, and coming upon Col. Wymer’s force in the night and in 
camp, they, fully three thousand in number, immediately attacked on( 
troops, who had formed, in front, rushing down to the bayonets. Th^ 
were repulsed, but again and again made the attempt in very gaOiK 
style ; this friling, they tried the flank and turned it, but got vndl 
drubbed for their pains. They exhibited a most determined spirit, (H%, 
exceeded by the truly loyal and gallant behaviour of the sepoys, 
when solicited by the Ghilzies to give up their charge, under prcnnisa a 
reward and protection, replied by discharges of musketry. Their iKa* 
very repulsed every attack, and at length drove the Gfailizies Htt 
field. Next morning seventy of the enemy were found to have hlksu 
It is impossible to say what the number of wounded may be, as the 
Ghilzies ran every risk in carrjring them away ; but it was, no dmdi^ 
considerable. Colonel Wymer’s force was too small to pursue them. 
Our disasters were, 38th N. I., one Sepoy killed and 10 slightly woimd^. 
Leeson’s horse, 3 killed and 5 wounded. The Artillery a horse or tms- 
killed. Total 4 killed and 15 wounded. Colonel Wymer’s coolness and 
arrangements, when surprized, are said to have been admirable, and 
both officers and men behaved as gallantly as the Bengal In&ntry ushk 
ally do. * ’ 
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Subjoined is Colonel Wymer’s own account of the affair, addresMdJu 
the Assistant Adjutant General at Candahar.

tiiat they had dispersed. At 5 f. m. my scout again returned wiffifr^^ 
l^ience, that the whole of the rebel force, headed Iqr the Gooroo 
Sultan Khan, Gilzie chiefe, were in full march for the purpose of idis^' - 
tag my detadiment, adiich was also confirmed by the return oi-Ca^^ te 
I*e 8«4 who had gone with a large reccmnmtring party. Ordalif "dW 
immedmteiy'giteit fiar tiie trm^ tor get under arms, aid I proeedltf^ .,0 
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select the most &vorable spot for a position to receiye the enemy, a 
short time prior to which some low bills in the distance were obseired 
through telescopes to be covered with troops, both horse and foot, dis- 
tant about three miles. I immediately placed the detachment in the 
chosmi position, and then awaited the arrival of the enemy, it being 
quite out of my power, from the small party of troops and magnitude 
of the convoy, for me to act otherwise than on the defensive. 

“About half-past five p. m. the enemy were observed to form and ad- 
vance to the attack in one dense mass — when about nine hundred yards 
distant, the two six-poundeis opened upon them with beautiful precbion 
and efiect, on which the enemy separated into three distinct columns, 
and advanced in the most cool and deliberate manner, with the evident 
intention of making a simultaneous attack upon both my flanks and 
centre, winch was met with the greatest coolness and gallantry by the 
small detachment, in which they were assisted by a small party of horse 
under GKiddoo Khan, who had taken up a position on a slight eminence 
for the protection of my left. The enemy were permitted to approach 
to within a very short distance, when a cool and destructive fire was 
poured into them from the infantry line, which, after some continuance, 
caused their troops, from the right and centre, to unite with those on 
their left, resting upon and limiting the steep banks of the Tumuck 
river. This caused a corresponding change in my position to be necessary, 
which, although, under a galling ito, was effect^ with the greatest stea- 
diness, in proof of which I may state, that during the execution of the 
movement, the left of the 38& was attacked in the most determined 
manner by a large body of infantry armed with drawn swords, vriio 
seeing our men in motion, must have thought they werb retreating, and 
uttering a loud shout rushed in upon them, and the rapidity with which 
riie men reformed and repulsed the attack, elicited my warmest appro- 
baticm. 

“ From this time the combined efforts of the enemy were directed to 
all points until about 10 p. m., without their gaining one single advan- 
tage, (to which time from the commencement of the attack, an incessant 
fire was thrown in upon my detachment,) when they were finally and 
ctnapleteiy dispersed. 

“ On the commencement of the attack, the enemy were said to num- 
ber 2590 horse and foot, and during the engagement, they were joiaed 
by two strong reinforcements when, firom the information I subse^ently 
gained, the numbers cannot be estimated at less than five thousand men. 
' “ Ihe loss on the part of the enemy must have been very conmder- 
able, and mxty-four b^es and six or seven horses were kft dead on the 
field ; 1 have every reason to suppose, that firom the time of their 

retreat tiff a little before day-break they were employed in removing 
tiidr killed and wounded, who did not ftdl in the immediate vicinity of 
my positiim. I am led to this conclurion, from the circumstance of 
numerous moving hghts having been seen throughmit the night, and 
also frmn the tepcuta oi the inhabitants of the country. On being re- 
puked, the enenry withdrew to tiie left bank of the Tumuck, and moved 
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about day-break on the morning of the 30th, since which I have be&i 
unable to gain any information relative to their movements, except that 
it is currently reported that they have all dispersed. 

“ I cannot omit to mention the ready ob^ence pelded by the wag 
of the 38th, when ordered to cease firing at a time when they were ex- 
posed to a heavy fire, a measure which was rendered temporarily necesM- 
ry : after the order was given, not a shot was heard un^ again mdeied 
to commence, thus affor^ng the most convincing proof of their steadi- 
ness and attention to the commands of their ofiScers. 

" I have much pleasure in expressing my entire approbation Ae 
conduct of the European and Native commissioned, non-commisticmid 
ofiScers and men of the detachment, and in order that you may be m ftdl 
possession of my sentiments on this point, I beg to sul^oin an extraift 
an order which I deemed it proper to issue on the subject. — 

“ ‘ It now becomes the most agreeable part of Lieutenant Cdtcmd 
Wymer’s duty to express in detachment orders the very high sense he 
entertains of the gallantry of the difiTerent European ofiScers he had tin 
honor to command in the unequal contest of yesterday — and to request 
their acceptance of his best and most cordial thanks for the support th^ 
so willingly yielded him on the occasion above referred to. Too much 
cannot be said of the scientific and destructive maimer in which the , 
artillery practice was conducted by Lieutenant Hawkins commandiki^ . 
which created awful havock in the ranks of the enemy, to the admira- 
tion of the troops present. 

“ ‘ The broken nature of the ground on which the action took place, 
was too unfavoufable to admit of any extensive display of cavfdry 
ments ; they had however one opportunity of charging the enemy, whifih 
charge was perfectly successful, and prevented any renewal of theattask 
in that quarter. One hundred and fifty of the cavalry also were diiei 
taribnted about the camp, and their good conduct drew forth the pndse 
of the ofiicers under whose command they were placed, and aft 
(xmld be done by that branch of the service, was most ably executed-^ 
Captain Leeson in command, assisted by Lieutenant Mooretoft (d ti# 
Madras Army, who volunteered his services. To Captain Leeson geeffi 
praise is due for the expert manner in which the arduous duty of patnd- 
ing the hills, right and left of the road, from the period of thje convt^E 
marching from Candahar was conducted. 

“ ‘ To Captain Scott, in immediate command of the wing of the 
Regiment, Lieut. Colonel Wymer feels much indebted for the vdniAii 
assistance he received from lum, and for which he thus publicly tested 
his unfeigned thanks, and the same are not less due to LieBtesMI# 
Pocklington, Tytler, and Farquharson, for the very attentive maime*')* 
whidk they conducted the duties of the posts assigned to fh^ 
ea^ cd which had its due eflPect in repelling the furious and 
charges «rf the enmy for a period of nwly fimr hours. ‘

“ ‘ Lkutenant Jeremie, Staff Officer to the detachmemt. has, dni^ n g this 
affair, proved of the greatest use to the lieutenant Cdlmiel from his 
knowledge of the Persian langpiage, and the duties pertaining to his 
(^ce. Doctor Jacob’s profession^ skill and attention to the wounded 
in ho^tal on both sides, need no encomiums from the commanding 
(ffhier’s pen ; they have been all that he could wish. 

" ‘ To the whole of the commissioned, non-commissioned, European 
and Native officers and soldiers. Lieutenant Colonel Wymer offers his 
most sincere pr^ and thanks, for the great eieitinna manifrat ^l by 
them in this trying contest.’ ”

The next proof on record that the disaffection in the neighbourhood 
of the Helmund had not been suppressed, is furnished in the fidlowing 
General Order by the Supreme Gkivemment, and the dispatch which it 
publishes : — 

“ Notification, Fort WUliam, Secret Department, the 9th Anguet, 
1841.— The Right Honorable the Governor General of India in Coun- 
«al has much pleasure in publishing for general information, the follow- 
ing copy of a dispatch, reporting the signal defeat of a large body of 
insuigmits, by a detachment of His Majesty Shah Shooja-ool-Moolk, 
serving under British Officers, and His Lordship in Council is glad to ex- 
press his approbation of the conduct of Captain Woodbum, commanding 
the Detaclment, and cordially concurs with him in his praise of the 
Officers and Men, by whom, under circumstances of difficulty, he was 
gallant^ supported. 

, By (wder of the lUght Honorable the Governor General in Council, 

T. H. Maddock, Secg. to the Govt, of Inia,’’ 

“ Camp Girishk, 5th July, 1841. 

Sib, — “ Conformably with the instructions conveyed in Captain Rip- 
ley’s ^ort Adjutant) letter to my address, under date the 27th ultimo, 
I have the honor to report for the information of Major Genml Nott, 
commanding, the opoations of the detachment un^ my command 
i^ce leaving Canda^. 

" On reading Kaash-kee-na-kood on the morning of the 1st instant, 
tire Aswtant Political Agent with my detachment (Ueut. Pattenson) 
intimated to me that he had received information of Ukhtar Khan being 
still before Giri^k with a body of 3,000 men, but thought it probable he 
would move in the direction of Sbaruck, on learning tiie near approach 
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of my detachment. 1 therefore determined to march next moming^ to 
Snngboor, instead of proceeding by the usual route to Girishk, in 
that I might be nearer the enemy in case they should move uptiie riv^i 
and still be able to reach the ford opposite Girishk by the same 
of marches. 

“ On arrival at Sungboor, on the morning of the 2Bd instant, I #1# 
informed by Lieut. Pattenson, that Ukhtar Khan had not left Gir^k,>iiM| 
that from every account received, he was determined to meet my dehd^ 
ment before the place, and oppose my crossing the Hdmund. 1 cook 
sequently marched at 8 o’clock in the evening, and reached the find 
posite Gmshk a little before day-break on the 3rd instant, when Lin^ 
Pattenson (who preceded the detachment) acquainted me that afi’tM 
fords were in possession of the enemy, and that the one at whkh I had 
halted was not practicable for either cavalry or infrntry, but that-irt 
Sumboolee, about three rndea further up the river, cavalry could etosiif 
and that the infantry ford was a mile further down. 1 accor^i^ 
directed Captain Hart to ford at Sumboolee with the 2nd Regt. m- 
Janbaz, and to move down upon the enemy while I was crossi^ Ihh 
remainder of the detachment at the ford described by the Assistant 
deal Agent, as tmly ‘knee deep.’ In July 1839, I had fri^nea!% 
crossed the river at this ford, and had therefore no reason to do^ liit 
accuracy of Lieut. Pattenson’s information, but on reaching the place, ' 
was greatly disappointed to find that, owing to the depth and 
of the current, the ford was totally impracticable. - .!'> 

Prom the high grounds at this plaro, I could distinctly see the rdd 
force drawn up on die opposite bank, about half a mile from the rivw^ 
the Infantry were form^ on the open plain, and appeared to number 
3000, but the gardens near the fort w«e swarming with men, whocomi 
menced moving out on my detachment coming in sight. I now'&l* 
covered that Captain Hart had crossed the river, and was moving doM 
the right bank in excellent order, agreeably to the instructions I had 
given him ; and finding that it was impossible for me to cross the xfrii 
at any irf^.the fords below, I was apprehensive that he m%ht be wnpia* 
ed by the enemy, and be hard pressed before he could r^ain die frrA# ' 
winch he had crossed. Fortunatdy, however, he observed that I 'hrf 
not been ^le to effect a passage, and immediately returned to dm’lsft 
bank of the river at Sumboolee, where I joined him at 8 a. x., andibnad 
that the rebels had moved up to the ford, and taken up their poiAiM 
on the opposite bank, but as my men vrere suffering from extreme h8i^ 
and the long march during the night, I contented mysdf by giving 
a few rounds of round riiot, which caused them to move off' to 
gardens and villages two miles farther up, when I immediatdy 
my camp close to and fronting the ford, determining to suspmid frilihw 
iqieAtioiis till the afternoon, as the ford vras not practicable ft» IiAntif’* 
and at tiie same time 1 crowned the bills whkdt ran in my lemr'^frata 
tlm vi^^ of Sumboolee for about a mde up the river) wiA hoisiip|d 
to v^ahdt rim rebds, and bring instant inteHigence of any moveaSB^tSi^ 
might take {dace. 
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" About 4^ V. M., a stir was perceptible in rebehounp, and they 
seemed {H^pwing for a move. I acc^ingly struck mine, and detached 
ideut. ^Jedding with his Janbaz r^, to watch Adr- movem^ts mtd 
oppose thdr crossing the river, should such prove to be thdr object. 
Ahcmt 6 o’clock I received intelligence &om this officer, that the enmny 
Iwd sueeeeded in crossing the f<^ (some three miles distant fhnn my 
pOWtnm) before he could reach it, and were moving down in liurge 
todies. I immediately dunged my front, and took ground a little to 
the left, which I considered the best position attainable under all cir- 
mimstances. Hie guns were placed between the 4th and 5th companies 
of the 5th Inffintry, and the two Janbaz regts. were formed on either 
flank, and 300 Suwars were posted in rear to protect the baggage and 
watch the neigUwuring ford, in case any portiem of the enemy should 
attempt a passage by it also : in this order 1 remained until 1 could 
discom t^r point of attack, which was soon unmasked by a large body 
of lytotry moving towards my left, when 1 forthwith changed position 
of the light company of the 5th Infantry, throwing back Lieut. Golding’s 
Janbaz regt., and forward the guns and remaining companies of the 5th 
Regt. with Captain Hart’s Janbaz corps thrown back at a right angle 
wi& the Grenadier company of the 5th Regt. to protect the right of 
tite position. 

“ The attack on the left was made with great boldness, but was re* 
poked by the well-directed fire firom the guns and the three companies 
on their left. Failing in this, the enemy moved ofi’ towards the right, 
but were again met by a most destructive fire from the guns and the 
five companies of infimtry oa their right. 

Large bodies (d horse and foot were now seen crowding along the 
hmghts to the right of the infantry, and shortly after they moved down 
cmGifit. Hart’s Janbaz corps, forcing it back cm the baggage in the 
rear> and a portion of them even succeeded in getting close up to Uie 
rear of the three companies of the 5th Infantry on the left of the guns, 
but were driven back by Lieutenant Chu-k’s fiicang the rear rank of these 
emupanies to the right about and firing a volley. The Janbaz regi- 
BMBts having now got into confurion, notwithstanding the utmost ex- 
ettitos of thw officers, and the rear being still tbrratened, I moved 
tack (me of the guns with die Grenadier company of the 5th RegimmR 
topn>te(d: iL which was scarcely effected bkbie they were bnet by 
lu^ bodies of horse and foot crowding in on the rear, and who were 
not driven back and dispersed until thm rounds of grape and a volky 
finmt the Grenadiers had been delivered, at less than 50 paces ffi^ant. 

’ I then (Hdered Captain Hart and Lieutenant Otdding to move out 
with thrih Jmduz corps, and scour the country to die rigdit, wUch they 
most ahiy performed, though in justice to tbe^ offiixus I am (xnradled 
to add, but feebly supported by a laige portion (d dieir men, wh^mg- 
ged bdtind, crowded in upon the luggage and rear of tto in^try, and 
eoidd not to indimed by any means to behave as eoldiers, in following 
dheir oflkars. 
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“ Under these circumstances, 1 detormined to occupy the whde of 
melon bed enclosure in which a portion of the 5th Infontry was pet^aft 
and to get as much of the bagga^ within it as possible. This arrange* 
ment was soon perfected, and the infantry being secured behind a iMfr 
wall, which ran round this enclosure, were able, in comparative saisi^ 
to repel any fresh attack that might be made, of which tteteWHl 
sever^, but in every instance, st^dily repulsed by the fire 
artillery and infimtiy. ‘ ■ 

“At 11 o’clock the heights were again crowded with bodies irfhCiil 
and foot, and it was now obvious &at the rebels were moving eC 
though they kept up a desultory and usekss fire upon the posi&tt’!^^ 
hours after, apparently with the object of j^tracting our attentioit.’Csd 
enabling them to carry off their dead, which they did until nend^dil|l' 
break on the morning of the 4th instant. 

“ At sunrise on the 4th instant I detached Lieutenant Childb^'tOWit ^ ; 
certain the direction in which the enemy had gone, and he rep(»tt#liii 
his return, that they were posted in considerable strength abc^ 
miles up the river, but it was soon ascertained that they had ie*fraded 
it, and in a few hours after, information was received of their luriilg 
reached Hydrabad en route to Zemindawur, when 1 made imnmiBill 
arrangements for crossing the grain (carried upon asses) upon camdk . 
and at 3 o’clock r. u. commenced fording the detachment ai^ b^g)|pl» - 
an operation which lasted nearly seven hours, notwithstanding 
received from the Janbaz regiments by carrying the infantry across m 
their horses. The detachment reached Girishk this morning at feao 
o’clock, and encamped on the high ground to the west of the fort.’ ‘ 

“ In both a military and political point of view, it would be cf liK 
greatest importance to follow up, and disperse the rebels ; brt‘ nMk 
reference to their numbers, and the notoriously disaffected Stoto of 
country, I do not consider that I should be justified in moving wSUf 
them, with a weak regiment of infantry, two guns, and with cavafr^'kt 
which every confidence cannot be placed. However, if the Mtgor GenOSS 
is of c^inion that a small increase of cavalry and infantry to my dXtMiit' 
mmit win suffice, no time shall be lost by me in pnrsuiug the rebdht' iMi 
engaging them in Zemindawur. ' 

“ All accounts agree in computing the force of the enemy to tone 
amounted to 6000, of which two-thirds were infantry, and fiuim 
mation yesterday received, they had upwards of 300 killed, and ^ 
villages up the river are stated to be fill^ with wounded men. 

“ It is a pleasing duty for me to bring to the Major Genoral’s notice 
the excellent conduct of the European officers of tiie detaidiment, as I tst 
much indebted to them for the coolness and energy they dh^dayed ht 
exfgj^g my orders and wishes. 

^laptain Hart and Lieutenant Golding repeatedly charged tiie aMOff 
SBCcesdully during the night, with such portion of their men as c«M 
be mduced to follow them ; and I only r^ret that their noble e x^^ ; 
should I»ve been so putially secimded — ^the former offica' was WO®*®** 
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sli^tly cm the head and ri^t wrist, but will, I tnist, be mconvenienced 
herefrom, onfy for a few ^ys. 

“ Lkntenant Cooper deserves my best acknowledgments for tiie rapi- 
dity and admirable manner in which he brought his gnns to phty upon 
^e enemy ; and I had frequent opportunity of noticing the precision of 
bis {Hractice. His guns are never in difficulty, and he manages to move 
with less assistance from in&ntry than most officers I have met with. 

“ Lieutenant Boss commanded the 5th Infantry on the night of the 
3rd instant, and displayed both courage and ability in the trying situa- 
tions in which he was frequently placed, and the order in which he kept 
the men was extremely cr^itable to him. 

“ lieutenant Clark comiq^ded the three left companies of tiie 5th 
Regiment, and exhibited much coolness in repulsing the frequent at- 
tacks made botii on front and rear of his position. 

" Ftfm Mr. Assistant Surgeon Colquhoun, I also derived much as- 
sistaaDe during the action, in a variety of ways, and his activity and 
zeal oonld imt have been exceeded. 

“ Lieut. Pattenson, Assistant Political Agent, volunteered his services, 
and throughout the night was most active in conveying such orders as 
circumstances required, and was consequently of much assistance to me. 
I regret to state that this officer, while walWg over the field towards 
morning, was suddenly attacked by one of the wounded of the enemy, 
and severely stabbed in the right side. At first the wound was consi- 
dered mortal, but 1 am happy to say, that he has since been declared 
out Of danger. 

“ It is also my duty to bring most prominently to the Major Qenend’s 
notice, the adm^ble conduct of the Artillery and 5th In£antry tbiough- 
ont tte night of the 3d instant, and to state my conviction, that no 
troops could have displayed greater coolness and bravery tiian they did 
tm evmy occasion. They moved from one position to anotiier, not only 
without confusion, but with nearly as much precision and regularity, as 
if they had been going through an ordinary parade. 

“Three standee were captured from the enemy, one by Captain 
•Hart's men, another by Lieut. Goldii^’s, and the third by the three 
companies of the 5tli Infimtry under Lieut. Clark. 

“ 1 have the honor to annex hereto, a list of killed and wounded, and 
in conchisicm to state, that I shall be careful to keep the Major Oenml 
folly acquainted with all my operations."

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In the same month (July) intelligence leacfaed Cabul, l^t the Ze- 
mindars and Sirdars of Charekar had refnsed to pay the revenue due 
to the Government of Shah Soojah. A corps of Affghan levies under 
Iwut. Maule was sent to coerce them, and appears to have had little 
trouble in doing so, although an influential chieftain, named Meer 
Musjeedee, was still harboured by the people of Nidjrow, and openly 
threatened to raise the whole of Kohistan, if at any time he should 
hear of the defeat of our troops elsewhere. 

In Scinde, during the month of July, afiairs had gone on steadily. 
After a long period passed in wearisome negociation, Nusseer Khan 
came down from the hills and surrendered to Colonel Stacy, tempted 
by thei pacific overture made on behalf of the British Government, and 
the h(^ of being placed on the guddee under British influence, which 
hope was afterwards fulfilled. The death of Mr. Ross Bell, which took 
place in July, induced the Government to place Major Outram in charge 
of the Political Agency, and there is no doubt that the judgment and 
energy of that officer contributed to the maintenance of the peace 4M 
order, which for some time subsequently distinguished the whole of 
Upper Sciiuie. 

The inability of Captain Woodbum to follow up his success in Zemin- 
dawaur with the small force at his command, (as mentioned in bis dis- 
patch given above,) induced Major General Nott to dispatch frnm Can- 
dahar a body of troops, sufficiently large to pursue Ukhtar Khan, and 
efifectually to suppress the rebellion headed by that chieftain. 

One of these detachments was placed under the command of Colo- 
nel Chambers of the 5th Bengal Cavalry, and the other under Captain 
John Griffin of the 24th Bengal N. I. They proceeded to different 
parts of the country, but each was soon engaged with the enemy with 
good effect. The dispatches of the respective commandants are g^ven 
below : —

Camp Karootoo, 5th Avgust, 1841. 

Sra, — ^"For the information of Major General Elphinstone, C. B., 
commanding the Troops in Affghanistan, I have the honor to report 
that about 8 o’clock ffiis morning, Kveral shots were heard on the left 
d[ the vnOey whan our grass-cutters were known to have gone. I im- 
meffiatefy mdoed a Troop to be saddled. * 
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Soon after one of Captain Walker’s Sowars of the 4th Irr^pi^ 
came to me with a message, that the enemy were coming down the 
Sheea Kotil Pass in force, and that he had only a few men with him. 

“ lieut. Bazett’s Troop being by this time ready, it went off to hb 
assistance with as many of the 4th Ressallah as conld be seat, to.^^H 
the enemy in dieck. I followed immediately with five Company ^ 
the 16th Raiment N. I. under Lieut. Cotonel Maclaren, and 
Troop of the 5th light Cavalry. .. . It 

“ On passing the Syeeghan Ghaut, I observed a few horse end, 
in it, and directed Captain Oldfield to halt at a distance, 
watch and hold them in check until our return, but after the cofaw 
had passed, they appear to have increased in niunbers and bddnessi^ua^. 
til they afforded him an opportunity of charging them, <rf whi^llft 
appears most ably to have av^ed himself. , _ , 

“ As my column approached the scene of action, we could distiaetiy 
see Captain Walker and Lieut. Bazett with their parties dashing 
over the bill« after the enemy, and driving them off in all diret^iqnSK^ 
short leaving nothing for me to do. _ . _ . ,»» 

" I regret exceedingly to state, that Lieut. Bazett is very seVewty, 
though I hope not dangerously, wounded.” ■

“ 2. The loss of the enemy <m this occasion is estimated at six hun- 
dred kiUed and wounded. Sixty prisoners were brought into Camp, and 
among them three Chiefs of note; viz. Kh 3 nroollBh Khan of Teyna, 
(^ce dead,) a brother of Lallo Khan of Bhagran, and Moolah Shurreef 
of Bhagran. 

“ 3. The accurate information furnished by the Assistant Political 
Agent on the afternoon of the 16th, enabled me immediately to comply 
with his requisition for the dispersion of the Rebels, then within ten 
miles of my Camp. 

“ 4. At 4 A. V. I broke ground, and at 7 came up with the enemy, 
stnmgly posted in my front, occupying a succession of walled gar- 
dens a^ small forts, under cover of which they immediately opened a 
fire of juzels and matchlocks, on the advancing columns. 

“ 5 . After a few rounds skilfully delivered by lieutenant Cooper, com- 
manding the Guns, parties were detached firom the 2d Bengal Native In- 
fantry, and 1st Regiment Shah Shoojah’s force, to clear and take 
possession of these enclosures ; whilst the fith Regiment Shah ShocgaPb 
force, posted on the extreme left (flanked by a wing of H. M.’s 1st 
Cavalry,) deployed into line, advanced at the double, and drove back a 
body of the enemy’s skirmishers, who were for the most part concealed 
behmd a range of broken walls, and whose fire was becoming des- 
tmctive. 

" 6. At the same time, the enclosures in front of the column to the 
right were speedily and gallantly carried under a heavy fire of matcb- 
!o<^, by two Companies of the 2d Bmigal Native In&ntry, under 
lientenants Cooke and Travers, supported % a party of the 1st Infan- 
try S. S. force under Lieutenant Gmriiner, in effecting which, numbers 
of tiie enemy were shot and bayoneted.

These two vicbnies produced a very happy e&ct. The Ohilzie 
power wws ooiwdaed to have been broken by them. Ukhtar Klum 
fl^ te.^re I£ndoo Khodi, and fiom thirty to forty chieftains tendered 
ttnir oQ^iance through Major Leech, the Political Agent at Candahar. 
Neverdidiess, it was deemed necessary by that ofiicer to require, that a 
large force be sent to the Tezeen valley through difficult Passes, under 
Ckdonel Wymer of the 38th Regiment Bengal Native Infimtry, who was 
afterwards joined by Major General Nott himself, on whom the ctsp* 
mand then devolved. 

While matters were thus progressing in the South of Aff^umiatan 
towards a settlement of the country, Shah Soojah and the British 
^ so secure that the whole of the North had been brought 
under subjection, that it was broadly given out, that in a few months 
there would be no further occasion for the presence of a British force. 
It is quite true that the people of Charekar had but recently refused 
to pt^ kist to the Government ; that the inhabitants of Cabnl and 
Candahar exhibited ,their antipathy to the Europeans by continual in- 
sults ai^ occasional murders ; that Shah Soojah was alienating his 
siftjects by his hauteur, his cruel punishments and oppressicms ; that 
one of Dost Mahomed’s sons was still in the North; and that not a ni^le 
anaMh had passed, since the occnqntion of the country, in which it had 
hot been fimnd necessary to employ troops for purposes d vogeaime ot 
coercarm ; idl this was perfectly true, yet such was the in&tuatbn of 
the au t ho ritie s trained above ; such their singular insensOnlity to the real 
pentuie ef affiurs, in one ffital moment tiiey oonctaided they might 
sa|^ commence a reduction rrf the sums annually agreed to be paid to 
tha, Eastern Gfailaes, and <Aher tribes inhabiting the hills between 
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Peshawur and Cabul, for the sake of keeping the Passes open, latl 
patting a stop to plunder, lire resolution having been come to. 
reduction was immediately carried into effect. The consequences wene, 
as might have been expected, most serious. The mountaineers rase 
as one man— occupied the Passes in great force, and at once cut bif 
the communicarion between Cabul and India.’'‘ It is not easy to 
whether this was the designed precursor of the subsequent blockaded 
Cabul; but there can be little doubt that the Ohilzies, having oncect^ 
mitted themselves to an earnest opposition, felt the necessity fin* im- 
ganizing a combination with all the disaffected chieftains far andnee/t

The advanced guard 
consisted of the two guns of Foot Artiilery, under Lieutenant Dawes, 
two eompanies of the 13tb light In&ntiy under Captain Fenwick and 
lientenant George King, the flank companies of the 35th Native Infan- 
try 'imder Captain Younghusband, and a detachment of Pioneers under 
Captain Broadfoot, the whole being in charge of Captain Seaton, 35th 
raiment Native Infimtry. The remainder of the 13th and 35th, formed 
our main body. As we approached the insurgents’ position, we found 
that all the reports of our spies had been substantially correct, but that 
the enemy were withdrawing from behind their breastwork in the val- 
ley, and ocmq>ying the rocl^ ridges of the mountains on either side. 
They opened upon us a well-directed fire, and at die very commence- 
ment of the aSair, 1 received a wound from a ball above the ande, which 
ultimately compelled me to leave the field. Whilst I remained on it, 
however, I directed two companies of the 13th, and one of the 35th to 
ascend the precipices on either hand in &ce of the enemy, and I must in 
justice to them mention the gallantry, activity, and perseverance with 
which this duty was performed, and the enemy driven by our skir- 
mishers from point to point of eminences almost perpendicular. When 
compelled to retire, I resigned the command into the hands of Liente- 
nant Colonel jDennie, C. B., and have the pleasure to forward his report, 
detailing the further progress and completion of the afiair. 

“ 1 to add, that whilst I remained at the head of the Force, the 
conduct of both Officers and men afforded me the highest satisffiction, 
and 1 am greatly pleased with the spirited and judidons manner in 
which Lieutenant Colonel Dennie brought the matter to a dose. 

" Ute exertions of my Brigade Major, Captain Wade, and of Captain 
Havelock, and Lieut. Aorey, of Major General Elphinstone’s personal 
Staff, who attached themselves to me as Volunteers on this service, de- 
mand my amplest acknowledgments. The last mentioned of these 
Officers had a horse shot under him. I beg to forward the casualty 
return of the 13th : that of the Artillery, Sappers, and 35th N. I. shall 
follow. 

“ A memorandum of the Ammunition expended, is also annexed. 1 
am tiiankful for the promised reinforcement of two Gims ; and if the 
37th Regt. N. I. can also be promptly sent out, it will relieve tiie 
Troops firom a part of very harassing out-post duty, in an exposed 
pl ai n , m the vicinity of mountains. 

“ P. S.-— I ought not to have forgotten to mention, that Captain Bd- 
lew. Assistant Quarter Master General, who had previously, under Gene- 
ral E^)hinstone’s instructions, reconnoitred the PassM occupied by the 
enemy, accompanied me during my march from Cabool, and ably 
fuded me, nn& die moment of my being wounded, upon which he 
eontinimd to rei^m valuable assistance to Lieut. Col. Dennie. To 
fi^revet Ci^itain TVevor, 3d light Cavalry, politically employed im this 
oaeasion, I was indeb^ for the information obtained at Bootkhak; 
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upon it my plan of attack was based, and it proved ccarect in | 

particular; and lie was persontJly active and conspicuous thnn^oBt p 
the engagemmit.”

Frmn Major General Sir R. H. Sale, K. C. B. Commanding 1st Bri- 
gade of British Troops serving m Afghanistan, to Captain Gbant, 
Cabool, Camp in the Valley near Teezeen, October 23d, 1841. 

" I beg to acquaint you for the information of Major Genial 
E^dunstime, C. B., that the force united under my command, consisting 
tithe Ist Brigade of Inhintry. No 6, laght Field Battery, the Mountau 
Train, the Corps M Sappers and Miners, a squadrcm o£ the 6th 
IdgfatC^walry, and a ressaUah of the Shah’s 2d Cavalry, marched fiom 
I^hlMed Cabool towards Teezeen yesterday morning. laeutaaant 
Cohaiel.'Mmiteath, 35th. command^ the ^vance guard, lieutenant 
CidiHaelOemBie, 13th, tiie main column, and Captain Oldfidd, 5th light 
Cavalry, the rear guard, in each of which troops of die several arms 
tnre qppamted according to the best of my jw^mmit. The force felt 
its w^-cau&mdy thresh the ^filea of die Hnft Kotul, occupying 
mA‘ ririrmm ht aa the lulb on eitba flank, and leavii^ parties for the 
fSUteelisB oi ma b^gqge and rear on selected points. Nothing wm 
• dan M the tmewg mM' tile advance and main body had halted in tiie 
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valley of Teezeen. From this low ground, another vale stretches out 
towards the south-east, and on the sides and summits of the mountains 
which enclose the latter, were posted in every quarter bodies of the in- 
surgents, whilst another portion of their force, consisting of foot, led on 
by sirdars on horseback and their mounted followers, shewed a detranni- 
nation to dispute with us the possession of a conical hill, which parti- 
ally closes the entrance of the branching valley, and barred our approach 
to Moohummud Ufzal’a fort, a large work backed by gardens, F^kh 
the rebels still garrisoned. From this eminence, the advance guard 
under Colonel Monteath drove them by a combined attack, and I tiimi 
directed the 13th Ldght Infantry, and a portion of Capt. Abbott’s battery 
to advance under Lieutenant Colonel Dennie, and assault the fort itself. 
The insurgents, however, abandoned it after directing from it a feeUe fire. 

“ I immediately determined to establish in it a depdt for my si(h and 
wounded, and to take it as a point of support for ulterior operatiora. 
and an iqipui to my Camp, to he fixed under its walls ; but as the eaaaif 
continued to occupy in force a nearly circular range of heights, asd 
even boldly to skiiWsh in a lower part of the valley, it became neces- 
sary to drive them fi:om such segments of the mountain as woidck -M; 
remmning in their hands, have given the power to command our pod- 
tion, and fire upon the troops with advantage at night. This led to a 
succession of slarmishes which were maintained with great coolness and 
spirit by several Companies of the 13th and one of the 35th, aided by 
the Guns of Captain Abbott’s Battery and the Mountain 'Train, and 
supported by the Cavalry. The combat was prolonged until after dusk, 
and the ammunition of one of the Companies of the 13th having been 
expended, it was compelled temporarily to retire, and a very prominng 
Officer, lieutenant Edward King, was killed at its head. A suppty w 
cartridges and a reinforcement were promptly sent up, and the alyr 
mided by the rebels being pushed off every part of the steep mouidtibs 
which we designed to retain. 'The Returns will shew, that our kiss fras 
been sli^t, and I have no doubt that the enemy suffered severely firew 
tile fire of our skirmishers and the shot of our batteries. The fr>tce 
bivouacked in position without an attempt being made iqion our 
Morning shew^ ns the h^hts every where deserted by the rebeb.aad-' 
if a negoraatimi which they have opened in very hnmUe terms, 
not end in their entire suhmisaon, I purpose to attack fhw piiai%it‘- 
fort to-morrow. 

“ I regret to have to add, that though every precaution was ada^s^ 
for the security of our line of communication, a large interval was'csMff*:

“ Sir, — Yesterday the Force under my command was again ei^;a|^

most savage fuiy. Our rear guard made the best diapoatkms 
fence, and rescue ; but the suddenness of the cmset caused 8oeie<coi^ 
sion, during which, notwithstanding the efforts of the troops, some hi^ 
g^ge and camp equipage fell into the hands of their opponmits. Ci^ 
tain Wyndham, of the 3dth, was killed at this crisis of tiie afl^ ; ‘«®d 
several Inave men of ail the corps, fell or were wour^ed. Soim, 
ever, by the {uaiseworthy exertions, and cool and soldier-like atdest uti 
exampfe of C^[itains Backhouse and Broadfoot of the Shah’s seitit^ 
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and Fenwick, of the 13th, confidence was restored, the aspect of the 
aflhir chuged, and the rear guard extricated from the defile. It conti- 
nued in die best order to retreat, and to repel the enemy who had fol- 
lowed it up to the point at which the loftier hills wear away. Our 
casualties of yesterday and the day before, amount to one hundred 
and thirty ; amongst whom are one Ofificer killed and four wounded. 
UliiB loss will not be ccmsidered heavy, by those who have se^ the 
heights from whidi die rebels were driven, and are acquainted with 
the habits and character of the mountaineers to whom we were opposed. 
I have to-day marched to this place, without any interruption worthy 
of mention. 

“From the details of this despatch, the Major General Gommanding in 
Affgfaanistan, will be enabled to draw his own inferences as to the actual 
state «rf our rdatums with the refractory Chiefs who were admitted at 
TaeseeB, koto a treaty of reconciliation with the Government against 
wlfieh they had xdbelli^. But it belongs more peculiarly to my voca- 
ddo, is die field, now that there is a prospect of brief repose in the vict- 
ni^ at this Cantonment, to report with much satisfaction the cheerful- 
ness, Readiness, and perseverance with which the troops have performed 
every duty required of them ; since leaving Cabool they have been kept 
constantly on the alert by attacks by night and day ; from the time of 
their arri^ at Teezeen, they have invariably bivouacked, and the safety 
our positions has only been secured by unremitting labor, and throwing

To reach His Majesty, he had to run the gauntlet of a heavy fire, 
and reristed several attempts of an inflamed populace to cut him down ; 
he, however, succeeded in his purpose, and persuaded the King to 
allow Brigadier Shelton, with nearly two regiments and Capt. NkoJl’s 
ttoopk. to take possession of the Bala Hissar, whence the a>M»lli»«g of 
ttfotown to«flc place. The following day the insnrgcmts got po s aese ion 
(pftoe Commissariat Fort, in which were stored toe |s<ovisicui8 of the 
fence. This was a most dreadful eontre-tempt, and it q^peated ccnn- 
{detdy to paralize all in Cantonments, where there whre cmly Aro dbys* 
Otto remBimmg. Urn effect was that of a panic ; and the madness of not 
havbig toefr auj^flies in cantonments, as also toe folly of having con- 
SlMisled’tomrdefieneesupoa so very extensive a scale as to require all toe 
ttoops to defend them, now became fearfully apparent. On the pie* 
vkais day, Sk Alexander Bumes, Captain Bumes, and Captain Broadbek, 
of the European regiment, were lolled ;* Sir Alexander’s house was oom* 
pletely sadeed and toen burned, and Captain Johnstem’s treasury also 
fell a prey to the flames. He, himself, had fortunately slept in canton- 
ments, ediilst Brigadier AnqJkfl and Cqkain TVonp, who lived in the 
same quarter, were out riding, and also escaped. An attack was made

'The last regiment in the Bala Hissar (the 54th N. I.) was then 
withdrawn, and the King was left to his own resources for several days. 
The Envoy still remained firm as to the advocated negotiations, end it 
was not imtil he heard that the Brigade he had written for from Can- 
dahar, had retraced its steps and that there were no hopes of getting 
General Sale’s brigade from Jellalabad, nor of any assistance from 
Periiawid’, that he, most relnctantly, complied with the wishes of the 
General and other Commanding Officers, and entered into overtures for 
a treaty with the enemy. Several conferences took place between the 
Rivoy, attended by Capts. G. Lawrence and Trevor, and all the Chiefe, 
ootside cantmunents, and eventually some twenty articles, drawn ri|F 
by the Envoy in Persian, were read and approved of. On these occa- 
sions, Mahomed Ackbar took the most prominent part ; other meetings 
fallowed subsequently, at which the Chiefs expressed an earnest desire 
to briag matters at once to a conclusion, and a message to this efiect 
was brohght on the evening of the 22d December, by a cousin of Akbur 
Khan, accompanied by Captmn Skinner, who it appears vras still in his 
power, and on the morning of the 23d Sir Wm. Macnaghten, accom- 
panied by Captains Lawrence, Mackenzie and IVevor, proceeded to the 
supposed confisrence ; the party had scarcely been seated five minutes, 
nten, ta a i^nal, all were srized. Mackenzie, Lawrence and Trevor 
were bound to horses, and moimted behind Affghans ; the latter, who m 
r epr ese nted to have frdlen off, was cut to pieces by the Gazees. HmS

Xhe B|ext day the Sirdar said, after lamenting his inability to restrain 
hit peqpfe^ that the only safety for the ladies would be in their put- 
ting tiiemselves under his charge, which they qll did, and were receiv- 
ed by him wiM every attention. They halted the ladies, hostages, etc., 
a day ot two, and then proceeded towards Jugdulluck, finding the road 
covered with the dead and dying of the Army ; the poor fellows semned 
to have fallen victims to the severity of the weather, as much as, or 
rhoie than, from the fire of the enemy. At Jugdulluck it was said that 
the I^Hxqis had endeavoured to make a stand at an old mined fort, and 
£d' so until only thirty rounds of ammunition remained for each man. 
They trisd to negotiate with the GhUzies, and Mahomed Akbar assisted 
them, and asked for General Elphinstone, Brigadier Shelton, and Captain 
Johnson to be sent to him j this was agreed to, but towards the even- 
ing of the next day the Troops, unable any longer to contend against 
&e amrrtttips they woe exposed to, and maddened by the loss, as they 
supposed, of ttie two Chiefr, mshed during the night on to the road to- 
wards Jellalabad, at which place only one Officer arrived. 

TTie whole of the officers, the ladies, private soldiers, clerks, soldiers’ 
wrives, rtc. who esctqied the Massacre on the march, or who bad given 
themselves up at Mahomed Akbar’s command, were ccmveyed as pri- 
sonera to -a faif in the hills between Jellalabad and Cabnl, and re- 
tained there, under great hardships and privations, tor many months.

But the* 'i^i^earaffiee of Colonel Moseley’s detachment had alarmed the 
A&^edies, who now rose, and, closing the Pass, prepared to resist Briga- 
dier Wild’s entrance. The Brigadier nevertheless pushed onwards on 
the 19th January, and encountered the enemy at the month of the Pass ; 
but owing to the uselessness of the Sikh guns, and the inadequacy of 
hia force, with so powerful a body of the enemy advantageously placed 
in his front, his attempt to reach Alee Musjeed totally failed. He was 
beaten back, with heavy loss,* himself receiving a wound in the face. 
The following Order was issued by him on the oecaaion, when tiie regi-

After this afiair, it became obvious that nothing could be done to 
snhcoor the garrison of Jellalabad until the force under Major General 
Pollock, ordered by the Government to proceed to Affgfaanistan, should 
reach Peshawur. This force was folly adapted to every service that' 
could be required of it under the circumstances. It consisted of Her 
Majesty’s 3rd Light Dragoons, the 1st and the 10th Regts. of Bengal 
Idght Cavalry, the 3rd Irregular Cavalry, a troop of Horse Artillery, 
two li^t Field Batteries, Her Majesty’s 9th and 3 1st Regts. of Foot ; the 
6th, 26th, 30th, 33d, 53d, 60th and 64th, Regts. of Bengal Native In* ■ 
ftmtry. One division was placed under the command of Major General 
McOuldn of the 9th Foot, and Colonel White of the 3d Light Dra- 
goons was made a Brigadier. 

While this force, and a large body of Sikh Allies was assembling. 
Generals Nott and Sale continued to hold their respective positions at 
Candahar and Jdhdabad, in spite of the orders for their abandonment 
from Major PottingO’ and General Elplunstone. The foDowing is a copy

Ihe traitorous Janh bauzeea fled after a short conflict (with 
thft.,]ot8 of 40 killed and wounded) and jewed the standard cd the 
BUmkaye Chief at Dahla, forty miles firom Khelat-i-Ghilzie, the nndens 
of Bierebellion in the South. Here too the Dooranee tribes assembled ; 
and not long afterwards the Ohilzie chief, Ucktar Khan, heading some 
thousands of the thirsty mountaineers, presented himself, to share m the 
battles and the spoils of the rebellion. Nothing more was wanting to 
render the insurrection formidable than the presence of Prince Suftur 
Jung; who was then, and for some time previously had been, cm friendly 
tenns''wtth tiie British at Candahar, — and of this the rebels had soon to 
boadl. His Highness fled in the coiuse of December, and early in the 
foUoWjl^ numth advanced to Candahar with a large force to attack 
General Nott. 

The General did not wait for the enemy, but went out to meet them, 
and on the 12th of January 1842, dispersed them with little loss. From 
this time, and for some weeks subsequently, tbe city suffered no moles- 
taridn, but towards the close of February tbe enemy reappeared in 
amsidsfable numbers, headed as before. General Nott now determined 
torseitf^beina severe lesson, driving them to a great distance from bis 
vichu^ to ensure to the Candaharies who remained fruthfnl to British 
intxni^ a long continnance of tranquillity, while he satisfied the dis- 
aflteted parties within the walls that the rebel chieftaiiu were power- 
less against a well disciplined army.

“ Sia, — have the honor to acquaint you, for the information of the 
Eight HoncHuble the Governor G^ral of India, that during the month 
of February, considerable numbers of the rebel forces, under the com- 
mand of Frince Snftur Jung and other Afghan Chiefs, assembled. in the 
vicinity cd Candahar, plundering the villages, and by every possible 
means urging the inhabitants to join in an attack upon the British 
troops. In the beginning of the present month, the enemy approached 
close to the city of Candahar. 

“ I made the necessary arrangements for the safety of the city, and 
leaving a garrison of about 2600 men in it, I on the 7th instant, moved 
with &e remainder of my force against the enemy. They retired as I 
advanced ■, they were dnven first across the river Tumuk, and then 
across the Urghundab. They would not allow out Infantry to come in 
ccmtaet with ^em. On the 9tb, we got near enough to open our guns 
upon them with great effect ; they were soon broken and fled ; my want 
of good Cavalry saved them from being totally destroyed; they were 
dispersed in every direction. 

During a march of five days, opposed to 12,000 of tbe enemy, who 
heA upward of 6000 well-mounted Cavalry, con tinu a ll y moving roimd 
our column, not a camel was taken or a pmticle of baggage lost. The 
troops marched without tents, both oflicers and men, and the conduct 
of my Artillery and Infantry was excellent. 

I think tlm dispersion of the rebel force will have the best effect, as 
it win convince the inhabitants that the chiefs cannot face us in the field 
with any chance of success. 1 am now doing aU in my power to con- 
ciliate the villagers, and to induce them to return to the cultivatimi of 
thmr lands, and to live in peace under the assurance of protection. 

“ During my absence, a strong detachment of the enemy made an 
attempt on the city, and succeeded in burning one oi the gates, but 
they were remised with great loss by the gallantry of tite tnxqw in 
gartbem, under the command of Major Lane, of the id Regiment N. I., 
whose rep<nt shall be forwarded for the iirftomation of Oovemmeat by 
the first opptHtnnity.

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great execution. Upwards of fifty dead bodies were found in and near 
Herat ^te, and from the determined assault ot the enemy who 
came close up to the walls, their loss must have been immense ; report 
estimates it at 1000 killed and wounded, and I am informed by Major 
Rawlinson, Political Agent, that Prince Sufter Jung, Meerza Ahmed, 
and other Sirdars were present, encouraging the assailants. 

“ A considerable quantity of grain was unavoidably destroyed at the 
Herat gate, but as it presented a strong barrier, I trust the sacrifice 
will be considered unimportant. This gate has been built up, and the 
others have beai temporarily bturicaded with grain bags. 

" Before concluding my report, 1 would beg to acknowledge the 
valukble assistance rendered me on this occasion by Major RawUnson, 
Political Agent, and Captain Ripley, Fort Adjutant. The exertions of 
every officer and soldier in garrison were unremitting, and it affords me 
infill {Measure to bear testimony to the admirable conduct of all par- 
tkie'danitg the attack. I have, &c.

As stated by Major Lane, the enemy broke up their encampment in the 
night, and immediately sent, from their place of retreat, to the Political 
Agent, proposing terms. These were not accepted. The rebels did not, 
however, return to the attack on Candahar, but contented themselves 
with plundering the well-disposed villagers in the neighbourhood. To 
put hn end to these attacks upon the defenceless. General Nott sent 
out Colonel Wymer, with an .adequate force, and bad shortly the satis- 
fection of receiving from that officer, a report of his movements. This 
report is subjoined, preceded by the commendatory dispatch which the 
General addressed to the Government on the occasion of announcing 
Cokmd Wymer’s successes : — 


From Major General W. Nott, Commanding at Candahar, to T. H.

“ SiB,— Having deemed it desirable to detach a Brigade under the 
commai^ of.

“ 1 trust I may be permitted to bring to the Major General’s notice, 
the admirable practice of the Artillery under Lieut. Turner’ s guidance, 
every shot from which told with beautiful effect upon the dense masses 
of the enemy.

A number of stragglers 
appeared upon the hills, but from all that was known there was no rea- 
son to suspect these of being any thing other than roving mountaineers, 
or marauders generally so placed to watch our movements in every part 
of the country. So stem and inviolable was the silence maintained in 
reference to the intentions of the insurgents, that though General 
England had been received with the utmost cordiality and lundness by 
the chief men of Hykulzye, only six miles from the Pass, where the 
most strenuous exertions had for two months been making to construct 
barricades now completed, not a word was whispered as to there being 
any intuition whatever to interrupt our progress, even by those who 
i^qpiumtly were most interested and anxious for our success. Not only 
ttEUst the constraction and condition of the field-works have been gener- 
ally known to the whole country around, bnt the chiefs who when 
closely questioned, professed the most absolute ignorance on the subject, 
must have been aware that at the very moment they were making the 
most friendly and cordial professions of confidence, Mrihomed Sedeez, the 
leader of the insurgents south of Candahar, was strongly posted on the 
hiUs close by, with the view of obstrocting our advance. 'Phis furnishes 
striking proof of our total want of information beyond the Une of our 
picquets, as well as of the extent and compactness of the combination 
against us. As our force proceeded, it becwe apparent that the insur- 
gents were prepared to oflfer us a determined resistance on the rising 
ground which flanked the line of march on our right, and completely 
commanded the road along which the Brigade must pass. 

“ A detachment consisting of four Ught companies from H. M. 41 st 
and the 25th and 21st N. 1., were ordered to charge in line (not in 
column,) up the hill, and storm the breast-work on its summit ; these 
amounted in all to 180 men, — while the remaining portion of the wing 
c€ the-41st, 220 strong, imder cover of four of Capt. Leslie’s guns wiA 
dbottt 70 men, covered the attack. The remainder of the force, abord

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Pollock, C. B., had met with a reverse in the Khyber, retraced its steps 
towards Peshawur, and about 10 a . m. <m the 6th, a,/eu ie joie and 
salute df artillery were fired by Mahomed Akbar, which were said to.be 
in honor of the same event. It was on the same day, and thfbu^ suai* 
lar channels announced to me, that the Afifghans were sending additKmal 
j reinfoTcements to aid in d^ending their frontier Passes. Although I 
could not wholly depend on these statements which were improbabte in 
ihemsdves, and accompiuiied by counter-reports of a new revolution at 
CeAom, wldch was assigned by some as the cause of the rejoicii^ 

‘ of Ae defeat of the Ghazees in Khyber, and by an account of the in- 
tended and even actual retreat of the Sirdar into Lughman, 1 adopted, 
I vim a full consideration of the various circumstances and rumours, the 
r Ksidntion of anticipating the last mentioned event, if it had not come to 
, pass, by a general attack on the AlFghan Camp, in the hope of relieving 
ttis plaGe horn blockade, and facilmting General Pollock’s advance to 
our succour. I accordingly gave directions to form three columns of 
f Infiuitry, the centre consisting of H. M.’s 13th Light In&ntry, muster- 
ing 500 bayonets, under Colonel Dennie ; the left one also 500 strong, 
under Lieut. Col. Monteath, C. B., and the right composed of one 
I Company 13th L. I., and one of the 35th N. I., and the detachment 
\ (rf Sappers under Lieutenant. Orr, (the severity of Captain Broadfoot’s 
f wnmd still rendering him ncm-efiPective,) the whole amounting to 
360 men, commanded by Capt. Havelock, H. M.’s 13th L. 1. 'These 
were to be supported by the fire of the guns of No. 6 Light Field Bat- 
(' tery under C^. Abbott, to which Capt. Backhouse, S. S. Artillery, 

' was attached, and by the whole of my small cavalry force under Capt. 
Oldfield and Lieutenant Mayne. 'The troops issu^ from the Cabool 
and Peshawur gates at day-light this morning. So iar fitmi the 
• Sirdar having made any dispositions to avoid the encounter, his i^iole 
force, not falling short in all of six thousand men, was formed in order of 
' battle for the defence of his Camp, its right resting on a fort, and its 
left on the Cabool river, and even the ruined works within eight 
hundred yards of the plara, recently repaired, were filled with Ghilzie 
marksmen, evidently prepa^ for a stout resistance. The attack was 
t led by Uie Skirmishers and cidumn under Capt. Havelock, which drove 
the enemy, in a most satisiimtory manner, firom the extreme left of his

Two marches hnw^t me i^ter 
a successful riontest at Futtiahahad to Jellalabad. My breaUr^^finmt 
GNmdamuck was followed by the immediate defection of the IrtqpduB 
tiiete, the destruction of the cantonment, and a general rimi^<olitiie: 
tribes. I found the walls of Jellalabad in a state which m^t iMie' 
jnstiied despair as to the pomibility of defending them. Ihe eneeiipe 
vm hr too mctensive for my small force, embracing a circnmforence (tf 
2800 yards. Its tracing was vidcms indhe extreme; it 
had no-'pmapet ex<;epting for a few hundred yards, which, there, was 
not TtMK tfatm two feet high. Earth and mblnah had accumulated to 
such an extent about the ramparts, that titere were roads in imfimm 
ditections across and over them into the country. 'There was<a agaee «f 
400 yards together on which none of the garrison could drew thesuNhres, 
excepting at one spot ; the population within was disaffected, and the 
whole encdnte was surrounded by ruined forts, walls, mosques, tombs, 
and gardens, from which a fire could be opened upon the defendms at 
30 <nr 30 yai^. . 

'* The garrison took full possession of the town in such a state on the 
mcnung of the 13th of November, and in the course of Oie day, the 
plain and detached hills by which cm one side it is commanded, were 
surrounded and surmounted by a force of not fewer tiian 5000 humc-^ 
gents. A general attack on the 14th of November ridded ns of these 
ei^mes, and a similar array brought agunst as a frsrtni^t afkeiwnds, 
vy diarripated a second sally (» the Ist of December.

Slant this ground of confidence. A tremendous earthquake shook down 
all our parapets built up with so much labour, injui^ several of our 
bastions, cast to the ground all our gwd houses, demoli^ed a t^^ of 
the town, made a considerable breach in the rampart of a curtain in the 
Peshawur face, and reduced the Cabool gate to a shapeless mass of 
ruins. It savours of romance, but is a sober fact, that the city was 
thrown into alarm, within the space of little more than one m<mth, by the 
repetition of full one hundred shocks of this terrific phenomei^ of nature. 

“ The Troops turned with indefatigable industry to the reparation 
of thmr walls, but at the moment of the great convultign. Sirdar 
Mahomed Akbar Khan, Barukzye, the assassin of the late ^veyE„ «id 
treacherous destroyer of the Cabool force, having collected n^J^y 
of Troops, flushed with a success consummated by the vilest means, .hml 
advanced to Murkhail, within seven miles of our gates. He attacked our 
fmagtng parties with a large body of Horse on the 21st and 22d of 
F^mmry, and soon after est^lishing his Head-quarters to the westward, 
two miles from the place, and a secondary camp to the eastward about 
one mile distant, invested the town, and established a rigorous blockade. 
From that time up to the 7th of April, the reduced gaimfm. was. an* 
gaged in a succession of skirmishes with the enemy, who, greatly 
superior in Horse, perpetually insulted our walls by attacks and alerts, 
and compelled us daily to fight at disadvantage for forage for our cattle. 
The most remarkable of these affairs were those of the Cavalry under 
lientenant Mayne, commanding detachment Shah Soojah’s 2nd Cav^ 
ry, and Jamadar Deena Singh, 5th Light Cavalry, alr^dy reported ; a

I will not menticm as a 
privation the Buropean Troops from the same period having been with- 
out their allowance of spirits, because I veiily believe this drcum- 
Stattce. and their constant employment, have contributed to keep them 
ft the highest health, and ^e most remarkable state of dismpline. 
Chime has been almost unknown amongst them, but they have felt 
severely, although they never murmured, the diminution of &eir qnan- 
of animal food, and the total want of ghee, flour, tea, cofiee, and 
toat ; these may seem small matters to those who read of them at a 
mstanCe, but they are serious reductions in the scale of comfort of the 
Siafl working and fighting soldier in Asia. The Troops have also been 
jpfttly in arrears of pay, besides their severe duties in heat and cold„ 
tmd rain, on the g^uards of the gates and bastions.

Capt. Bboadpoot’s Report. Jellalabad, 16ih April, 1842. 

*' On the 12th of November, the Major General Commanding havii^ 
resolved to occupy Jellalabad, directed me wiffi a Committee of Officers 
to examine and report on the works of the place. 

“ The Committee reported unanimously, that tihey were then'nctde* 
fensible against a vigorous assault. 

“ As will be seen by the accompanying plan, the town is an irregulai 
quadrilateral, having half of the western side salient, and the smithena 
side broken by a deep re-entering angle. It was snirounded on every 
side with gardens and houses, enclosed fields, mosques, and ruined -fortsi 
afiFording strong cover to an enemy ; these were every where close to 
the walls, and in many places connected with tbAn. Beyond these on 
three sides (N. £. and W.) at from 400 to 500 yards run the nims<4f 
the wall of the ancient city, on which the sand has accumulated so as 
to form a line of low heights, giving cover to the largest bodies (rf mega. 
0]qx>site the south-west angle a range of heights, composed d bare 
gneiss rocks, conunences at 330 yards from Bie works, and extend 
shoot 460 yards firom N. N. E. to S. S. W. ; these comj^tely ovexiordc 
the town, and, from the vicious tracing of the works, enfilade same d 
the hmgest cortahu. Parallel to the north side, at 170 yards, nms a 
steep bank 20 feet high ; it extends a considerable way to ^ west^ 
and several miles to the east, affording a secure and unseen a^^rewii 
to any number of men ; it is probably an old bank of the river. Fkcma 
it numerous ravines run up towards the walls, affording the enemy a 
covered passage into the buildings and enclosures adjoining the worl^ ’ 

“ Two very solid walls, 300 yards apart, run frrom the glacis to tfafe 
baidc, thus enclosing on three aides a space probably occupied original^ 
bf.lihe Mogul Emperor’s palace, but found us to contain a large 
maaqfK ud numerous gardens and bouses occtt{aed by fekeers ; one oC 
of the town opens into it, and it was travmsed fay a wwtoe* 
anwahottbtaAfe^ wide, which entered the town by a tunndl vada 
^ enough to admit several men abreast^ a -aiMAac 

’‘Jktopaa oat of the town on tlm eastern ade. 
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r i‘:Tke walls of the town extended about a.lOO yards, without teckon- 
kig'die toetbns, of which there were thirty-three. The works were of 
aud^-and in the usual style of the country, viz., a high thin rampart, 
tet in a state of ruin, without parapets, and without ditch, covered way, 
or outworks of any kind. 

•• On our throwing ourselves, on the 12th of November last, into the 
<dd and ruined town of Jellalabad without money, without food, and 
almost without protection, with a nation of highly excited and barbar- 
xtaB miemies in arms against us, our situation seemed as hopeless a one 
aa ftitish Troops were ever c^ed upon to confront : notwithstanding 
the enemy was twice within twenty days attacked, and on both 
. Maskms defeat^ with signal success. 

'.> bastions were full, but in some places lower than the adjoining 
mrtains, very confined, without parapets, and sloping downward from 
••gwge to the salient, so that the terreplein was completely exposed. 
■*?iS1iei'e were four gates and a postern, all of the usual vicious native

-i j ^ To give some idea of the state of the works, I may mention that, 
sf tiie Committee sent to inspect them on the 13th November, not one 
eaeept myself succeeded in making the circuit : large gaps cut off tiie 
Mnimmication, or insecure footing compelled the Officers to descend 
ptMDg tiie adjoining enclosures, from which it was difficult to find the 
Ultfi. Ij^lfte <m the south aide the rampart was so imbedded in houses 
Mi smtaounted by them, that its course could only be traced by labo- 
threading the lanes of the native town.

“ By the middle of February, the ditch was carried round the placei^i 
as good a covered way as the size of the ditch and snpply of eailh allow- 
ed, while the mosques, forts, gardens, and cover of every description had 
bera destroyed for several hundred yards round the place. 

“ At this time Mahomed Akbar Khan moved into the vaU^ in.order to 
attack the place : but they were unable to effect mcne than a d^ant in- 
vestment; they frequently occupied the rocks on the south-wes^ hut 
the parapets and traverses rendered their fire harmless. + 

“ On the 19th February, an earthquake, which nearly dtiilMnd-the 
town, threw down the greater part of our parapets, the Cafi&; gMie 
with the two adjoining bastions, the north-west bastion, and a pMt 
of the new bastion, winch flanked it. Three other bastioDs also were 
nearly destroyed, while several large breaches were made in the cartiuns ; 
one on the Feshawur side, 80 feet long, was quite practicable, the d^eh 
being filled and the ascent easy.

** No time, however, was lost : the shocks had scarcely ceteed when 
the wfaote garrison was told off into working parties, and b^ore nigh^

was surmounted by a good gabion parapet.

“ The breath of the berme was necessary firenn the nature ctf the seUi 
a loose sand ; and it vanes as the necessity of sachtduai^pwvioiit! ex- 
cavations, etc., obliged us to alter the traidng. i >' 

" In conclusion, I have to solicit the Major General’s indulgenee fior 
this Report, which has been prepared while suffering from a wound. U 
I have been diffuse in noticing the assistance received from the offiems 
and troops, it must be ascribed to the admiration with which I daily, for 
many months, witnessed their labours, tmder circumstances of extriKW- 
dmary discouragement, on short allowance of provisions, with heavy du- 
ties of other kinds to perform, and for a considerahle time harassed 
by incessant conflicts with the enemy; duringjtall this time there was 
not only no murmuring, but the utmost cheerfulness and zeal prewuled. 
It was not once necessary to resort to punishment, and I never had to 
ra a ke a single report other than commendatory.”

instructions to join the force at Candahar. Receiving the ireceasaiy 
Olden, he moved forward towards the end'd A]Sr3,<Mi!MB^ltfed'by the 
detachment under Major Simmons, which had since jtmied hirh from tlli- 
dur. He was attacked, however, on the 28th April, (exactly one month 
from the date of the previous conffict,) upon the very same ground, 
the heights at Hykulzie, but with a very different result. The force 
employed consisted of one troop H. Artillery, one Compy. Bengal Foot 
Artillery, 3d Bombay Cavalry, Foonah Horse, Her Majesty’s 41st Regt. 
the light Battalion, and 25th N. I., and the follc^iring appears to have been 
the ^m of attack : — ^The heights on the left were first carried by three 
companies of H. M.’s 41st, and three of the Light Battalion gallantly led 
<m by Mi^ Simmons. The advance was covered by a brisk dreUit^fitom 
four j^eoes <£ Artillery. The higher of the two eminences, near wUch 
the former chedt was experienced, having been gained, the column in 
the hollow lower down dashed up the hill on which the breast-work 
from which the 41st suffered so severdy on the 28th Match, was place^. 
The enemy were instantly dispersed, and pursued firom the ground by 
100 troopers under Captain Delamain. The Affghans, on being over- 
taken, jumped from their horses, and fnrioudy rushed on at our 
men, cutting about them desperately tm every side. About 300 et the 
mimny were killed : our casualties were light. 

On this occasion, the position of the enemy was turned ; our troops 
crowned oae oi the hills which commanded the stocka&d poet» mid 
rendered it ah once uifteiaMe.

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SUCCESSFUL DEFENCE OF KH£LAT-I-GHltziE. 


From H^kulzie to Candahar, the Gieneral pursued his march unoppos- 
ed, reaching the latter town on the 9th oi May. This secession ^of 
strength to General Nott’s division was most opportune, for within a 
week after its arrival information was received, that the fort of Eihelat-i- 
Ghihde was closely invested by sir thousand Gfailziei, for whma, it ms 
apprehended, the garrison of 950, under Captain Craig^e, would scarcdy 
be a match. General Nott immediately despatched Colonel Wymer, 
witir Her Majesty’s 40th Regt., the 2nd, 16th and 38th Regt. Bmigal 
Native In&ntry, Captain Blood’s and Captain Leslie’s guns, nearly all the 
B^bay Cavalry, and Capt. Haldane’s and a part of Captain Christie’s 
horse. This force had not however proceeded beyoiul Teer-nndaz, 
whim intdligence arrived that the enemy had been driven frcnn the wa& 
by tiie brave little garrison* with very considerable loss. In giving the 
ofioal account of the defence, it is due to the <43d Bengal Native 
Infsmtry, to preface it by the commendatory Netifimtiim of BteGoveHtor 
General.

This duty was remarkably 
w^ performed by Captain Marshall, H. M.’s 31st Regiment, whose 
company was employed upon it. The enemy retreated with some loss, 
and took up another position under cover of a Sungah or breast- 
work of stone within shot. He was driven from it with great gallantry 
by laeut. Mcllveen of the 31st Regiment, and a party of No. 7 com- 
pany of the corps. Lieutenant Mcllveen,* a very promising young Offi- 
cer indeed, was, 1 regret to say killed in the assault upon the Sungah. 

" A narrow valley of rice fields, completely swamped, separated the 
ridge, on which my right was, from two small forts, a garden at one 
ad of the rice valley below the ridge towards the first of the two forts 
was held by the light company of the 33rd Native Infantry, the enemy 
dneaded from a high line of sand hiUs, and occupying these two forts, 
aaoyed my position a good deal. He was driven from them by the 
l^it company and part of No. 6 of the 31st Regiment, who had no 
after ground to advance on but the narrow ridges that divide the 
toraces of rice. They moved along these under a sharp fire, and drove 
fte miemy from his position. I occupied these forts, and leaving Brevet 
Migmr Urmston, of the 31st Regiment, in command of the post, ceased 
bam farther operations. None of the forts I have mentioned were ten- 
able by the enemy ; the walls were breached in many places by the 
eftftquake in February last. When I was ordered to faU back on the 
mam body, about half-past 1 p. u.. Major Urmston retired in good order, 
(fidiowed at a distance by the enemy, who had fired constantiy into the 
fimte when we occupied them,) over the difficult ground behind him, hav- 
iag set fire to the villages within the two forts before he left them. 

'•^The advance g^uard being collected together above Sekunder Khan’s 
fort joined the main column.

Soon after these operatirais had been concluded, it became suddenly 
known, that Lord EDenborongh had resolved upon advancing the amdes 
of Generals Pollock and Nott simultaneously upon Cabitl and Ghnzni ; 
and the joy which this intelligence difiused was in no slight degree en- 
hanced by the arrival of the orders for the movement. The army 
under Goieral Nott had for some time been impressed with the bdi^, 
that it was to return to India by way of Deyrah Ishmad Bihaa, or ^ 
Bolan Pass, and the dismay and grief which this idea spread throD^umt 
the force was not less weighty or acute than that which had iJSBCted 
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GtBieial Follocli’s amj when its retrogression was considered certain. 
As at Jellalabad, so now at Candahar, the troops were elated at the 
prospect of again encountering the enemy, and of taking full vengeance 
for the cruel treachery by which so many thousand soldiers and camp 
followers had fallen. 

The instructions of the Government to General Nott were to take 
Ghuzni e» route to Cabul, where he was to meet and co-operate with 
Oeimral Pollock. Whether it was intended that General Nott should 
naadi Cabul first, and enjoy the renown of its capture as the reward of 
hk excellent management in Lower Affghanistan, the editor of this 
wmfc is not prepared to say ; but it is certain that he used all imagin- 
iMe expe^tion to be foremost in the race, though General Pollock 
succeeded in outstripping him. The reader is now presented with the 
d^ails of the operations of the two generals, preparatory to the evacua- 
tion of AfiTghanistan. Major General England, it should be first stated, 
had, on the departure of General Nott from Affghanistan moved (ac- 
companied by Prince Timoor Shah) with the 25th Bombay N. L, the 
fate Shah’s troops, some Artillery, etc. escortiag the women, children 
baggage, stores, etc. towards India, by way of the Kojuck and Bolan 
Passes. The result of this march is given below as the first in point of 
date:—

’ 2. ** It was communicated to me on the 9th, and subsequently, that the 
lan^gei^ wme {weparing to attack the column and convoy under my 
in its passage, and especially, that they would make ^orts to 
it in the strong counby of the Kojuck range, at the northern 
®®raBity of vdnch I arrived witii little molestation on the morning of 
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3. " Whatever might have been the intentions of the enemy, it vwts 
ascertained by reconnoitring, that the highest points of mountain were 
not yet occupied by them, and I thought it right therefore, notwith- 
standing that the troops had just completed a night’s march of 24 miles, 
to push forward a light column to seize the summit at once. 

4. “This operation was perfected by three Battalions, and the most im- 
portant ridge and all the peaks commanding the prindpal Passes were 
gtuned by the troops befcne dark. 

5. “ On the foBowing morning, the Insurgents began to appear in 
sraaU bodies on different hills, but the route being flanked, they (M little 
mischief, and the baggage, artiUery, and immense retinue under the 
protection of this camp, including nine or ten thousand beasts of bur- 
then, began the ascent covered by a rear guard of two Battalions and the 
Gonnilry ; and I was soon made aware of our good fortune in having 
s^»d the heights on the previous evening, for the number cffthe enemy 
gradnally increased, but sJl their efforts to capture the baggage, or in- 
deed to interrupt us to any serious extent were frustrated, and the 
jmssage across the Kojuck mountains may be said to have been perfect- 
ed by noon on the 18th. 

6. “ I have had the highest reason to be gratified with the exertions 
of aU the officers and troops on this occasion, and it is entirely owing 
to their incessant efforts in duties of great fatigue, under a privation rf 
water, both in climbing up the extreme points of the range, to drive off 
the enemy whenever they appeared, and in dragging thirteen pieces of 
ArtiUery over the ridge, that this service has been accomplished with so 
little loss on our side, of life or of convoy. 

7. “ I beg to enclose a list of the casualties in kUled and wounded of 
tiiis column, which have occurred since I left the immediate vicinity oi 
Candahar. 

8. “ My last accounts of Major General Nott, were of the 13th, three 
nmrcbes north of Candahar. 

' 9. “ His Highness Prince Timoor is now in my camp, and every pos- 
attention ptud to his comfort and safety. 

10. “ The Bight Hon’ble the Governor General will have been in- 
formed, Btat the chief, Saloo Khan, who had taken service witii us after 
the afiiur with tins miemy of the 18th April, near Hykulzie, suddenly 
absconded from the military post held by us at this place mi hearing 
«f our abandonment of Candidiar, and it was presumed, ther^we, that he 
was at the head of the Insurgents in the Kojuck hills ; but I un not in- 
clined to believe that he was thus em{doyed, and I ibiTilf fr miMre pro- 
bable, that he may have proceeded to join Prince Suftnr Jnng, who had 
placed himself at the head of afiairs at Candahar. 

11. “I have no information to warrant the expectation iff any serious 

opposition between this and Quetta, especially as the Brahoe fiTn t U*"rinn 
with tile Affghans seems severed for the present, and I hope to he mi- 
abled to report my arrival at Quetta to his Lordship on the 27tb at ^fl» 
instant. s ••

‘ Sib, — I have the honor to report for the information of His Excel- 
lency the Commander-in-Chief, that 1 reach- 
ed Gundamuck on the morning of the 23d 
instant, with the troops as per margin. 

" On approaching the ground a few horse- 
men appeared, but retired as we advanced. I 
soon learnt that the enemy, under the Chiefs 
Hadji Ali and Khyrollah Khan, occupied the 
•viUage and fort of Mammoo lUail, about two mOes from Gundamuck, 
wd 1 determined upon attacking them the following morning. 

■ 1 ordered up a Squadron of the 3rd Dragoons and Captain' Broad- 
loot’s Corps of Sappms from General Sale’s Camp, and they joined 
befine daylight the fqjjowing morning. 

> At 4 A. M. yesteraay morning I moved towards the enemy with the 
Troops as per margin. On clearing the broken 
ground in front, 1 divided the Infrntry into 
two columns with a Wing of H. M. 9th Foot at 
the head ofreach, and Skirmishers in front. I 
directed Captain Broadfoot with bis Corps to 
go to the right. The Cavalry also advanced on 
the right to cut off the reb^t. 

■ “Captain Abbott’s Battery accompanied the Columns, and as we ad-

Foot, to command the party as per mar- 
s CranpaB^ ^Oi ifaiiTe _ gjn^ for its protection ; the duty was one 


of considerable importance, as it was \if 


no means improbable that the enemy 
would take advantage of our advance to send a party to the Camp. Tbt 
Squadron of Dragoons having arrived just as I was starting, their horaeB 
w^d not have been equal to a day’s hard work, which induced me to 
leave ^em in camp. The overthrow of this party of the enemy must, 
I otmclude, have been very unexpected, as the whole of their eamf 
equipage with its carriage cattle, was captured by Captain Broadfoot’s 
Cmps and the 3rd Irregular Cavalry. 

“ 1 kaim much gratification in reporting that the troops, both Euro- 
pean and Native, of each branch and department, well supported the 
character of British Soldiers. 

" Where all were equally zealous in the cause, and devoted to their 
duty, my thanks are equally due to all ; but I may be permitted to men- 
tion the names of Corps and Depiartments employed — ^Major General 
McCaskill, K. H., commanding the right column — Brigadiw TuHoch, 
commanding the left column — Captain Abbott, commanding Light 
battery — ^Lieut.

“ Sib, — Agreeably to order, I have the honor to report the proced- 
ings of the column entrusted to me by the Major General commandiiig^. 
in the action yesterday. 

“ 1 moved, as directed, with the Sappers (about 220 men) and the 3d 
Irr^dlar Cavalry (250) across the Irvine on the right of the f<»ce. 
We found the enemy strongly posted in an orchard with some enclo- 
snrea-j, and the usual field works of loose stones in their front were also 
ocmmied. This position flanked the approach of the main body. 

*' Having form^ an attacking party in front, 1 sent the rest of the;

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MEMORANDUM. 

Camp Rozeh, near Ghmnee, 9ti September, 1842. 

“ On the morning of the 5th Sept. 1842, General Nott moved ha camp 
t#teke up a position before Ghuznee. An advanced party was <ndmed to 
protect a reconnoissance of the works undertaken by the engineer de- 
partment. On the approach of this party to the hills North of the city, 
it wns opposed in force, but was immediately supported by the Gmieral, 
and thus reinforced cleared the hills of the enemy, and took possesaon 
id the village of BuUal, within 400 yards of the city. 

, “ The General inunediately directed this important point witii the 
heights near the village to be maintained, and they were occupied by 
two regiments of native infantry and two 9-pounder guns. 

“ While these operations were going on, the Camp was established at 
Bozeh, 2|^ miles from the city. The guards required for the protection 
|nd genmd duties of the Camp absorbed so many men, that but few 
available for the duties of a siege. The General therefore deter- 
mined not to invest the place in form, and directed the Engineer to con- 
eiMMiate the resources at his disposal in one spot, where protection 
might be most conveniently afforded to the siege operations. 

“ With advertence to Aese instructions, the Engineer proposed to 
e^hlish a battery on the ridge of the hiU North of the town, in ad- 
vance of the vill^e of BuUal, and distant about 350 yards from the 
nearest point of the waUs. From this battery it was expected, that 
the four 18-pounder guns would lay open the tW flank wall connecting 
the dtadd on the West with the town waU in a few hours. Hie de- 
^qes of the citadel could be swept from the same point by the light 
aitiUety, and the lines of loop-holed waU which would bear on the ad- 
l^moe of the storming party, were aU viewed in enfilade from the site 
adected for the battery. The advance of the party to the assault 
mmld have been greatly fiscilitated by the existence of a thick dam of 
moth across the ditch, immediately opposite the point marked out for 
tike breach. 

. • " It was further proposed, that the principal assault should be support- 
ed W two other atta^ ; one an attempt to blow in the watm-gate, 
the others having been strongly built up, and the cansewaya in 
frtmt of them cut through,) another to escalade a weak pmnt near the 
Cabool gate, which wodd have been greatly aided by the fire of tiie 
eetiUery from the hiU. 

** Tra project met the General’s approval, and at dusk on the evening 
of the 5th September, a working party composed of the sappers and of 
160 men firom the regiments occupying the hill, commenc^ work on 
the battery. By 4 a. m. on the 6th September, cover for the party had 
|>een secured across the ridge of the hUl, and so much progress made 
^ die execution of the work as to lead to reasonable expectations, that 
titefonr 18-ponnder guns and two 24-pounder howitzers would be 
^WtiMjs^d Bi positicm, and ready to open their fire during the day.

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* “ Early on the evening of the 5th, a brisk matchlock fire was kept up 
from the citadel on the hill, but this gi^ually slackened, and at IQ. 
p. M. had entirely ceased. The enemy’s infen^ had been observed id 
dusk crossing the river near the water-gate, witii the^ intention, it was 
supposed, of attacking the working party during the night ; but towards 
the morning of the 6th, there was ground for believing the fort vrtS 
emcmded. At day-light this was ascertained to be the case by lieute* 
nant North, of the En^eers, who took possession at that hour <rf the 
water-gate without opposition, leaving Ensign Newton and 20 sepoys 
of the 16th Native Infantry in charge of the gateway, and returning to 
the battery for further assistance. The whole of the working par^ 
wttB immediately moved into the town, of which and of the citadel ot 
Ghnsnee, they were in possession before sun-ri^.

ensuing winter. 

5. " The gateways of the town and citadel, and the roofs of the prin* 
dpal buildings have been fired, and are still burning.”

" SiE, — I have the honor to report, for the information of His Excel- 
Imcy the Comman^-in-Chief, that on the 14th instant, we marched 
from Khoord Cabool to Bootkhak. 1 took the precaution of sending 
parties to crown the heights of the Khoord Cabool Pass, but we met 
with no opposition. On the 15th, I moved on to Cabool, and encamped 
on the race course. This morning I proceeded to the Bala Hissar, with 
the following troops : a troop of horse artillery under Major Delafosse ; 
a company from each regiment of infantry under Lieutenant Colonel 
Taylor ; the 3d dragoons under Major Lodcwood ; a troop of Ae 1st 
regiment light cavalry ; a ressallah of the 3d irregular cavalry, with the 
whole of the General and Division Staff. The object was to plant the 
British Colours in the Bala Hissar on the spot most conspicuous from 
the dty. The Prince Futteh Jung, who joined my Camp at Ghinda- 
mnck, expressed a wish to go with the party, to which ] assented. On 
om arrival at the spot selected, the colotjrs were hoisted, the Band of 
Her Majesty’s 9th foot immediately struck up the national Anthem of 
" God save the Queen,” and a Royal Salute was fired from the guns of 
Ihe horse artillery, the whole of the troops present giving three cheers. 

“ I have left the Colours in the Bala Hissar, to be hoisted daily as 
long as we remain. The infantry also remain under the command of 
Lientenant Colonel Taylor, but they wiD be relieved on the arrival of 
Major General Nott, by a native regiment from his force. I expect 
Mqor General Nott wUl reach Cabool to-morrow or the next day. 
Since our arrival here, we have not been able to obtain any certain in- 
finmation of Mahomed Akbar. It appears, however, that Ameen Oollah 
has separated from him. 

" Neither of them have ventured to return in the direction of Cabool. 
The foHowing prisoners have come into Camp : Mrs. Trevor, with eight 
•Mdren ; Captain and Mrs. Anderson, with three children ; Captain 
Troup and Dr. Campbell. Unless some very unforeseen circumstances 
owur, 1 expect to obtain possession of the remainder of the prisoners in 
flie course of eight or ten days, with the exception of Captain Bygrave, 
who 1 regret to find, has been taken by Mahomed Akbar, and was wift 
him during the action of the 13th instant. 1 have, &c.

The enemy’s horw appeared in the valley, with tbs 
intention of Mling upon the ba^;age, but it gives me very great ^eamre 
to state, that the dragoons and native cavahy (r^uhur and iriregsWO 
made a most brilliant charge, and with swdi eflfed, tiutt the whde body 
of tile enemy’s force was completely rontdl, mid a number ofe Ihsm 
cut up. 

“ The Pass of the Tezeen affords great advantage to an ^fwny octy'" 
wring the heights, and on the present occasmn, Mahomed Akbar 
ed ndha^ to render its natural difficulties as finrmiikbk as 
couM mke it Our troops mounted the heights, and. te £ 
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i^traty to their general custom, adTanced to meet them, apd a despe- 
straggle ensued ; indeed their defence was so obstumte, that the 
British bayonet in many instances alone decided the contest. ITje 
light company of Her Majesty’s 9th foot, led by Captain Lushington, 
who I regret to say was wounded in the head, ascending the hills on 
^ .left of the Pass under a heavy cross-fire, charged and overthrew 
tiieir o]^nents, leaving several horses and their riders, suppose to be 
duefe, dead on the hill ; the slanghter was considerable, and’ the fight 
eawtinued during a great part of the day, the enemy appearing resolv- 
ed Uiat we should not ascend the Huft Kotul ; one spirit seemed to pm:- 
vade all, and a determination to conquer overcame the obstinate resis- 
tance ci the enemy, who were at length forced from their numerous 
■od Strang positions, and our troops mounted the Huft Kotul, giving 
cheers when they reached the summit. Here Lieutenant Cun- 
<mngham, with a party of sappers, pressed the enemy so hard, that they 
ih|t in their precipitation a 24-pounder howitzer and limber, carrying 
-the draft buUocks. Having heard that another gun had been seen, and 
concluding that it could not have gone very far, 1 detached a squadron 
of dragoons under Captain Tritton, and two horse artillery guns under 
•idi^Qr Delafosse in pursuit: the gun (a 12-pounder howitzer) with 
fadlocks sufficient for the two guns were soon captured. The dragons 
again got among the enemy and succeeded in cutting up many of them. 
Cj^itain Broadfoot with the sappers advanced, and with the dragomas 
happened to frdl in with another party of the enemy, of whom upwards 
cf twenty were killed. 1 have ascertsuned, there were about 16,000 
’men in the field opposed to me, a considerable portion of whom was 
^'cavalty ; Mahomed Akbar Khan, Mahomed Shah Kh a n , Ameen Otdlab, 
•■od many other Chiefs with their followers were present^ all of whmn I 
'have reason to believe have taken to flight. 'We have gained a ctma- 
plete victory, and our enemies have suffered severely, having sevatal 
Imndreds kilied, losing their guns and three standard, one trf which 
was taken from the enemy’s horse by the let light cavalry. Althot^h 
■imoj attempts were made at the baggage, none were successful, chiefly 
twmg to the judicious and admirable arrangements of lieutenant Colo- 
nHBiduncmd, commairding the rear guard, and for which he deserves 
the greatest credit. 

“.The Lahore contingent, under the able direction of Captain l^w- 
*ea», has invariably given the most cheerful assistance, dra^;i^ the 
guns, occupying the heights, and covering the rear guard. While as- 
eooding Huft Kotul and at 'Tezeen, their long jezails told effectively in 
heqang the ground. 

“ Major Skinner, Her Majesty’s Slst foot, had be«i detodred with a 
strong party on the night of the 12th, fm the purpose of ^edging a 
hody of the enemy on the heights in front oi the camp ; this duty was 
P**framed with great gallantry the next mornii^, and hm operations con- 
frflfflted much to frustnde the attempts of the enemy on our right flank. 
■^Aa the Majw’s movemmits were fw some time separate from those of

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The enemy being completely dispersed, we pursued our march ra#. .

agunst their front and left flank, which being tamed, I ascended the 
lights between two ridges which concealed my approach till close to 
numnit and within 20 yards of their main body, consisting of over 
mm. Collecting 30 to 40 men with Lieutenants Elmhirst, Lister 
•ad Vigors, 1 ordered bayonets to be fixed, and the enemy to be charg- 
ed, which was done with such resolution and effect, that the whole 
mass token by surprise was pushed headlong down the hills, nor did 
rally till out of musket shot. Their loss must have been very 
severe, as 1 observed numbers lag^ng behind to carry off their killed 
0*^ wounded. As it was getting dark, I deemed it imprudent to pur-- 
^ die enemy further, ordered the halt to be sounded, and after remsdn- 
.iug in possession of their position for half an hour, retired without 
tM^ertatwn. It affords me great gratification to bear testimony to 
thq qnrit and gallantry displayed by officers and men on this occa- 
skm, especially Major Huish, 26th regiment native infiantry, Captain 
T < ttdiifig ton, and those concerned in the charge, on the enemy.

and baggage passing over, I am happy to say that the enemy, thon^ 
he pressed our several posts very war^y, did not then, or at any otlt» 
time obtain the slightest advants^e, and at length desisted from molest- 
ing us, which enabled me to reform the troops and continue my mardi 
towards Camp, where I arrived about 8 o’clock p. m., with all the stores 
and baggage, except a few loads of grain ; also some camels and bul- 
locks unable to proceed, which were destroyed on the road, agreeably to 
orders. 

"My best thanks are due to the officers and men engs^ed, both 
European and Native, for their cheerful endurance of fati^e under 
an intensely hot sun, and for their gallant bearing when in contact with 
enemy ; the whole seemed animated with one and the smne iqnrit, 
which enabled them to overcome difficulties of no ordinary nature, 
highly creditable to British soldiers, and especially so to the B@Dtgal 
S^oys. 1 feel it also just to notice the useful assistance afforded by the 
men of the Seikh contingent under Captain Lawrence, who took ffirir 
fUQ share of duty in the valley of Tezeen, and in defending the different 
posts in the Pass. 

“ Accompanying 1 have the honor to forward a r^nni cf ttie killed and 
wounded, which I rejoice to observe is not so heavy as nnglit^lisve been 
expected from the nature of the operations.

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-la pursuance of the chronolc^ical arrangement which has been ad- 
hered to as closely as possible in this volume, the Prodamation of Lord 
EUenborough, directing the evacuation of Affghanistan is here given. 
Bid there can be no doubt that the Generals had received private 
instructions to bring back their armies before this docomeat reaclmd 
Item. A computation of the time occupied in transmitting despatches 
bom Sknla to Cabuk vrill establish the impossibility of a movement 
bdi^ made from Cabal, on the 11th of October, in conformity to orders 
issued at Simla, on the Ist of that month. The date of the iVodama- 



tien must therefore be regarded as having been selected for the ^e qf 
a-dramatic cmdrast with that issued by Lord Auckland on the 1st ^ 
October 1838, (see pi^ 8,) in which prindples the very opposite cdLord 
jahnd^orough’s are enunciated. In other respects the date is particularly 
mifcttiiiiatiB for the Governor General’s feme, as it. proves, beycmd aU 
question, that he had not made the release of the prisanem in tiielian^ 
of the Afifghans an indispensable condition ot the evacuati^l^ the. coun- 
try ; — .

he had cmly held cmdst insurrections, and his death was jn^ceded aod 
followud by stQl existing anarchy. 

" Dimsters unparalleled in their extent, unless by the errws in which 
they ori^nated, and by the treachery by which they wore completed, 
have, in one short campaign, been avenged upon every scene of past 
s^fortune ; and repeated victories in the field, and the capture of the 
cities and citadels of Ghuznie and Cabool, have again the opi- 

nion of invincibility to the British arms. 

" The British army in possession of Affghanistaa will now be with- 
drawn to the Sutlej. 

“ The Governor General wiU leave it to the Affghans them^veu to 
create a Government amidst the anarchy which is the 
their crimes. ^ 

" To force a Sovereign upon a reluctant people, would be as incim^ 
tent with the policy as it is with the principles of the British 
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me&t, tending to place tlie anna and reaoniceB’of flat peoj^ attbe dk- 
poaal of the first invader, and to impose the binrihen of snppOTthg^ a 
Sovereign, without the prospect of benefit from his alliance. 

“ The Governor General will willingly recognize any Glovemairat 
a^iroved by the Affghans themselves, wUch shall appear desmms and 
eapalde of maintaining fnendly relations with neighbouring states. 

“ Content with the limits nature appears to have assigned to its em- 
pfre, the Goverrunent of India will devote all its efforts to the esta- 
blishment and maintenance of general peace, to the protection of the 
Sovereigns and Chiefe its aUies, and to the prosperity and happiness of 
ibi own fidthful subjects. 

“ The rivers of the Punjab and Indus, and the mountainous Passes and 
fihe barbarous tribes of Affghanistan will be placed betweoi the BritaA 
iMiy and an enemy approaching from the West, if indeed such enemy 
titoe can be, and no longer between the army and its supplies. 

“ The enormous expenditure required for the support of a large force, 
in a fidse mOitary position, at a distance from its own frontier and its 
Msourees, will no longer arrest every measure for the improvement of 
country and of the people. 

“ The combined army of England and of India, superior in equipment, 
.in £acipline, in valour, and in the Officers by whom it is cmnnmBded, 
to any force whirdi can be opposed to it in Asia, will stand in unassaSabie 
strength upon its own sml, and for ever, under the blessing of Providenee, 
preserve the glorious empire it has won, in security and in honor. 

" The Governor General cannot fear the misconstruction of his mo- 
rires in thus frankly announcings to surrounding States, the pacific and 
conservative policy of his Government. 

"Affghanistan and China have seen at once the forces at his dis- 
posal, and the effect with which they can be applied. 

" ^cerely attached to peace for the sake of tiie benefits it confms 
upon the people, the Governor General is resolved that pe^ shall be 
deserved, and will put’ forth the whole power of the British Govern- 
ment to coerce the State by which it shall be infringed.

A few d83r8 after this remarkable state paper had appealed, tire 
gratifying intelligence arrived in India, of the release of the whole of the 
prasonem. The official accounts of the very interesting circumstances 
attendmg this event are so extremely meagre, that the following graphic 
sanative, from the pen of one of the emanapated captives, may feirly 
{aecedethmn : — . 

It has jdeased God to try us in the furnace of adverrity for maay 
years ; but in every doad that overhung our path, the rmnbow of IBs 
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nujccy has shone conspicuously, forbidding us to despair, and reminding 
we are the object of His providential care and loving Idpdness. 
Burhow specially has this been the case during (he past twdve months 
of our history ! The honors of war, enhanced by the rigours of climate, 
encompassed us, and thousands fell victims around ns to cold, famine, 
and the sword, until every door of escape seemed closed. We finidly 
f^-into the hands of a bloody and treacherous t}rrant, “ neither fearing- 
God, nor regarding man*,” in whose custody we felt less secure than* 
Daniel in the lum’s den, because we lacked his super human &ith. 
fmr nine tedious months of cheerless captivity, the restraining hand 
the Almighty upon our savage keepers preserved us from hurt or dia>'^ 
honour, and when ^ally a life of wretched slavery seemed our inevitw* * 
Ue lot, he aeat us aid from an unexpected quarter, and delivered mi 
fi<raa idl our fears. As the true story of our release may not imve 
reaihed jau, a brief narration may be acceptable. On the 25th Augm^ '- 
news. having previously been received of General Pollock’s fbrwiu^ 
mcMraiaeati'Mahomed Akbar sent a messenger to prepare ns for an im- 
rmtf a te ' march. We woe at this lame residing in the feat of AK 
Mahomed Khan at Sewrekkee, about six mHes from the city of Cabid, 
and Akbar had sworn that ^neral Pdlock’s advance .shoold be the.; 
signal for our removal to Turkiatan, where he would dirtrSmte us as <- 
slaves to riie different chiefr. At night a Regiment arrived^Bboat 40Qil 
strong, the men composing it being all armed with EngUi^ moaketa.’^ 
and, (having nearly all formerly belonged to different Affgfaan.:cmps),‘- 
observing many of the outward forms of discipline. They were omn^ 
manded by Sala Mahomed Khan, once. a Soobadar in Hopkins’ Regw 
meat, and who had deserted to Ameer Dost Mahomed Khkn , prevkami 
to Colonel Deimie’s action with that chief at Bameean in 1840. For . 
some time previous to our receiving this abrupt summons, sicknew^ 
had by turns prostrated the strength of almost every in£vidaal 
mar pa^, and, although the majority were convalescent, two 
^e ladies (Mrs. Anderson and Mrs. Trevor) were in a state *>»»* . 
rendered their removal impracticable. 'This ^ving been represented 
to Akbar Khan^ he reluctantly permitted them to remain ; and Dr. 
Cam{d>ell was likewise suffered to stay in attendance upon Uiem. Atj 
about 10 F. M., the bugles and drums of our new ^emrt mmmfmmt ■ 
us to mount, and we soon found ourselves on the high road to Bameean. 
At Killa Kazee, we were joined by lieutenants Haughton and Evan^ 
with about 40 European Soldiers, who had been left at Cabal in Hosp'^^ 
tal under charge of the latter officer. Wretched and diseemsedate, . 
we journeyed on ; and after crossing four steep mountmn FSsses, VW; 
arrived, on the 3d September, in the valley of Bameean, beyemd-^e 
Indian Caucasus. Here the European Soldiers were lodged in a 
dir^ fort, about a mile beyond the celebrated Boodist images, whilst Bm - 
ladi^ and officers were permitted to remain in thmr tents outride untiL . 
the 9th September, when Sala Mahomed obliged us to remove intb 
another feat, about 100 yards from that con taining the SolffiiRs. The 
change was greatly for the worse, for the wretched hard honlshsta 
which we were crammed having been recently inhabited by cows, goats.

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and sheep, teemed with vermin, and retained the unswept remains 
of odoriferous filth. A few rays of light penetrated through small hides 
in the roof, which just sufficed to rescue the apartments from the stigma 
of absolute darkness. On Sunday, SeptemW 11th, Sala Mahomed 
having received a positive order from Akbar Khan for our instant march 
to Koloom, the desperate state of our condition induced Major Pottin- 
ger to go to him with the offer of a bribe for our release. Captain 
Johnson volimteered to be agent in the matter, and found our keeper 
more accessible than was expected. This man had hitherto kept aWf 
frtom every attempt at friendly intercourse with the prisoners, towards 
whmn his manner had been invariably haughty, and lus language harsh. 
Qreat was our astonishment, therefore, to learn, as we did in the 
course cff the day, that he had been seduced from his allegiance to 
Akbar, and bought over to our aide. Meanwhile, the rapid advance of 
tlm two English armies upon Cabul, and the probable defeat of Akbar, 
led us to expect that chiefs arrival amongst us as likely to happen 
at any moment. It was therefore necessary to be prepared against any 
sudden surprize. The Huzareh chiefs in the neighbourhood were 
sounded, and found favourable to our scheme. The men composing 
ov$ gumd were gained over by a promise of four months’ pay. A new 
Govmtor was set up over the provinces by Major Pottinger, the existing 
Oovmmr, Zoolficar Khan, being too much in Akbar’s interest to be 
trusted. Presents and promises were distributed in all directions, and 
with so much success, t'^t on the 13th September, we had assurances oi 
aid from all the chiefs between the Sir Chushm and Lygham, bodies iff 
udhoae armed followers were said to have been posted along the road to 
keep the Passes. 

!■“ On the 16th September, the coimtry was considered sufficiently 
s^fr» admit of our setting out on our return towards CabuL We had 
only ' proceeded a few miles, when a messenger met us with news of 
Qenend Pollock’s victory over Akbar, which cheering intelligence was 
^ottiy afterwards confirmed by a note from Sir Richmond Shakespear, 
w1h> was hastening to our assistance with 600 Kuzzilbash horsemen. 

*'• On the 17th, we re-crossed the Kaloo Ghat, and encamped about 
three miles from its base. We had been here about two hours, when 
some horsemen were descried descending the Pass of Hajeeguk. Instantly 
Ss^ Mahomed’s men were on the alert, and formed up in line. Jn^e 
(ff-onr joy when the baimer of the Kuzzilbash was distinguished stream- 
ing m the air, and'imagjne, if you can, with what emotions of ddigfat 
ai^ ^wtitude we eagerly press^ forward to greet our gaUant country- 
mn, Sr Richmond Shakespear, who soon canm galloping up to where 
amatood; For the first time after nine months iff miserable thraldom, 
h>» tile ehit<-Jipj» of an unprincipled savage, we felt the bteuednes cff 
fruBCbm.

Sir Richmond, therefore, having 
written to (leneral Pollock for a brigade to meet us, hurried us on by 
forced marches of twenty-five and thirty miles per diem. Re-crosmg 
the Hajeeguk and Oonai Passes, we entered the beautiful valley of 
Maidan on the 20tb September, and as we approached the town of 
Kt^Ashroo, a body of English Dragoons and Native Cavalry came sod-* 

^nly upon our view, piqueted in some adjoining fields. 

“ All doubt was now at an end ; we were once more under the safe-- 
guard ot Brkish troops. Gtener^ Sale was there in person, and his S 
harmless at regaining his Icmg lost wife and daughter, can readily be (i 
imagined.

The mountain guns under Capt. Backhouse wound up the scene with a 
royal salute. 

‘‘On the following evening, we reached General Pollock’s camp at 
Cabnl, where the Horse Artillery guns uttered similar sornnk of public ^ 
exultation ; such was the history of our wonderful deliveranee. . Had 
Sala Mahomed Khan proved incorruptible, no effort of our army Codd 
have saved us, and in gaining over him and the Huzzareh chiefe, Mqdr 
Fottinger was mainly instrumental. To him and Sir R. Shakesp^ 
the h^hest praise is due. General Pollock also, I verily belike, did 
his best, and our efforts would have been oi small avail but fmr tid 
victorious march on Cabul. To him likewise we ought therefore to 
be grateful, but most of all to heaven.”

Being apprehensive that attempts would be made to intercept the pri- 
soners, I detached Major General Sir B. Sale, 
with the troops named in the margin on the 
1 9 th instant to the Arghundee Bass, and the 
circumstance proved fortunate, as a delay of 
twenty-four hours would have enabled Sultmi 
Jan, who was in pursuit, to overtake our peo- 
ple. I am happy to state, that the whcde who 
were in confinement, (as per subjoined Roll,) 
wfth the excepticm of Captain Bygrave, who is with Mahomed Akbar, 
arrived in my Camp yesterday evening. 

" I cannot conclude, without recording my opinion, that to Khan 
Sfaemeen Khan and Mohun Lai, may be attributed the safety of the 
Ftistmers, and I have reason to believe, the Chief of the Kuzzilbashes to 
be a stedfast adherent to the British Government.

pathway) and dispersed the fugitives by its effective fire. Our reserve 
was now established on the lower heights, and the whole of the place) 
filled with property of every description, much of it plundered from om* 
army in 1841, was in the hands of our force ; two guns, Innas fidd 
pieces, were also taken, and one of them was seized with such 
titude, that its captor.

CASUALTIES AT ISTALIF. 


From Major McCaskill, K. H., Commanding Infantry Division, to 
Coftdm PoNsoiTBT, Assistant Adjutant General, Camp KJavaja RuseatH, 
6th October, 1842. 

“ Sib, — troops entrusted to my charge for a special service in the 
Kcdnstan, having pitched their tents at this place prevkmsly to retumiog 
to their respective encampments, 1 take this opportunity of requeuing 
you to solicit the atten&>n (d Major General Pollock, C. B., to smae 
points, which, in the hurry of our active cq>erations, I had neglected to 
dwell upon. I have already intimated, that Brigadier Stacy’s report of 
tiie part home by his brigade in the capture of Istalif, on the 29^ 
mo, did not reach me till the 2d instant. It will ever be matter ai regg^ 
ti^me, if this incidental delay should prevent the merits of some of 
Officers and troops under me, being prominently brought to the not^ 
of the Ri^it Hon*ble the Governor General, and His Ezcellenqr tifs 
C(a|piiiander-in-Chief. The brunt of the action certainly fell on the hi- 
fsamy corps and sappers of Brigadier Tnlloch's brigade ; but the cr^t 
oi traming the enemy’s extreme li^t ; of allowing him no rrapite or 
breathing time on that line ; of aiding in completing the capture t^ 
town, itiien its possession was hotly disputed ^m behind tim walls, and 
from the tops of houses, from court yards and in win£ng mreets Iniafi 
on steep decfivities, is due to the regiment under Brigadier Stacy. My 
commendationB have been especially earned by Major G. Brotini nod 
H, M.’s diet raiment, for the share they took in these gallant effor^, 
and for the exemplary humanity displayed to the unfortunate fomfikn^df 
the vanquished. That corps was zealously emulated and supported 
tile 42d native infantry undm Major Claikson, and the 43d under-h^^iar 
Sanders, as Field Engineer, I ought to have remarked on the 
gnished gallantry, with which he accompanied the heads of columim m 
the advance of Brigadier Tulloch, against the gardens and town.

ed through the principal defile without asluft 
being fired. Previous to my departure ftom 
Cabool, I destroyed, with gunpowder, the 
grand bazar of tlmt city, called the Chahar 
Chuttah, built in the reign of Amngzebe, by 
the celebrated AH Murdan Khan, and whidi 
may be considered to have been the most 
ftequented part of Cabool, and knom as the 
grand emporium of this part of Central Asia. 
Hie remains of the late Envoy and Minister 
had been exposed to public insultin this bazar, 
and my motive in effecting its destruction, 
has been to impress upon the Affghans, thift 
their atrocious conduct towards a BiiHi^ 
functionary has not been suffered to 
witii impunity.”

'•■'‘'Sib, — I have the honor of addressing you, to report, for the in- 
fwiBation of Major General Pollock, C. B., that in consequence of the 
great deisy created by the captured guns, which it was necessary with ex- 
temne labor to drag atoost the whole vray from Kboord Cabool to Tezeen, 
CMfcaiteoaBt of the badness of the bullocks, and which work was performed 
in a most admirable manner by the men of Her 
Majesty’s 31st regiment, I did not enter the 
Halt Kotal Pass with the force under 
command, until late yesterday evening.

THE PURSUIT OF DOST MAHOMMED KHAN. 

By Major Outram, of the Bombay Army. 

The army of the Indus resumed its march tovrards Cabul, on the 30th 
July, leaving the Bombay Brigade to follow it with Shah Shooja-ool>Moolk, 
and hk contingent. On the Ist and 2d of August, we advanced two 
matches to Hyderzye, halting on the 3d to enable His Majesty to over- 
take us. 

Authentic accounts having here been received of the flight of the 
Ameer Dost Mahommed Khan towards Bamian, and the abandonment of 
his Artillery at Meidan, two thousand of the Shah’s Afighans, under Hadji 
Khan Kakur, or as he was officially styled, Nnsseer-ood-Dowlah,* were 
ordered to proceed in pursuit ; the under named British officers, with one 
hundred of our own Cavalry, regular and irregular, volunteering to ac- 
company the party under my orders, for the purpose of stimulating their 
exertions, and checking the commission of barbarities, in the event of the 
Ihgitive and his family hilling into our hands. Captain Wheeler, Major of 
Brigade, Bengal Cavalry Brigade ; Captain Backhouse, M. B. Bengal 
Artery Brigade; Captain Troup, M. B. Shah’s Contingent; Captain 
Christie, Commanding Regiment Shah's Cavalry ; Captain Lawrence, Bengal

THE ESCAPE OF DOST MAHOMMED KHAN. 

- Sth Aogast. WhUst in the act of mounting our horses at break of day, 
hsinnamtion was brought in that Dost Mahommed Khan, instead of halting 
yesterday at Bamian, as from the reiterated assuranees of Hadji Khan we 
hud been led to anticipate, had on the contrary passed through that place 
hi &e forenoon; and his family having previously been sent on, had 
Mauedf pushed forward at once to Akrabad, another march in advance. 

BuHming he was to be at Sygan, tweuty-five or thirty miles fhrther, 
da fte verge of the Shah’s territory; and to-night at Kamurdnnda, under 
Ale proteetion of the “ Waly,” an independent Usbec Chieftain, who is at 
immty with Shah Shooja-0(d-Moolk. Upon reenving this intelligmiee, I 
iafbmied Nusser-ood-Dowlah, that should it prove to be correct, he should 
kBSwep with his head for the escape of the Ameer Dost Mahommed Khan. 
■•Artiving at Bamian, twelve miles in advance, we there found about 
sevwity horsemen who had shortly before been d is mis sed by the Ameer ; 
and’ttey, as well as two spies belonging to the mission, wImhb we also 
fbttnd, etmfirm the information received this morning, together with all 
^iC'had previously been reported to us respecting the strength of his 
etikfrt. They also state, that the young Prince is now sufficiently recover- 
ed to be aUe to exchange the litter in which he has hitherto travelled, for 
fie of an |g«pbant.

1 replied that although 1 shoirid 
not have regretted his departure, it was perhaps well for himself that Iw 
had altered his mind ; adding, that I now suspected he had never forwarded 
any letter whatever to the adherents of Dost Mahommed Khan, iwmnch 
as fbur days were amply sufficient to have put ns in possmsion of a reply ; 
and I concluded by informing him, that unless an answer should be receiv- 
ed' hy noon of the following day, it was my intention to return to the 
hhah, having received from himself no assistance whatever towards pro- 
visioning my men, notwithstanding that 1 was well informed of his having 
)#yied from the district, on his own account, one hundred sheep, and seven 
turwars of grain. I then addressed to the Envoy and Minister, the follow- 
ing letter ; — 

. Bamian, lltA Augmt, 1839. 

" ' Sib, — On my arrival at this place on the 9th instant, I had the bmmr 
to' address you with informa^n, that the Ameer Dost Mahommed Khmi 
had escaped beyond the frontier; expressing at the same time my inten- 
^tt'to await the result of a letter that had been addressed to his adherents 
' Nusseer-ood-Dowlah, myself, and others, or the receipt of farther or- 
'ieti from yourselC 

' “The accompanying extracts from my journal will explain to yon, the 
cfrriamstances under which 1 have been compelled to resolve on returning 
from Bamian to-morrow, at mid-day, unless supplies, reinforcements, or 
orders to the contrary, shall be received by that time ; when, having cmn- 
^eted three days at this place, a sufficient period will have elapsed to ad- 
i^t of an answer arriving firom the adherents of Dost Mahommed Khan, 
''is the letter addressed to them on the 8th instant, if it ever was really 
de^tched by Hadji Khan Kakor, which I have now reason to donbt. 

"Ton will regret to observe, that the conduct of Nusseer-ood HeiA^if 
^nSt criMnal, has been most blameable, throughout; his bndcwuiMss 
'baring frvored the esctqie of the Ameer Dost Mahommed Kha% when 
'^ptnire vtas inevitable, had the Khan pushed on, as he naght have d^m,

"It will be semt from the diary, that the fhgitive might have been over-

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12th. Retraced our steps at mid-day, twelve miles to the village sit»^‘4 
ated at the foot of Knlloo Pass, our route following the channel of a stceasp;.:

Marched again at day break, the ascent of the Pass occupyiJII^' 
two and a half, and the descent, one and a half hours. Halted at the ftx^' 
of the Hajee Guk Pass, after being in the saddle five and a quarter hpmnl%?£ 
the dfotance we estimated to be twelve miles.

14th. During last night the water in our wash-hand basins was frtPr^' 
zen over. Marched to within a short distance of Gurdan Dewal, Ov^ai' 
good horse road. An easy ascent of about half a mile leads to Hie toprOf » 
the Hqjee Guk Pass, on the summit of whidi we found the pods froaen. 
Thmice the path descends down the bed of a stream the whole way to the . ' 
Hdmimd river, on which Gurdan Dewal is situated. We were five ai^ a 
haUf hours in the saddle, and estimated the distaime at mgbtemi or mi^ 
tWB miles. , ‘ . 

IdHi. To l&H-Qinahma, nominally the source of the Cdml rivfTf 
we had in mtfty followed a rivulet for ten miles before reaching 
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copious springs ^hich here unite irith it. Five honis in the saddle. 
Estimated distance seventeen or eighteen miles, the first five or six leading 
over numerous steep stony ascents and declivities to the summit of a Pass, 
the name of which has escaped me — and thence descending the vriiole 
way through a narrow valley. 

16th. Kot-i-Ashroo. Five hours, seventeen miles; the road being a 
continuation of the same valley, which widens and terminates at Meidan. 

I7th. Over the Oomje Pass to Cafaul, six hours. The path easy, and not 
very steep, and the estimated distance twenty miles. 

19th- Nnsseer-ood-Dowlah arrested by order of the King on a charge of 
treiBiHi, and for having favored the escape of Dost Mahommed Khan : — 
undeniable proofs against him having now been obtained, in addition to 
the palpable obstacles which he threw in the way of our pursuit Of the 
fttgitive, and his personal refusal to advance when the Ameer was known 
to be within our reach. * 

I here take leave of Hadji Khan Kaknr, but the reader will find his early 
history in a paper by Mr. Masson, in the Transactions of the Bombay 
Geographical Society for May last. 

From what I personally gathered, it appears that he commenced life in 
the hnmUe capacity of a melon vender, and raised himself to the highest 
RBsk by cunning and enterprise, though, strange to say, invariably chang- 
ing sides when his interest prompted him to do so. Having deserted 
Dost Mahommed Khan to join the Candahar Sirdars, he idiandoned the 
latter on our approach to that city, thus forcing them to fly without 
striking a blow. For this service Shah Shooja ennobled him by tiie titie 
of "lfiUseaHK>d-Dowlah,” and conferred on him a jsghire of three lacs of 
Bu|Mes annually, in the vain hope of purchasing his fidelity ; but it has 
now transpired, that he had actually leagued himself with others to attack 
thfr Kmg on any chwnge of fortune, and with this view had stood aloof 
witit>hiB until the day after Ghuxni fell, when he presented him- 

sdf with the most lavish professions of devotion. Again, he was entrusted 
whh the pursuit of Dost Mahommed Khan, it being naturally supposed 
tia* he was too deeply committed against that Chief, to admit of a peer 
siMlity of their coelition, but he was nevertheless engaged in a coneqwa> 
dace with during the whole proceeding, and the result has heea 
shewn in the foregoing pag^ It is now only necessary to add, that he is 
a fliate prisoner at Chunar.

April 20th — At the requisition of the political agent I despatched ^

100 men of the Beelooch Levy, under Lientenant Vardon, and l!rom ttMWe 
to proceed S. E., in the direction of the hills, to try and surprise a p*>^ 
(Mpore Bogties. The Chuppao failed, in consequence of treacheiry in ^ 
guide. The sufferings of the party, from the hea^ and want of wafer, 
when eroasing tiie desert on their return, went bqrund any 
ddmMe.' -The a^oodi Levy alone, left 25 men tMAiad^ 3 
died. 
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27th.— Received an express from the brigade in^or, diieetii^ me, in con- 
sequence of Erskine’s sickness, to order the guns back to Lehree, «"d pro- 
ceed wiA the cavalry and infantry alone to Kahun. Dr. Glasse joined 
to-day. 

29th. — This morning I received such strong reports of the intention of 
the Murrees to oppose ns at the Pass of Nufoosk, and again in the Fort, 
that I immediately, on my own responsibility, made a requisition on Lehree, 
f(M one of the guns to be sent back under a native officer. Having been 
before over the hills, with the detachment under the late Mqjor Billamore, 
I knew the almost utter impossibility, if opposed, of gptting my convoy up 
safe without artillery.* Erskine having somewhat recover^ from the 
fever, came himself with the gun. 

May 2d. — There being some dispute about finding the Patans in provisi- 
their way up, and not myself thinking they would be of much use to 
having been present in November 1839, when they turned their backs 
the enemy, without drawing a sword, I at once ordered them back to 
feeir quarters, and the commissariat having reported the four months’ sup- 
riy being all ready, I this morning commenced my march into the hills, 
^ving behind 1 gun and SO horse. 

Marched 6 miles into the hills direct east ; the last 4 miles very heavy 
fee guns, being nothing but the bed of a dry river, with deep sand and 
pebbles. Encamped dose to a delicious stream of water. Wood and grass 
. were in abundance, but the heat between the rocks was excessive. j£n- 
sign Taylor became too sick .to proceed, and returned to head quarters, 
leaving only one officer (myself,) in chat^e of 3 companies. 

. 3rd. — Marched on 8 miles, starting at 2 a. m. and arriving at 7. Road 
fpiy heavy, encamped in bed of river. Forage abundant. Sulphur rocks 
tsbse by. This was the hottest day 1 ever remember to have felt in India; 
ii^e thermometer rising to 116<>, with a hot wind like a furnace blowing. 

4th. — Marched on 7 miles, not getting over more than a mile an hour, 
t|w road being so heavy. Water nearly the whole way, which was most 
^ip^tabl^ as the hot wind of yesterday continued during the whole night, 
^r^mamping ground as yesterday. * 

.. 0th. — Marched on 6 miles, the wheels of the gun and waggon becpm^ 
ti^ety from the stony state of the road, lightened them by loaffi^ the 
Wtrawaifron boxes on camels. A sepoy died here from the ^focts of the 
iPB^&icamping ground as yesterday. 

. Ith. — Marked on 12 miles, 5 along the bed of the river, then over some

Clarke and mysdf 
having remained in the rear, to try and bring on some of the bags dropped, 
ve' received some special marks of their favor. One Beloochee appeared 
to’be a particularly good shot, for be managed to wonnd (slightly) Clarke 
and his servant, — and a havildar, standing close by, was only saved by the 
hsB lodging in a small Mussuck he had slung on his shoulder. We were 
cMiged to put up with this annovamm.for some time, being too anxious 
&f%et my convoy safe to Kahnn, to iflnik of returning up the hill to at- 
fiuk these people. The cattle were almost dying for want of water. By 
2>. V. we got gnns and all safe to the bottom, only leaving two bags be- 
hind, and encamped for an hour in a nnlla, clear of the hill. At 5 r. w. 
iMdred on Kahun, distant 5 miles, over a fine level plain, reaching it at 
1, and finding it completely deserted, and the gates removed. Thus end- 
ed ^is arduous and trying march. The difficulties we encountered iimm 
Ike nature of the road, being entirely through beds of rivers, and over 
kiUa, and the want of water at the latter, were great indeed. The heat was 
ek^tassive, and as the bollocks refused to put their shoulder to the coHar, 
ksbour of getting the guns over the hills, fell entirely on the sepoys. 
The ednvoy often stretched for 2 miles, therefore te properly guard it on all 
sides was out of the question; but through the strenuous exertions of 
Oifi6ers and men, all was got up safe, without loss or dami^e. Encamped 
udder the walls of the fort for the night, all bands being completely done 
iq>. It was a delightful sight to see the camels and bullocks rushing to the 
rim. 1 thought they never would have stopped drinking. 

Vdmn is a large, irregnlar sexangular walled town, 900 yards in 
ehimmferenee, with 6 bastions and one gate-way. The walls are about 
iKihethigb, but so thin in some places, that they are seen through half my 
doUlL ' There is no ditch, but a tank in front of the gate- way, whi^ tta 
ailKr'a heavy Ml of rain< The houses inside are in very Mr dldcsr, 
tKiy>'ptiBeipa])y belong to the Banyans, the Murrees (with tibe excep- 
tkta (rf-the cdtief, his brother, and a few followers,) inhabiting the plains 
miMde building mat huts in the summer, and retirmg to the nmtow 
nsasa -Ott the Ulls in the cold wither. The plam on whfeh Kahun is 
about 15 miles long and 6 broad. Ihe air is very pure, and 
bait not nearly so great as it is in the plains. 

t 1 got the detachment into the fort during the day, and found the 

baf^cus desticoyed, smne still smoking. A sepoy stirolling 
t04rltbo^ Ids arras, was inti ^wn within 500 yards of the fort, mi 
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hislMad severed from his body. ClMke, with 20 horsemen, had a lout dkaiej 
after the enemy, but could not touch thmn. Howerm-, he s«mt in infansa^J^ 
tion of some grain, still standing, and 1 sent oat a party and seemlA ^’ 
50 camel-loads of wheat, in stalk. The party also found the gateiAjiil;?^ 
the fort in a field about two miles off. J 

13th.— During the night, the Beloochees cMnmenced burning thesshalfi' 
they could not carry away in the day time, so I sent out anofter^prt^,;^ 
uul secured 50 more camel-loa^ I commenced clearing out the large 
into which the Beloochees had thrown large logs of timb», aadsofipfl 
kinds of lumber. An unfortunate dooly-walla was smothered w |pi( 
down to fasten on a rope. 

14th.— I was busy all day in repairing bastions and putting up thesgltft^

We were husy.^ day 
t^rengthening oar post, the detachment being now reduced, in eonse- 
quence of this unfortunate aftair, to 140 bayonets and one gun, rather 
too few to man 900 yards of walls. I got the gun on the bastion next , to 
tltogate>-way. 

r IStii. — About -sixty horsemen passed coolly round the fort, at a hand- 
gallop, waving their swords, giving us much abuse, but taking very good 
care to keep well out of range of musket-shot, also from the gun side. ' 
it-iriered ISO rupees to any man (follower) in the fort, to take a tapaul 
down to the plains, but none would venture. 

.19th and ^th — All hands during these two days wmre employed in re- 
pairing bastions, etc. 

SIst.— A eossid came in this morning with a note from Lieutenant Var- 
don, containing the most melancholy intelligence of poor Clarke’s death, and 
die defeat of his party. It would appear that they had got as far as the bot- 
tom of the Surtoff mountain, 13 miles from Kahun, when the Mnrrees were 
seen assmnbled in large numbers at the top. Clarke, after placing his 
convoy, and part of his infantry, to the best advantage round his convoy, 
proceeded a little way up the hill, with about 30 infantry, to attar^ the 
aost forward of them, and after fighting most gallantly for two hours, 
dw ammunition being all gone, he with the rest of the men who were 
aidi him, were all killed. Clarke himself killed two of the Beloo- 
dkees with his own hand, and a third he seized round the waist, d as h i n g 
hte to the ground. He was then seen to stagger, as if wounded, and 
. WHIm ^ the Beloochees on another part of the hill, seeing a bugler, Clarke 
Ul^ient down, bringing up ammunition, called out “ Now charge them, 
n^We out of cartridges 1” They did, and every man felL The Beloochees 
tten feu on the convoy. The horsemen made for Poolajee at speed, and 
the rest of our unfortunate sepoys were all massacred, save one bavildar 
nd 11 privates. The number of Seloocbees present, appears, from aU 
i^bbdnts, to have been 2,000. The loss they suffered is unknown, and 
ever wiU be. They only acknowledge to 25. They secured every earned 
Mik etc. 

''^eor Clarke ! Although having only known him for 8 or 9 moa^m, atiH 
it’ltas during scenes when months become years, and fiiendship becomes 
ifrh and lasting. We first met in November 1839, when he Joined a field 
d^idunent (of wbkb 1 was staff-officer) proceeding against the Beloochees 
Ktteto — mu Be at this time commanded 150 of the Scinde irregular 
ki»b(k Ftom the day he joined, he was the life and sonl of the party, and, 
tMeug^ a stranger to most of us, soon gained the esteem of aU. Before 
he in^ed, the country nound had been subject to almost daily plundering, 
tttioisiaatically fond of his {wofession, more particularly of his new com- 
anad, the hone, he sought d«^ and hourly opportunities of distingu^- 
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He waa m Hie opisioa of all, the " beau ideal” of 8iiin!^«iiW: £ 
hffiwewan Brave and daring bimaelf to a de^ee, he aoon inspiiediAje 
men with the same gfHrit — men, who were before almost a perfect *

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SIst — Despstdtied a eossid on retnrn to tlie plans; and knowing tiie 
‘ ninety tiiat would be felt regarding not only onr present bnt future ftte, 
repwted to Brigadier Stevenson, my baring still four months' snp^y of 
'provisions left, and that I would do my utmost to hold the fort. 

' 24th. — Thinking there was not much chance of another convoy coming 
igp ,- 1 took a strict account of the provisions, putting the men on half 
rations. All hands were busy strengthening the fort. I divided the detach- 
.'ment into four divisions, giving each a side to defend, and was obliged to 
luittg evmry man* on duty at night for fear of a surprise. From this to 
itiie 27th, we were busy clearing the ground of every thing in the shape of 
ftrees or shrubs for 200 yards round the fort outside. 

',;27th. — An express from Lieutenant Loch arrived to-day, saying, he was 
• MfMBoiDg up with 200 horse, to see what had become of us, and to open 
Ite eommunication. Sent back the eossid immediately to tell him on no 
iiaeconut to attempt it, as, if defended, he could never force the Nuffoosk 
iiFMH, particularly with horse. 

28tb.— This morning, when the foraging party were out, some horsemen 
were seen prowling about the bed of the river. The "assemUy” was 
taaonded, and some seven or eight horsemen, more bold than the rest,' 
iieame within long musket-range, and a sepoy shot one. They then moved 
.iaff at speed, Erskine getting a long shot and killing another, 
iarfifttb, 30th, and 31st. — Busy cleaning out tank, which had become most 
laAensive, and also commenced digging deep trenches along the foot Of the 
c%alls inside, planting sharp-pointed stakes in them : pulled down all houses 
{titaadiing the w^s, to prevent the enemy landing, should they succeed 

mounting the walls in overwhelming numbers. This gave them a drop- 
leap of 25 feet on to a body of stakes. 

June 3rd. — Heard that the old chief Dadab had tried all in his power to 
prevent his tribe attacking Garke's party, and that on their leaving for 
tiiat purpose, exclaimed — “ Ah ! there you go, seUing your country for 
■ dW camels.” The Beloochees are on the move in every direction, but 
i'&ie^g at a respectful distance: 1 am prevented, in consequence, fotmi

7th, 8th, and 9th.— Nothing new stirring, and working parties are 
e^ strengthraing an old inner fort, which, in case of our being hard puahedpt-^ 
will contain all the supplies, and two wells out of the thirty. The Banylflifr 
employed in filling all the empty grain bam^ith sand. Lascars busy ett# 
ting good stout clubs for all the foUowers. Tcommenced bringing the 
ter on duty at n^ht, as look-out-men, a fourth part of them being attaiM^ >i 
ed to each dirision. ' The enemy are getting more harassing daily, 
at every man who appears 200 yards from the walls. 1 finished the 
bastion on the opposite fort for a gun. We can now ply it firom Ixrth 
having a good road made from one bastion to the other. 

Coasidi came in this morning, brining intelligence of the Mdrilwi' 
arid Bodgtees having agreed to stand by each other, and attack the 
the approaching dark nights, with their whole force. I got the front of i- 
gate-way well palisaded; frrom this to the 2Sth nothing new, all worid^' ^ 
at the defences most cheerfully, and every man seeming to think thttt 
safety of the whole depends on his individual bravery. Treat sepoys IdtwK.’, 
ly, and I do not think they will ever fail at the push. Nearly fottrttlilfe 
years of uninterrupted regimental duty I think, entitles me to givh 
opinion on this point, and that before formed, is now fhlly confirmed; 

25th. — An old acquaintance of mine. Sheer Beg Boogtee, whot 
acted as guide to us through these hills last year, paid me a visit, f 
had the means of shewing him some kindness. During the campiM iP 
he had been taken prisoner, and plundered of many head of cattle;

Me also says, he saw the 
burttri^^ih amongst them, knocking over three, and'ffis]ietsiBg 
I had an* oflparittiUrity this morning of promoting two s^ioys Ibr 
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They were out catling forage near the fort, with some 8 or 10 camd-men, 
when about 20 Beloocbees rode at speed at them. Instead of miming for it, 
the two sepoys coolly stood still, and fired Into their faces, wounding one 
of them. This was quite sufficient for the Beloocbees, who turned and 
fled. Had the sepoys retreated under the walls, the camel-men must have 
been cut up. This morning was full of adventures. We nearly lost 
Hie only sheep we had leftnslhe Beloocbees got between them and the 
fwrt, but were too eager tolpt up the camel-men, to see them. They 
would have been a sad loss to us, for not another could we get. 

SOth.— I let loose the old spy to-day, tired of keeping him any longer ; 
besides we have neither guards nor food to waste on sueh kind of people. 
Hem quite wekpme to report to the enemy all he has seen, which is but 
little. 

,Jnly 3d.— Sheer Beg again made his appearance agreeably to promise, 
temgiag with him 45 sheep and goats, a most welcome supply, as we were 
almost reduced to the last goat. The sepoys not having tasted any meat 
for two months, highly enjoyed the treat. He tells os, that it is the Mur- 
mes’ intention to attack the fort on the night of the 6th instant, when the 
noon goes down, with 50 scaling ladders ; their Syud having persuaded 
that our leaden bullets will not kill, in proof which he had a bullock 
placed 100 yards off and had 300 bullets (taken from Clarke’s party) fired 
■t H, without effect 1 This story frightened my naib (a Belooch) so that he 
came to me with a most serious face, and begged that I would procure iron 
haUets for the two first rounds, and that, then the Beloocbees would run 
a^ray. These Murrees seem to have a great name amongst the other 
tiib^ 

7th.— An express arrived from Captain Bean at Quetta, offering me as- 
sistance, and regretting the position in which 1 was placed. The same 
post also brought a letter from the Political Agent at Shikarpoor, to say, it 
was intended to act on the defensive until the season opens. Fifty Be- 
loockee horsemen kicked up a great dust this afternoon. Erskine empti- 
ed three of their saddles. They had been snugly hid all day in the riv«t, 
ready to cut off uiy parties who ventured outside. 

9th. — We are getting used to the Beloocbees’ visits. Indeed, weture 
ghid of anytiuag in the shape of .excitement to change the numptonc^ life 
we .are kiting. Unfortunately we can not afford to expend mwffi gun am- 
mtmition ; we can therefore only take a shot occasionally, which is ^ways 
^ppuiee of great amusement to all in the fort, particularly when it fella in 
anmngst the Beloocbees, who retaliate by heaping abuse on ns, as they 
scamper off Shew Beg came again to-day, bringing a few chillies and 
su|^^, § 0 ^ which he obtained enormous prices.

The same daily 
routine of duty, with generally a “ fall” of rain in every twelve hours. I 
am laid up with fever, and prevented writing.* 

August 6th — The men still continne very sickly, 33 in hospital with fevwr. 
Cdasse is very unwell, and unable to leave his bed. We are out of the 
most useful medidnes, and hot water is the order of the day, and found to 
be a very good substitute, bong of a very purgative nature. I made a 
kiad of truce with a Murree chief, called Hybutt Khan, who acknowledg- 
ed himsdf the owner of most of the flocks grazing around, also of some of 
the land now being cultivated. He told us to look out for Lall Khan and 
anae ISO of his people, a day or two hence. 

. 7Hk. — ^The Beloochees are on the “gui vine,” and fired two shots at us, 
as we were walking in front of the gate-way. Hybutt Khan wants 40 
n^pees to take our tapanl to Lehree. He is evidently a doubtful charac- 
ter, mid thinks to take us in, and has refused to sell ns one sheep. 

8th. — Had a slight skirmish this morning with Beloochees. When taking 
our walk, some Beloochees appeared about the nulla, evidently up to mis- 
diiefi We enticed them out with a few men, when 50 or 60 of them iaa- 
mediately sprung up, and a little file-firing commenced. 1 withdrew the 
pMty to allow Krskine to have a shot, which fell into the midst of thess, 
whether with any damage or not, we know not, the jungle being so thick ; 
however they immediately bolted at their best pace.f 

8th. — The Beloochees are up to some mischief at the Nufoosk Pass, and 
are going up there in small bodies of 20 and 30, destroying the road up, I 
swqfiect 

lOdi. — For the last four or five days the flocks have been coming closer 
and closer to the walls, eating up what little grass there was left, 1 had 
warned Hybutt Khan of this three or four times, and had also offered to 
puMhase 100 at his own price, but he declared 1 should not have one. 
EeAine and myself had finished the last but one, of those we procured from 
oU Sieer We have both excellent appetites, although shut up in a

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17th. — Two Beloochees disarmed a sepoy most beautiAilly to-day. He 
was sittoig down, and had placed his musket mid pouch-bos a little on 
one side. The two Beloochees dashed up at speed, dismounted, picked up 
the musket, etc. before the sepoy could jump up, and went off, waving their 
booty in triumph. A sharp touch of an earthquake to-day. 

18th. — A little skirmish with the Beloochees outside. We tried to draw 
Biem on towards the fort, blit failed. 

20th.— Six Beloochees made a dash around the fort on a plundering expe- 
dition, and captured three Banyan’s donkeys. The same animals have now 
been stolen and re-captured three different times. 

2lBt. — Received amessage from Dodah’s brother, to take care of ourselves, 
as the whole body of them would assemble ten days* hence, and put us all 
to the sword. 

24th. — Another cossid arrived to-day, bringing the welcome intelligence 
of the convoy being actually on their march up, with a reduced detachment 
—having 1^ behind detachment 40th — all but the light company 2d grena- 
diers, uid one gun. To describe the joy of all hands, on my immediately 
giving out this news, is impossible. Those only who have suffered a four 
months’ imprisonment, with the addition of never lying down to sleep with- 
out a chance of having to turn out for an attack, can conceive it. 

28th.— Received the following amusing information from Hybutt Khan : 
— " About two months ago, their Syud, in whom they place great faith, hav- 
ing agreed to render our guns and muskets harmless, the whole of the tribe 
under Lall Khant and Dulleel Khan, assembled to attack the fort. In the 
mean time, they got information from one of our cossid spies that we were 
at work from morning till night, and had built up two extra forts inside, and 
had also dug a well under the gateway. Upon hearing this, the Syud had 
a most convenient dream ; declared he would have nothing to do with 
the business, and strongly recommended no attack. On this the tribe, 
immediately broke up”. This agrees with the report mentioned on the 3d 
July. Hybutt also told us, that the Murrees are now! assembled to the 
number of 3000, behind the hill N. E. of the fort; and that they intend to 
have three fights vriHi the coming convoy, for the honor of their land : 1st, 
tA Oe Pass of Nuffoosk,— 2nd, where they now are,— and then, if beaten by 
us in both, to fall back on Meer Hadjee’s fort of Barkee, where Uiey wiU 
fi(^t to the last.

voy coming reimd fbe Beeynih zoa^ thinkii^ they had found 
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teats about half way up the hill, up and down whidi batchea of loaded 
and unloaded camels are going. I suppose the convoy must have dropped 
some of their baggage and stores in the burry of their departure. About 
12 o’clock much firing commenced, and continued, with intervals, until 2 
r. H. From the sound, it would appear the convoy had fallen back in the di- 
rection of the Deeyrah road, some 20 miles. Cannot now expect to see thmn 
for tile next six or seven days. How tantalizing, when they were so close. 
Not a drop of spirits, a cheroot, or a cup of tea left ; nor have we, indeed, 
tasted any for some time. The sepoys are very weak from short rations; 
there are only six bi^ of floor left. A bad look-out. Cannot help thinking 
of our having got our convoy over so snugly in May, when we had only a 
ftird of the number of the present convoy. 

3rd. — Still in suspense. No communication from outside, but all are on 
tiie look-out, particularly at night. Upwards of 100 loaded camels are 
going across the plain, being some distance off Whether these are horses 
or camels cannot be clearly ascertained without a glass. I persuaded the 
people in the fort that they were the former, although the sepoys made 
the shrewd remark, that they never saw horsemen look so large, or go itiong 
one idUr the other, so regularly. About 20 horsemen, with 8 or 10 spare 
hones came down from the hill to water near the fort. This looks as if 
the owners of the latter had been killed. Two bodies are carried across the 
piiun on eharjMyi with a kind of funeral party following them. 1 suppose 
they are two ebiefr. At 3 r. v. saw a large body of Beloochees pitching 
asort of camp within l^mile of the fort. There is no mistaking our sepoys 
tents, also one officer’s tent — five of the former and one of the latter, exactly 
the number they took from Clarke’s party. I trust they are those only, but 
appnurances are ve^y suspicious. Just as it was getting dark, we saw the 
whole body assembled in one dense mass, in front of their tents. 1 warn- 
ed all hands to keep a bright look-out when the moon goes down. 

4th.— To-day some horsemen came and informed ns “ that they bad cut up 
our convoy, taken the guns, and all the stores and supplies, and bad kill- 
ed all the Sahib-log, excqit three, who were prisoners in their camp.” In 
proof of whudi assertion, they offered to show the guns to any person I 
.chose to send, who could also bring a chit from the prisoners. This offer, 
however, I refused, firmly believing the report to be altogether untrue. Hid 
made with a view of getting hold of one of my people for information. 
They also said, that if I would leave the fort and go to the plains, they 
wonld not molest me. We had a very heavy fall of rain about 4 r. n. 
More ttmt» are springing up in tbe Murree camp. About 300 Bdoochees 
are seated on a rising ground on our fiank, and I have great amnsemrat 
in waiidiing tiieir moyements. Having a good (dass, we could almost see 
fatio tiidr very tente. 

' Sfk.—A person came under the fort calling out, wishing to give us the 
mtivsi bttt we had already quite enough of these people’s stories, so seat 
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a bullet OP two after him, to hurry his departure. All in the fort ale' 
sadly perplexed to know what to think of a&irs. Beloochees are on 
more in every direction — 1 00 passed this morning in the Deeyrah direc(iMb< 
the road from which we are expecting the convoy. The Bdooehees in' 
not seem in good spirits, not like men who have destroyed a huge., 
convoy; there has evidently been mischief somewhere. A storm ociaitNil 
about 4 o’clock, which, to our great delight, blew down all the BelooekeV 
tmits ; they, however, soon had them up again. 

etii. — No grain is left for camels or bullocks, and little or no forage— 
most take their chance, poor creatures. Nothing is now left but a 
bags of rice and three or four of flour ; ten bags of the latter, whidi wMI W 
thrown aside as being half sand, now came into use, and were grMd% ^ 
fcvoniedbythea^oys. A camel-man shot himself, being detected m a 
7th.— I half expected, on taking a look at the Beloochee camp flHt 
morning; to find them all decamped ; but a sad reverse met our ai|p| i*'

are placed on a piece of rising ground on one flank of their camp, 
mnssles pointed toward the fort. What can have become of Miyor 
bom and his convoy? Many ofScers and men must have lost tl^fr 
before they gave up the guns. There is no doubt now that smmittMl 
most disastrous must have occurred, and we must prepare for thw 
The sepoys keep up their spirits amazingly well, not the slightest si|p ^

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situation is rather perilous. Luckily they cannot see the guns wiA’&s 
naked eye, on account of the jungle. There are chances in our fn'Mt./i 
yet, — that the guns will not be of much use to them. 1st, 'They m^M / 
^iked; 2ndly, they may have no ammunition; an^ lastly, they kaww 
not how to load or fire them. Luckily they are howibmrs instead of Add 
pieces. Ten a. u. all the Beloochees are assembled round the gims, Sid 
peej^ng into their muzzles, — quite playthings to them. 

Sfli. — Small parties of horsemen are prowling all round the fort, watd^ 
ing ns, I suppose, knowing we must soon take to flight for want of pwvt 
sions. They need not be in such a hurry, as we have stili soma imS 
and gun bullocks left. ' ' A' 

9th. — Loaded camels are still going amross the plain. The Beloochees aW - ^ 
mounted on artillery horses. There is no mistaking them, from their aia^ J 
and their having blinkers on ; which they were determined should not eie^^ | 
our sight, as they galloped up and down in front of the fort for an hour. 

10. — Our old friend Sheer Bheg came in this morning, but in st^ a saa“ A 
pidons manner, that I put him prisoner. He tells ns the BdoocheeiepOd 
having destroyed our convoy is all true.

lath. — I saw a very pleasing sight this morning ; nothing more or less 
dian Ihe Murrees moving away the guns. They appear to be taking th^ 
to pieces, and away. This looks very much like a bolt on their part. Per- 
haps they have got intelligence of another convoy coming up. The Be- 
loodbees are rather quiet, and allowed two camelmen to loot them of three 
mares oat grazing. One hundred and sixty killed and badly wounded, will 
make a hole in their tribe. 

13th. — About 1 A. M. there was great noise and many fires in the di- 
le^don of the Murree camp. At day-light not a single tent to be seen, 
Imt loaded camels going off by dozens. The Murrees are all off and 
OUT eyes are no longer made sore by the sight of the convoy’s guns. 
Every one is delighted beyond measure — this is quite a reprieve. 

14th. — Sent off Sheer Bheg with a message to Major Clibbom, to say we 
were all well in the fort. This is the first opportunity that has offered 
of sending anything in the shape of a letter since the 26th ultimo. We 
captured two camels this morning with the C. D. mark fresh upon them, and 
there is no doubt from whence they came! I feel the want of a drop 
<ff spirits or a cup of tea most sadly, when keeping watch at night. Water 
(ud such water too !) is but cold comfort. • 

17th. — About 12 o’clock last night a cossid arrived with an ofScial letter 
from the Brigade Major at Sukkur, informing us of the fiill particnlars of 
Major Clibbom’s disaster, and leaving me to my own resources, it being 
fenud impossible to send me any further relief Well, this decides the 
matter at once. The number of sick, and the weakly state of the rest of 
the detachment give little chance of escape by a night march, and I do not 
suppose the Murrees will agree to any terms I may offer. We put 
the best fiuie we could on the matter, and on making a calculation, find we 
can last ont nntil the 15th October on quarter rations, and the gun bnl- 
lodis. We decided on holding out, unless we get honorable terms. Perhaps 
something will turn up in the mean time, and if it come to the wrars^ we 
must try and make our way down to the plains. Replied to the Bugade 
Miyor, but, in conformity with my decision, did not allow the cosrid 
to enter into the fort, knowing he would not have the mdat chemrii^ news 
for Uie people inside. The sepoys are in excellent spirits, although 
wdl aware that there is some mischief in the wind. From this to the 22d 
hutant^ nothing extraordinary occurred. 

23rd.— Sheer Bh^ return^ from the plains to-day, bat without any 
reply to my letter, having had it taken from him. He tells me that 
** JDodMi amit twice to him, immediately after the fight, knowing he hid 
aeecaa to Be fiat, tp say, he ahonld be happy to make any terms with 
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me, as long as 1 would leave his fort, and that he had sent 
to me, but that I would not listen to them, firing upon and 
away.” The Beloochee who came on the 5th, and whom we treiM^ 
roughly, must have been one of these peaceable messengas ! 
seems an opening for obtmning fovourable terms, particularly 
Oodah has made the first advances ; and knowing the imp 
bedding the poet much longer for want of supplies, I opened a coWBMMtfl 
with the ehie( Shear Bh^ and my naib being the bourma.pCJ^ 
following ^poaal 

“ Dodah Mnrree, 1 will give yon back your fort on conditions, vis. 
yon ^ve me personal security for my safe arrival in the plains. Vifp 
I will remain here two months longer, having provisions for thid 
'Mth. — The dentation returned, informing me, that on rec^ig^l' 

^ wholc of the chle& had assembled together, aoCMIl^'' 
PPP eonsidttatum, took a solemn oath on the Koran, ithat if Jl7iv!||| 
leave the fort in three days, they would protect me from aU opposithm-^lMKS., 
to, the phuns; ending by saying that, “ whatever my wishes ware,.cibc^ 
be their law.” Two hours afterwards a eossid brought a letter firomXM^ 
himaelf, in answer to mine, containing an agreement on oath, to 
posal. He said, he would send his nephew to pay his respects.^ |||^^ 
and to see the agreement conformed to by all his people. ^ 

25th. — 1 replied to Oodah’s letter, to the effect, that 1 would givwi 
fort three days hence, on the above terms. I am surprized at their 
us off so easily, namely, simply to return to the plains without 
hindrance firom his people, on condition of giving np the fort, whkh jR f j ^ 
most well know we cannot hold a month longer. There is plenfy, ^ 

to snqpect treachery, but we must run the risk. This evening ' 

Khan came near the fort, and sent a message to say, that he feared to ' 



tore inside; that if 1 would meet him outside without my troopi^ he^Nptl^; 




ratify the agreement. Wishing at once to see whether it. waai 
“tiMehmy, or no treachery,” 1 agreed, and with Erskine and 
officers, met him about a mile from the fort. 1 never saw a man 
fright in ray life. Although he had 30 horsemen, armed to the teed^^d^^'ij 
there were only six of us, he retreated twice before he would ventnrnp^H^^ 
us. He thought, from our conung alone, there must be treachery ; ' 
some men were hidden somewhere. Evm after we had met, he hn| 
horse all ready dose by for a start. Down we all sat in a drele. A 
scene ; his followers appeared to be exceedingly well armed, and aUjSPN-t 
stout-built men. After compliments, etc. the nephew began to talk,vgtpiti. 
reasonably. He expressed a hope that "there would now be a.hisipB'js 
pepm bdween his tribe and the British. That they had only fough^h*‘4lfe^ 
Nidfeesk Pass to save their country, and their lives. That it was the jeas^ii' 
Hiey do, when they bad the fote of Bejah Khan starmg tbe^|h 
the foe% ;Q(^hiid imyer hilled any of our people after the W 
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tbat all the prisouers had been fed, clothed, and set firee.” He eonduded 
saying, that “ he should remain near the fort until vte left, to prerent any 
disturbances between his people and mine ; and that he would furnish me 
with trustworthy guides down.” There was not the slightest appearance 
of treachery. Thus ended this most interesting conference. It will not, I 
think, be easily forgotten by either Erskine or myself ; so much depend- 
ed on it, to ourselves and the whole of the detachment. We found these 
Beloochees the most civil and polite of men ! The confidence placed in their 
word, by meeting them in the way we did, seemed to please them much, 
and from having been deadly enemies five long months, became in one 
honr the best of friends. No doubt their joy was just as great in getting 
rid of ns, as onr’s was in obtaining our fireedom. 

26th and 27th. — We are most delightfully employed in preparing for 
a start. Only ten public camels are left, and those as thin as rats ; none 
are here procurable — the number of sick amounts to 40, and these require 
carriage. Then there are the rations, ammunition, both gun and musket, 
water and tents. In fact, I found I could not move without sacrificing alt 
private property, and half the ammunition and tents. I was obliged to call 
on officers and men to give up what private camels they had. This was 
most willingly agreed to ; and all kit, even to our bedding, was left behind 
— the gun ammunition 1 was obliged to take, as I rather expected opposi- 
tion from the Boogties, through whose country we had forty miles to go. 
At first we were almost afraid we should not be able to bring down 
the gun, from the wretched state of the bullocks, and weakness of the men. 
However we determined to try, and leaving the waggon and forage-cart be- 
hind, picked out thirty of the best for the gun alone. Tbe sepoys thinking 
we were going to leave it behind, came and begged me not, as they them- 
selves would drag it down, and defend it with their lives ! When Erskine 
was bnming the forage-cart and waggon, the Beloochees outside, think- 
ing we were setting fire to the fort, sent to beg us to spare it. 

28th. — We turned our backs on Kahun thu morning at 2 o’clock. We 
had much trouble in getting o£^ in consequence of tbe number of sick, and 
were obliged to tie some of tbe poor fellows on the camels. We commen- 
ced the aseent of tbe big hill at 6, and after immense fatigue and labour, 
got the gun to the top by 2 r. m. The sepoys were regularly overpowered 
with the fatigue half way up. The csU for water now was dreadfiil, all 
that I had brought with me in the mnssucks being expended. About 9 
o’deck about 300 Beloochees had assembled in our front, rear and right 
dank, perched on the tops of the hills. They seemed highly amused at 
our getting the gun up : but when they saw the sepoys completely done op 
witti thint and fatigue, they called out “ Ah 1 you will never get the gun 
down to the plains; you bad better give it to old Dodah." I offered them 
mmiey to shew ns some water, and they said they would for 1000 Rupees ! 
After some talk, they agreed to shew ns some for 100 Rupees, which was 
Waediately given them, — there was just enough to give each man a handful 
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or so, and then they set to, and got the gun up. 1 really thought at em f 
time we must have left it behind. At the very top of the Pass were aboHt.

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went again, starting at 2 p. m., but did not reach our ground until 10, 
having lost the road, and got jammed between ravines. I should have 
wished to have made only one march a day, in consequence of the weak 
state of the men, but there was no help for it ; on we must go, night as 
well as day, having only two days provisions with us. Here no water 
was procurable. Luckily the sepoys were so done up, that they soon fell 
asleep, and did uot complain at all about their thirst. Received an express 
from the Assistant Political Agent, warning ns to expect opposition 
from the N^ties, in whose country we are now, in not much of a fighting 
condition, half the men being on camels ; but with the gun I think we 
have not much to fear from them. 

MMi. — Started at 5 a. h. and arrived at 10 at a beantifal stream of 
watrar. On this march 1 was obliged to throw away all the ammunition, 
save a few rounds of grape, otherwise I must have left eight or ten sick 
bdimd. BoUt men and camels regularly gave in during the march, and how 
we got all safe up, 1 hardly know. Remaining with the rear-guard, I 
thus cheered them on as well as I could, but one poor fellow died on the 
eunel’s back. Our Murree guide, who had behaved as yet very well, did 
an act of extraordinary kindness for a Beloochee. Hearing that one of our 
pei^le was' left behind for want of carriage to bring him on, he went back 
of his own accord, mounted him on his horse, and broi^ht him into camp. 
Walking himself by his side. From this ground, I sent off an express by 
oar Hnrree guide, (the only man who would venture) to Poolqjee, fiir some 
spare camels and gun-bullocks, and we proceeded on another eight miles, 
at 4 A. K., getting to some water about 10 o’clock. 

ihitoher 1st. — Started at 3 a. u. and marched on eight miles. Soon 
lAer our arrival, to our great delight, up came our Murree guide, with 
sMBe j^nde horse, spare camels and gun-bullocks. We proceeded on to Poo- 
lajee atd a. w. reaching that post at 12, distance fourteen miles. On 
ctmmig Out of the hills ii|to the plain, 1 fired off our howitzer, to give 
notice'ta our friends at Lehree, the head quarters of the 5th Regiment, of 
oe» safe arrival. 

” Thw, after a detention of five months in the fort of Kahun, was oar 
eseapoftom that position and the Murree hills, accomplished. The baad- 
ships and privations circumstances forced on us, were most cheerily home 
wiA by dl. After the attack on Major Clibbom's party, it oftmi iqipeared 
m^ossiUe to expect a release, yet not a murmur was heard. On no one 
oeenrimi had I to find fault with the men, and the alacrity andcheerfelness 
wift- which they performed the exceedingly onerons duties which 1 was 
fereed to enct, reflects, in my humble opinion, great credit on the Kahun 
Psltim and small detachment of Artillery. Cff the constant aid 
*fiwded me on every occasion by Lieut. Erskine and Lieut. Glasse, 1 note 
it can never cease to be firesh in memory ; and their rank is 
feu-Mir my own to admit of my saying all I could wish, or they deserve, 
WW m this my private journal. 
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Extract of a letter from Captaia Haldane. 

Camp Quetta, XtUh May, 1841. — ^1 was left at Dadur with orders to escort 
the Battering Tnun through the Pass, but this arrangement was whse- 
quently altened by the arriTal of orders for the Train to remai^at Saklmr. 

I had eonseqnently nothing to do but to join my Brigade (which bad d- . 
ready gone into Quetta) as soon as possible, and with that view I ap^M J 
for Commissariat Cattle and Proyisions for the trip up the Bolan PMBt a I) 
distance of seren long marches oxer a road of loose stones, or rather tkeited 
of a nulla. Commissariat carriage (in sufficient quimtity) could not betitt- 
nkhed, but as I did not like to stay behind, I determined on acetmplIA- ) 
ing the distance in five days, and applied for Camels to carry four ^yafio* 
ekitnis, as I knew 1 could get plenty of provisions on the Mh day, wh«s 1 
muffied Camp. 1 succeeded in obtaining 28 Cacqels, which assisted a BMe; 
though they were such wretched animals that they could hot cury teoce 
than two mannds each. I started on the 23d ultimo, the men earryhif wfeid J 

the Camds could not, and the first march was got over whheiid ae> 
cident. The second march we lost two Camels, but this was ci IBtle ; 

consequence, as the daily consumption of gnun reduced the leacb. , 

The third day we had to march a distance of 22 miles over a ternhio wad, 
with no water for the last 13 miles, and reached our tents at 2 r.mt Then | 

came the distress of the camp followers ; — numbers (rf them foil f<» inmt 
of water, and would not come on ; while, to add to our misery, ol>the | 

Camels died, leaving the attah, etc. on the road. As soon as I rMt^d ^ I 


ground I sent back water to those left behind, most of whom were Csa^ 4 
men (150 of this class accompanying the detachment) and at test dd' the f- 
people reached the camp ; but it was then dark, and as all hmtds m^om- | ' 
pletely knocked up, I was nnabk to march agmn the next mmsiag ; be- | 
sides 1 wanted to send back for the grain, etc. left on the road. This was ' | 
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done early in the morning, and in the evening we made a march of six 
miles to Sir-i-Bolan, where we passed the night, intending to march to 
Dnst-i-Budowlut (18 miles) in the morning; but finding all the party, 
men and animals, much fatigued with their previous exertions, I finally 
determined to give them till the afternoon to recruit themselves. We 
stuted therefore at 1 r. m., and had gone about two miles when it came on 
to rain, though not heavily. 

We had now reached the narrowest part of the Pass, not more than 20 
or 30 yards wide, and I had sent on 100 Suwars, the Camel men and all 
the baggage, with instructions to keep dose together, and was bringing 
up the rear with about 80 horse, when just as I entered the narrow Pass 
and came to a turn, I saw a body of water, about a foot deep, rushing 
round another turn with tremendous force, and immediately after another 
wave full three feet higher : on the right and left there were no means of 
escape, the rocks being perpendicular, so we went to the right about and 
galloped back, just reaching an accessible place as the water was upon 
us. The stream now rolled past with awful velodty, and rapidly increas- 
ed to ten feet in depth ; — then came a dreadful scene, men, horses, 
camels, etc. were swept past us, and dashed to pieces against prcjecting 
rocks over which the water flew twenty feet high. No assistance could be 
afforded, %r the stream ran fiuter than a horse could gallop. I stood 
upon the bank quite horror-struck, for I believed, and so did we all, 
that every one ahead of us had perished. In a few moments the 
teitmcrion was complete, and we felt like men cast upon a draert island, 
without a particle of food, wet to the skin, a cold cutting wind blowing 
on us, and no means, fiwm the nature of the country, of ascertaining 
the extent of our loss, as until the water went down all communication 
with any of the patty who might have been saved was completely cut 
off About sunset the water had nearly subsided, and 1 then found how 
matters stood ; the loss of life was (as the accompanying list will shew) 
33 men and 101 animals. We passed a miserable night, but no more 
fell ; and in the morning we pushed on to one of our outposts, 
^ht miles firom Duiht-i-Bndowlut, and about an equal distance 
-ftom our Camp. Two OfBcers of the Madras Engineers, who were with 
ua, have lost every thing they had, and the Bisallabs have been mined, 
■« Bor can they replace the things lost here. We trusted to recover some 
. oi the property in the morning before starting, but found very little, for 
andt was the force of the stream, that the matchlocks belonging to the 
men drowned had the barrels broken in two, and some of riie bodies were 
the dawk man ift Beebee Narree, 20 miles below the spot where 
*4he aerident occurred. The only people in the torrent who were saved 
.^’happmed at the time it met thmn to be near a place where they could 
’’"konunlde up. All the Company’s Camels but six were lost. 
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AU AmmunitioD, Doolies, and every thing lost, 33 Men and 101 Cattle. 
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Narratme of Cattkih Gru'i’s escape from the Ghilzies. 

I commenced my march from Cabal at daylight, on the morning of 
the 2nd of October, with an escort of twenty Haair Bash horsemen, fnr- 
nished me by Sir A. Bnmes, and had proceeded as for as a village called 
Boodkhah, about six miles firom Cabul, when one of the dak mnners came 
np to me stating that a Kaflla had been plundered by the Gilaies the 
previous night, at a place called Taxeen, and advised me not to proceed 
till I had heard from Sir A. Bumes, to whom they bad reported the dr- 
eopstance. I in consequence went off the road, and remained there till 
iSmld hear something farther, but was not kept long in suspense, when I 
perceived a horseman galloping up in my direction ; it was one firom Sir 
A. B. with a note for me, wishing me not to proceed any further, as the 
Pass was not safe, but to go into the village of Boodkhah, and there remain 
till I should hear from him again. I therefore took bis advice, and on the 
evening of the 3rd I got another note from him, saying there was a party 
of four hundred horsemen going in my direction, and that 1 might embrace 
the opportunity of accompanying them as far as Gundamuk; that the 
Chief was a very respectable and trustworthy man, requesting mp at 
the same time to be sdtogetber guided by bis advice. I accordingly left 
the village, and joined his camp on the evening of the 3rd ; and at daylight, 
on the morning of the 4th, we conunenced our march towards the Khoord 
Cabul Pass, and on gaining the month of it, found it in possession of the 
Gilzies, and so strongly posted on the heights, that the Chief thought 
it advisable not to attempt it, but endeavour to get through another Pass 
edied the Chinaree ; we then shaped our course for it, and on reaching it 
found it also in possession of the enemy, ^ding this to be the case, 
the Chirf held a consultation with his sirdars, when they unanimously 
agreed to try anodier Pass, stating at the same time, that the natural 
difficulties of it were so great, that he was afraid we should not be able to 
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surmount them ; however it was decided that the attempt should be made, 
and I am happy to say, we surmounted every difficulty, and got safe 
through by 4 o’clock p. h. and took up our camp in the dry bed of a river 
between Sa Baba and Tazeen; and every thing appeared to be quiet 
till between 8 and 9 o’clock, when some people appeared on the hills that 
surrounded us, and challenged some of our escort, saying that if they 
would give up the two Officers, K. and myself, they should receive three 
thousand rupees for each of ns, and that the escort would be permitted to 
proceed without molestation. The answer they received from our party 
was ‘that the Officers were under their protection, and protect them th^ 
wonld to the very last.’ The sentence was scarcely finished, when a sboitt 
whistle was heard in the hills and followed by a tremendous volley firm 
thendes, and directed on my tent, which was the only one in our camp. I im* 
m ed ia t ely jumped out of bed, put on my clothes as quick as possible, and had 
the tent struck; got our escort to saddle their horses and be prepared 
incase the enemy might descend; but finding they had no intention of doii^ 
so, Init were determined to pick ns off without exposing themselves, oiit 
party thought it necessary that they should be dislodged, and commenced 
ascending the hills on each side, the enemy all the time pouring on ns a 
most destructive fire : and after a contest of several hours, they succeeded 
in driving them from the heights. We were engaged from between 8 and 
9 o’clock (at which time the moon had just got above the hills that sop* 
roonded us and threw her light on our party below) till 4 o’clock the fid* - 
lowing morning, the 5th. . 

On the return of our party a council of war was held, to • 

we were invited. The Chief said he had sent for us to know what'" 
our wishes were, whether we widied to proceed or return, that the 
whole of the Passes of Gnndamnk were in possession of the Gilzies, ' 
that one of them had 5,000 men in it, and that none of his escort hadn 
sua^e ball left. I replied ‘ if such is the case, I would certainly advise 
our returning to Cabul ;’ when a very young man, a sirdar, son of the Naib 
ShnrrcoTs at Cabul, started up, and said, ‘ I am directed to escort these 
Officers as fiir as Gnndamnk; we have sustained the attack of last n%lil^ - 
and why should we fly? No, forward is the word with me;’ mid'Btrokhig 
his beard at the same time, which is considered in the light of an oath ■ 
with them, they all followed his example, saying ‘ Peik,‘ which is ‘ Fomari: 
The Chief then directed me to have my cattle loaded, and to disgmse wr* 
selves, which I accordingly did, borrowing from amongst them, one thing ' 
or another, and by day-light od the 5th, we were on the move towards 
Gnndamuk, and on reaching the Parree Dorrs, or Fairy Pot% we fomd 
it literally alive with the Gilxies. We in consequmice for a fisw se- 
conds to consult; however, itwas thought advisable not to attOBsptit^hutto ■ 
take another ffirection across the OobleeudUdruk Budrak Mountain ^ 

the Lmghnan Valley, which we did ; and it is only wimdwffii how we ever 
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effected it. The ascent was dreadiul, and only erne at a tieoffi could' aaeoid ; 
however we got over the difiSculdes, keeping on ^ a pretfy good pace Car 
fear of the en^y overtaking ns, which they did not do till atont the dose of 
the evening, when they came up with oar straggiing rear, cutting up every 
one they could lay hands on. We had a great many camp-followers that 
wmre retaming to the Provinces, and mostly all on foot ; they wore all cut 
np» poor fdlowB ! and several servants of K (six of them,) his tmt, 

bed, do&es, mad two tattoos ; and it was not till about 4 o’clock on the 
morning of the 6th, we halted at a village called- Mumrour, our party coaa- 

in by twos and direes, having been on the move for 23 hours, without 
evmi a halt You may guess the state we were in, when I tdl you that 
tte moment we got into the villi^e, K and I just tied our horses to a 

bee, and fell down fast asleep in one of the puUic roads of it, and had 
scarcely laid aa hour, when the chief sent fat me, and informed me that we 
wwe not safe hs the village, and that he advised our proceeding on to one 
that we would be safe in. Away we started, and between 7 and S o’dock 

evening reached the fort of Teer Ghurree, as it is called ; we were 
^ben put into a hut, whi(h was surrounded by a h^h wall, and there re- 
■amied for seventeen days, expecting every moment to have our throats ent. 
Okr the moradng of the 7th, the chief of our party, Mahomed Uszeen Khan, 
eaaae to me and said he had sometlnng to eommunicate; I consequently 
toeh him aadc, when he told m^ that he was very much alarmed for our 
' safely ; m feet, that the whole of Afghanistan were determined to mahe 
one cause of it, and to drive out and murdwr every Feriagfaee in the 
country ; uid Aat Acre was not Ae least reliance to be placed in our es- 
carp and Aat Ae country round about, and Cabal itself was ready to break 
(Wt.

Although the ground was not fovoraUe 
for Cavdry, the Troopers behaved well, and one man, Rom Singh, a Rig- 
poot, di^layed signal intrepidity ; he was met with eqaal conrage by two 
At^ i^iwi on foot, one of whom shot him through the body. The mommit 
he fell from his horse, a Jezailchee, a mere youth, mounted the animal, 
wad tduag a delibwate aim at the two Afghans who were qamcbing 
thcK thirsty swords in the blood of the Trooper as he lay on the ground, 
diot one of tiiem dead on the spot 

Ihe enemy being compelled to retire by the superior fire of the 
Jwaildteea, we conunmieed our work to render the ridtetty old fort de- 
fensfolq: these woe neither loop-holes nor banquettes ; to remedy the first 
deficiency, moorehns of loose bricks were constructed, and a portion of 
Hsi inside of the wall, cut away, served for the latter, 
siii The Officers were enabled to get most of thmr baggage on* of the 
bungalows into the fort ; the Parsee’s investments had been ladgad'lfeBre 
ansae time before. . - > 

Our enemies were nqnffiy increasing in numbers, and soon retumed fift- 
fog^ die air with horrid yeUs, brandishing their swords, and cutting all sorts 
'•i'Ww Capets and antics, a mode of horrifying their enemiee generally 
ndeptod by Eariem nations. 

'Smmig the remmndec of the day and Uie whole of the night, a emtinned

.We had yet to nstain Ae fire from a fort that lay in our road, but we 
paAsdit nnhiadt and had Aeaatisfsction of eontinning our marA wiAewt 
iAnruptioB, we reaAed the Pass above Hnsar-non, when Aout A 
>MttjtttaAed Ae rear guard, but were beaten ofL 
tShwSaxar-noa people were lying in wait for ns on Ae high toad ; but 
A we i»oceeded by a diffwent route, Aey were dis^ppomted. At 3 o’AiA 
omAe nuMwing Ae 17A, we reaAed Girdee, where we found Torn Bas 
UsA Ake: received us ho^itiddy, and A day>light conducted ns to Lall- 
poeeahi.; ^ 

A la^e body of Momurds were assembled here, and indicated by Aeir 
.what plMMure it would afford Aem to pounce upon us, and 

evmi solinirwi Aeir Oiief to hand us over to Aeir tender merdes, or 
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at all eveata to seise and send the Feringees to Azeez Khan. This Utter 
bit of hunune advice originated with Khaled Khan, the Chief of Ghoshtak. 

We heard too, there were 4,000 Kochees on the watch, and Tora 
Khan frankly declared, that Lallpoorah was no place of safety for ns. Hie 
Khyher was closed too, and the Kyberries at that moment snrronnding Afi 
Musjid. What was to be done I We possessed nothing bnt onr anna and 
the dothes on onr backs, and it was necessary, to better onrselves, to 
a land wh»e we had but one fiiriid, and he unable to assist ns for any 
Imgth time. 

In this juncture, we offered the Khan the sum of Rs. 3,000 <m readung 
Psahawnr, if he would conduct ns thither, being aware there was a road 
throogh his country leading to Tatterah, which lies East of the Khyher. 

Be consented, and ordered his nephew, Hyder Khan, to go with ns. 

The road was stated to be such as a goat might, with tolerable eaaa i* 
hwnadf, ttavd over, and on the evening of the 18th, the ladies hekig.pro^ 
vxUd with doolies, we crossed the riva and marched about six miUa. 

On the morning of the 19th, we commenced an aaeent oi the ntsMat 
dfficnlty, which ocenpied ns all day, and daring onr progress, we hodha 
damber with hands and feet on the sides of the most stnpendons ptedpieea.- 

How the horses managed to get dong, was matter of astoniduneBt.t»W 
ad; they threw their shoes, poor creatures, and were dreadfolly bato s a d in 
the feet, and swollen in the legs. . 

We invonacked at night in a most villainous looking spot, whesa^ 
Khan’s men entreated once more to be allowed to put an eid to 
Ues, and Hyder Khan had to use threats before he could silence them> ■ > ,<■ 

In the morning of the 20th, we were told that the road we had none 
ov», was a bowling green, compared to what we had yet to pass, andit 
was so. ' 

As 1 fed quite sure that no written account can convey an addpMte 
idM of hsnatnre, I shall not attempt to describe it; let it suffice to say, it 
was aB hvt imposdble, and that after a msir ffii which continned froeadoy* 
bred: udil night-fidl, we bivouacked on the plain of Fediawnr, and nest 
mommg matdied a distance of twelve miles into Peshawur. 

Most of us ore eon^elled to wear native costume, as Peshawur contains 
few means of supplying our wants in the way of dothing wd eqnipiwwt ; 
we are, in fact, destitute of evoy thing, oven the eommimeat neeeswries, 
bnt our escape has been a miiacnlons one, surrounded as we wneby a 
host of enemies. 

Onr loss, in killed and wounded, hsanotbeeneoaevcaeasi^ghthavalMeu 
expected, yet in proportion to the numbor of rntr force, it is consklerdtle.

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tion ; they had been drilled in the English manner. I got this wound dose 
to my knee from one of them — but we killed numbers of the deserters. 
We returned to Caubnl, where we were quartered some time. The 4th Re- 
giment was sent to Charekar in the month of May. We were placed In 
garrison in the Gurree then in progress of erection. Majot Potting* and 
some other gentlemen were in another Gurree, distant about a coss from 
oar’s, and called Killa Lnkman. To this latter fort we furnished a pa>^ 
of 100 men under a Snbadar, this party was relieved weekly. The Gar- 
ree of Charekar in which we were placed was quadrangular in figure, MO 
yards long in each face, and having a Bastion at each angle — the ditch froaa 
whmh the earth had been excavated to build up the walls, at the deepest 
was only three feet, in other parts not more than two fed de^ A 
Khntria, named Hur Sing, was engaged in building the Gurree by cob- 
tmd. To this Gurree of Charekar there were two gateways, vritit><gBtM 
OM.te the west, another to the east. At one gate was the ’^uelelr 
gnaid of the Raiment, its rear guard outside of the gate ; at the oAlr 
were a number of huts inhabited by the Basar people of the 4th Be^ ; 
in this gateway was placed a long and heavy native gon, — I shonlA lifaA 
an eighteen pound*: on each of the two Bastions marked 3 saiA<4 
was placed one of the Shah's six-pounders. A small thread of waterWMs 
cmdncted from the neighbonring hills, and a hollow formed from wm^teg 
np the earth with water to raise the wells of the Gurree ; after the flowAf 
water into this hollow was stopped by the A^hans, there continMihd^p 
nant in it about fifteen mnssncks.

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A few days Wore the Dewallee,* Mr. Battray, who oMimraded one of 
the Afghan corps, was lured out from the fort of Lukauni by ShiA 
Mahommed of Ngram, to look he said at some recruits which he brouj^t 
widi him for service. They were mounted mmi. . As Lieut. Rattray was 
e Vfmiiii ng them drawn up in a line, Shah Mahomed gave his Tirot^ers 
a wink, whmi they wheeled up from the right and left, and enclosed Mr. 
Rattray, who was shot with a pistol, and the body, which was afterwarcb 
lecovaed, hacked to pieces. I heard this from the Goorka Moonshee, 
Mdhun Kieer, who accompanied Mr. Rattray, but escaped under the hmaes’ 
hdliee.t The men who murdered Mr. Rattray now made a dash at the 
fort of Lttkman. Mr. Rattray’s Regiment of A%hans immediatdy join- 
ed the assailants. The attack had continued for the apace of two homn, 
the Alihans being kept at bay by our guard.

We 
dialled Hie A^hans, and drove them in the direction of the p^t where 
dm water was tnrned off. On this oeeasioia we partially destroyed Uie 
Sudchir’s Tnkeah, where we always observed the Affghans clustered thick- 
sat.'' Next day, a seer of water was served out to eaeh man by Lieut 
Manghton ; dds water was obtained from the hollow marked 5 in the 
The second day after, half a seer was supplied ; in a few 
ilcja it diminished to a chittack, and at last ceased altogether. . Some 
daombahs [sheep] were given to us by the officers ; we fimad rdief 
horn sudung tile raw flknb, and some of the men placed the- ann- 
tants of the stomach of the sheqi in cloths, and wringing them very haird) 
obtained some moisture to assuage their raging thirst The sidi and 
womtded now increased to a flaghtflil amount and were continually 
serenming for water in piercing accaits. Our muskets w«e so-fonl firom 
inocasant use, that the balls were forced down with ffifficalty, although 
separated foom Hie paper of the cartridge which usually mnqis thmn 
reimd. The lips of the men became swoHen and bloody, and their tongues 
dove to tlmir palates. 

onght to have mentioned that the day Captain Codrington was killed, 
your old Shikarree* at Lohooghat Nnr Sing, was also slain. He was the 
best diot sm<»g ns; every time be fired he killed an A%han.' The. Eu- 
ropean (dffisNS were to pleased with hkn, Hiat he was to have been made 
A Imaadar. Days and nig^ roBed om We were continually oigagatl 
with the enmi^; the men used to sted out in the night to Hie- iptiOl 
t^di fomsedy sui^tied the hollow maAed fl, but whudi Hie dffilphaifo 
hBned off in another direction. Those who had the cantemis you s^ np 
noth the last Goorksh Levies, used them ; those who had lotdm only,

For s es a e diqrB 
aft« the capture of Shdi Mahomed's flagj tmd the death of its osmer, the 
smmy rdszed his effinrts rad w« our fire. This interval of oonqparative 
repose was most grateflil rad refreshing to us. The nnmbm^of A^^isns 
had T«ry pereeptiUy diminished in our vkinity. Five days passed when 
dm horrors of thirst began to assail us again — at last a message was

The groond was now completely 
rtidte^ with boar frost, and we most anxioariy watdied for the approach 
At length the meriting star roM, and we kimw that onr fate 
wortid soon be decided; and altbongb it wonM be in vain to deny, that, 
sitaated as we were, six hnndred men, dividad into several parties, and 
Mttioukded by tiioitoi^ of enemies we Imd no apprebensioni as 'to 
lie nmilt, yet tiiey were ntingied rtitb a deteratination to stil our hteod 
as rtearly as we coaM to these traitmons bsrbarfams.

Another day, in the deepest snow, on the highest table 
land in the vkanity of Caubnl, was thus to be pamed by ns ; our foree 
btitig even then but merely nominal, as the natives’ hands and feet were 
nendy all flrost bitten, and the cold was so intense as to render non- 
eftietive those few who had as yet escaped. Abont 180 or 160 men, was 
ito'greUest strength of our strongest regiments, and each hour made 

ibdtt fewer, and so we halted! Major Thain and mysdi^ who 

hidbeen smt on to stop the baggage, which had crowded on a head, after 
stile trouble sneceeded in doing so, and the camp fidlowers, etc. i^ain 
aittmUed at Khoord Kabnl. Abont ten a. w. the SSrdar appeared on a 
hfi'idioiit hatf a mile distance from camp, snrronnded by his followers, 
Gipbdif' Skimier brought over a message from Um stating that as the 
mu Was not safe he should be happy to take the ladies and families, and 
tld wounded, down to Jellalabad. This, after asking the ladies, was ac- 
eipted, and they prepared to go over to a fort in the neighboaihood, 
diout two miles ftom camp, accompanied by some wounded MBeen^ airi 
ttlair busbands, whom the General had ordered with them. 

'At about two r, m., a number of Anderson’s horse deserted, and many 
nWie attemping to do so, the officers of the different regiments mshed 
in dWmrd in hand hitting them with their swords, and Lieutenant Hawtrey 
«dtbe'37tb, a gallant young officer, cut down two of iffiem. A general 
pitfede was orderWl, and Khoda Bnksh Khan, accompanied by the Assiat- 
aift Adjutant General, poor Grant, rode to the head of eadi r^ment, and 
Site that be bad come from Mahomed Akbar, who dedared hb intention 
of IdUing, or sending back any men that should desert to him.

beholders, instead of charging as our ovrn forces and Mends, they h^tciw ' ^ 
reaehing the Ghilsies, uttered a loud shout, and turning round, shewed 
against Us ; while the S4th officers on the plain below, observing what>4l^i2 
thought was so gallant a charge, leaving ihe ranks, cheered them m-

They left 104 dead bodies at the foot uf the 
defences, and within a few days aftw tlm assault, the Political ^ent 
aseertiuned that the number of killed, and of wounded men, who died 
within a few days after the action, considerably eiceeded 400. On the 
dead bo^es were found quantities of our own magasine cartri^^ei^ 
si^osed to have been procured at Ghuzni, and which acconnted 
for ^eir unusual expenditure of ammunition. Computed by thon- 
sehrea tiie lowest number of assailants was stated at SSOO men, the 
Wgheet at 7000. On the body of the Nash of Jieer AUnm, Chief of the 
tribe of Ghilsies, arfao ^ in the aaeanh, was found the muMear roll 
contingent amounting to 2000 and odd men ; be furnished abont 
athird part of the force, so that the nnmber of assailants must have been 
shout 6000 men.

1 Wt on Ae 30th October last year, having under my charge 
state prisoners and seven hostages to be escorted to Cabul, and 
safeguard of the same, I was accompanied by a troop firom 
corps, and about fiwty Affghan horse under a chief called Guddoo 
It was on the 7th November we reached Oba ; we had marched fapl 
but in peifert peace, and as little expected to be attacked on the 
as 1 do at this moment ; you may imagine, therefore, how thundeislE 
1 was, when Guddoo Khan entered my tent, bringing with him a

1 afterwards found bad as matters really were at the capital, he 
them out to be much more so.

We marched rapidly the whc^^ 
and day%ht had reached Nanee, abcmt thirteen miles frcnnM 
baet.ihe streak of dawn shewed us &at the peoj^e wc^, 
rfe*t#li«e were videttes cm every hill, and in a very shcMCt I, . 
was pMaed fitom fint to &ut, and their inhabitants turned -1- 
on my and rear, and irmg with their rifes at us. ITsei^l! 
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men were bolder, they swarmed round us like wasps, riding up, firing 
dieir pieces into our troop, and galloping off to reload. We were nearly 
Mpless against such a foe, twice we cl^ged and cut up a few, but the 
rascals always sought shelter near the numerous forts that covered the 
plain, and then laughed at U8 .^ia addition to not being able to catch the 
villains, we found that every tmie we charged or halted to shew a front, 
it cmly gave the enemy time to circle round our flanks and head us : 
imd (heir footmen also came up from the rear. Accordingly we left the 
^h road altogether, and tum^ out into the plain, where the foot would 
smuceiy due to follow ns, and indeed by proceeding at the trot we pretty 
well i^ook off these gentry, but the horsemen still followed, and to add to 
our houbies, I found that the ponies, on which the prisoners were mount- 
ed, woe exhausted and could proceed no further. As they knocked up, 
I doubkd the riders on the other animals, but one after anotiier they 
gave in. One fnisonmr urns cut down by a horseman of the oiemy 
(^ainly shewing there was no collision between them,) two others nflled 
over in a ditch, where with their horse atop of thm, and their legs 
chained under 1^ belly, I left them ; indeed I imw found it was impos- 
nUe I could ever get my charge into (^nmie alive, and I had only to 
deade on putting them to death or settii^ them at liberty. /Mf hi- 
ifriicticms would have justified my pursuing the fanner eonrse, bad the 
^Oor wretches had clearly made no attempt to escape ; they were in no 
manner answerable for the attadc mi^ on my party, as was evident 
from one of th^ number falKng 1^ the sword ofanr adversaries ; and I 
ponceived then, and do now ocmcmve, that in letting tiiesa men gnWi& 
^ir lives, I was not only acting according to the strict letter of my 
mstructione, but that justice and humanity required I shocdd not ^y 
(hem in cold blood;— had 1 pot them to death, tbra ^nttsoodew m 
l&hcmied Akbar would have been equally jnttified in taking oar lives, 
^ihe lives of all their prisoners,) on the advance of Pdlock and Nott on 
C^bul. I may add, that the Court of Inquiry which I called fiw, idtcr 
investigadng all the circumstances, decided, fliat I had acted perfectly 
t^t. to return to my stiwy.
